New  Zealand. 

A  Referendum  of  chemists  in  New  Zealand  is  to  be  taken 
on  the  reciprocity  question  early  in  the  year,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a  broad  view  will  prevail  on  the  problem.  The 
experience  in  the  reciprocating  States  of  Australia  proves 
that  no  rush  of  -pharmacists  is  likely  to  take  place  from 
Australia  to  New  Zealand  if  the  proposed  interchange  of 
qualifications  is  granted. 

Western  Australia. 

Reciprocity. — The  Western  Australian  Council  has  gone 
back  to  the  position  it  held  before  Victoria,  New  South 
Wales,  and  South  Australia  offered  it  the  option  of  joining 
in  the  reciprocity  agreement.  The  offer  was  accepted,  and 
Western  Australia  has  fulfilled  all  that  was  asked  at  the 
time  to  provide  reciprocity  on  the  "  whole  register"  basis. 
But  other  conditions  were  imposed ;.  the  ground  has  been 
changed  at  least  twice,  and  so  much  delay  has  occurred, 
partly  due  to  failure  in  Western  Australia  to  fully  advise 
the  other  States  of  its  action,  that  in  disgust  a  regulation  has 
been  gazetted  which  provides  that  the  Western  Australian 
Council  will  "recognise"  the  certificate  of  registration  by 
examination  of  any  Australasian  State  that  will  "  recognise  " 
the  corresponding  certificates  issued  in  Western  Australia. 


Canadian  IRotea. 


Articles  Exempt  from  Special  Duty. — The  High  Com- 
missioner for  Canada  has  been  notified  by  the  Customs 
Department  that  bicarbonate  of  soda,  rubber  brushes, 
spitting-cup  and  refiller,  vapo-cresolene,  peroxide  of  hydro- 
gen, hydrazone,  and  spread  plasters  have  been  declared  to 
be  exempt  from  speciaP— or,  as  termed  in  Canada,  "anti- 
dumping " — duty. 

Examinations. — The  Preliminary  Board  of  Examiners 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec-  held  its  quarterly  examination  for  students  in 
pharmacy  on  January  5.  Nine  candidates  entered  for  this 
examination;  of  these  two  defaulted  and  three  passed, 
the  successful  candidates  being  Louis  Giroux,  Samuel  Boul- 
kind,  and  J.  B.  Waddell.  The  examiners  were  Professor 
J.  0.  Cassgrain,  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School, 
and  Mr.  Isaac  Gammell,  of  the  High  School,  Montreal. 
The  next  examination  will  take  place  on  April  6. 

In  Favour  of  the  Cutter. — At  Montreal  the  H.  K. 
Wampole  Co.  took  action  against  Mr.  Lyons,  a  cutting- 
druggist,  alleging  that  he  had  signed  an  agreement  to  sell 
Wampole's  Cod-liver  Oil  Compound  for  $1  a  bottle,  but 
had  retailed  it  for  85c.  As  a  collateral  to  the  action  they 
obtained  from  one  judge  an  injunction  restraining  Lyons 
from  selling  the  preparation  at  a  lower  price  than  that 
mentioned  in  the  agreement.  The  injunction  Was  con- 
tested, and  another  Judge  quashed  the  injunction.  Lyons 
set  up  the  defence  that  the  alleged  agreement  was  ' '  illegal 
and  immoral,  as  being  a  combination  in  restraint  of  trade." 
He  also  argued  that  he  himself  had  rescinded  the  contract, 
and  had  since  then  re-stocked  with  the  cod-liver  oil  com- 


pound from  other  dealers.  The  Wampole  Co.  then  appealed 
to  the  Court  of  King's  Bench,  and  their  Lordships  upheld 
the  quashing  of  the  injunction,  saying  that  the  terms  of 
the  contract  were  not  sufficiently  clear  to  warrant  an  in- 
junction.   The  main  action  will  continue. 


Seychelles  Damlla. 

A RECENTLY  issued  report  of  the  Colonial  Office  on  the 
trade  of  the  Seychelles  for  1903  contains  some  interesting 
remarks  and  good  advice  to  vanilla-planters  by  Mr.  R. 
Dupont,  curator  of  the  Botanic  Station.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  vanilla-planter  is  now  suffer- 
ing from  the  effects  of  low  prices  brought  about  by  over- 
production, hut  the  lesson  taught  by  the  collapse  of  prices 
will  not  be  without  its  uses.  Mr.  Dupont  advocates  the 
extension  of  cocoanut-plantatiohs  in  preference  to  those  of 
vanilla,  pointing  out  that  the  nuts  are  in  constant  demand, 
while  vanilla  is  not.  A  vanilla-plantation,  he  says,  in  which 
a  balance-sheet  is  well. kept,  shows  that  for  the  last  ten  years 
the  profit  has  not  much  exceeded  10  per  cent.  In  all  pro- 
bability the  Seychelles  planter  will  therefore  devote  less 
area  to  vanilla  and  extend  his  cultivation  of  other  crops, 
such  as  cocoa,  rubber,  cocoanuts,  coffee,  and  so  on.  When 
it  is  considered  that  the  prosperity  of  the  Seychelles  has  been 
built  in  a  great  measure  on  the  vanilla-industry,  one  can 
quite  imagine  the  amount  of  persuasion  the  planter  will 
require  in  order  partially  to  abandon  the  industry.  The 
report  contains  a  very  interesting  table,  prepared  with  a 
special  view  to  illustrating  the  risks  that  attend  the  cultiva- 
tion of  tropical  products  for  which  there  is  only  a  limited 
market.  The  figures  -  which  we  give  below  display  the 
extreme  variation  in  price  due  to  an  expansion  in  demand 
that  had  not  been  seen  by  the  cultivators  and  enabled  them 
to  secure  enormous  prices  for  a  short  time,  followed  by  the 
reaction  when  manufacturers  found  the  prices  too  high,  and 
had  recourse  to  substitutes  for  vanilla  :

Several  results  followed  the  abnormal  rise  in  values  during 
1898.  The  area  under  cultivation  in  Seychelles  was  at  once 
doubled,  and  the  cultivation  of  cocoanuts,  coffee,  cocoa, 
cloves,  and  pepper  was  neglected.  The  failure  of  the  crop 
in  1900  sustained  the  inflated  prices  until,  in  the  following 
year,  the  market  was  glutted  by  the  large  harvest  in  1901 
and  the  simultaneous  development  of  the  cultivation  of 
vanilla  in  other  tropical  islands.  The  planters  were  conse- 
quently faced  with  an  overstocked  market,  and  prices 
gradually  fell  until  the  market  had  adjusted  itself  to  absorb 
the  increased  supplies.  Although  the  results  of  the  trading 
in  1903  were  depressing  in  the  extreme,  the  markets  are 
now  relieved  of  their  surplus  stock.  But  unfortunately  an 
abnormal  period  of  drought  in  1904  has  reduced  both  the 
quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  harvest,  and  the  vines  are 
likely  to  feel  the  evil  effects  for  another  year  or  two ;  so 
the  revival  in  prices  may  not  have  a  full  effect  for  the  time 
in  restoring  the  financial  position  of  the  agricultural 
industry. 

Russian  Mineral  Waters. — The  Russian  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  has  recently  considered  the  best  measures  to 
adopt  to  extend  the  export  of  Caucasian  mineral  waters, 
and  as  a  result  it  is  expected  that  a  syndicate,  instead  of 
several  separate  firms,  will  in  future  deal  with  the  business.

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EXPORT  TRADE. 

There  is  no  falling-off  in  British  exports  of  medicines  and 
allied  products  bought  by  druggists  abroad ;  the  editorial  on 
the  Board  of  Trade  Returns,  printed  in  this  issue,  shows  that. 
We  call  the  special  attention  of  business  houses  to  it,  because 
export  trade  is  a  branch  much  neglected  by  many.  They 
are  apt  to  think  that  it  means  reorganisation  of  business  and  a 
lot  of  trouble.  It  is  not  so.  Buyers  abroad,  especially  colonial 
buyers,  have  their  agents  in  this  country  (Merchant  Shippers), 
who  get  the  goods  for  them  and  ship  them  abroad.  These 
Merchant  Shippers  like  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  branches  of 
trade,  and,  so  far  as  the  drug-trade  is  concerned,  we  effect 
this  by  publishing  annually  an  Export  Merchant  Shippers' 
issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  which  is  circulated  to 
them  as  well  as  to  our  regular  subscribers.  This  year's  issue 
will  be  on  March  11,  and  we  invite  all  who  desire  to  increase 
their  returns,  by  letting  Merchant  Shippers  know  what  arc 
their  manufactures  or  specialities,  to  secure  advertisement- 
space  in  the  issue  of  March  11.

A  Registered  Druggist  in  Belfast  has  been  fined  under 
the  Pharmacy  Act  for  permitting  poisons  to  be  sold  in  a 
branch  shop  by  an  unqualified  person  (p.  230). 

A  Slump  in  the  price  of  glycerin  is  the  chief  fact  to  be  noted 
in  drugs  and  chemicals.  New  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  is 
lower.  Citric  acid  and  quinine  are  a  shade  firmer.  Pepper- 
mint oil  still  tends  easier,  and  vanilla  was  lower  in  auction 
(p.  251). 

Ol.  Amygd.  Persic,  was  originally  made  from  the  kernels 
of  Amygdalus  pcrsica,  but  now  apricot-kernels  are  chiefly 
used,  and  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  suggest  the 
name  Ol.  pruni  armeniacce  for  it.  See  their  interesting  letter 
on  p.  257. 

A  Departmental  Committee  to  inquire  into  certain  questions 
respecting  the  formation  and  flotation  of  companies  has  been 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  We- 
suggest  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Councils  should  bring  the 
titles  question  before  it  (p.  241). 

Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  President  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  made  an  interesting  speech  at  the  Cambridge 
Chemists'  Dinner  last  week,  acknowledging  the  services  o£ 
pharmacists  in  the  l'evision  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
which,  he  maintained,  is  the  most  esteemed  Pharmacopoeia  in 
the  world  (p.  234). 

A  Board  of  Reference  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  is  discussed  in  several  parts  of  this  issue.  We  deal  with 
it  historically  in  an  article  011  p.  238,  also  showing  what  has 
to  be  done  to  get  a  Board.  "'Xrayser"  puts  in  a  word  of 
caution  about  dethroning  the  Government  chemists  (p.  237), 
and  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  discusses  warranties  and  a  Board' 
of  Conciliation  (p.  257). 

Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  has  outlined  a  scheme  for  decreasing, 
the  failures  in  the  Minor  examination.  He  would  require 
proper  apprenticeship  to  a  chemist  after  registration  as  a 
student,  and  a  compulsory  curriculum  of  collegiate  study, 
with  four  years  between  registration  as  a  student  and  qualifi- 
cation as  a  chemist  and  druggist  (p.  245).  We  suggest  careful' 
consideration  of  the  scheme  in  contrast  with  the  distinct 
objects  of  the  1852  and  1868  Pharmacy  Acts  (p.  241). 

A  Reopening  of  the  pharmacy  companies  question  is 
afforded  this  week  by  the  prosecution  of  a  company  in 
Cardiff  for  infringement  of  the  poisons  l'egulations.  Proceed- 
ings were  instituted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  under 
Section  15  of  the  Act.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  appeared  for 
the  Society,  and  so  impressed  the  County  Court  Judge  (who 
said  companies  cannot  be  proceeded  against  under  the  section) 
that  he  took  time  to  consider  his  judgment,  expressing  sym- 
pathy with  the  Pharmaceutical  Societv  (p.  230). 
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I  ocal  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor 

Brevities. 

Guildford  Joint  Hospital  Board  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  Long  &  Co.  for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  the  hospital 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  boy  of  fifteen,  who  rang  the  door-bell  of  the  Landport 
Drug  Co.  in  Arundel  Street,  Portsmouth,  was  on  February  7 
fined  5s.  by  the  Portsmouth  Magistrates. 

A  fire  occurred  on  February  2  at  the  works  of  Messrs. 
Eylands,  Ltd.,  glass-bottle  manufacturers,  Stairfoot,  Barns- 
ley,  the  central  portion  of  the  building  being  quite  gutted. 

A  meeting  of  shopkeepers  at  Wolverhampton  last  week 
•came  to  the  unanimous  decision  to  support  the  Early-closing 
Act  and  to  use  every  legitimate  means  to  secure  the  local 
application  of  its  provisions. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  the  Hackney  Coroner's  Court, 
on  February  7,  on  Martha  Goodchild  (64),  widow  of  a 
chemist,  of  53  Lauriston  Road,  South  Hackney.  Evidence 
showed  that  deceased  died  suddenly  from  heart-failure. 

Mary  Margaret  Lester,  wife  of  Samuel  Lester,  formerly  a 
ehemist  in  Doncaster,  was  found  dead  in  her  bedroom  at 
Doncaster  on  February  5.  A  post-mortem  examination  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  death  was  due  to  alcoholic  poisoning. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  has  decided  to  discontinue 
the  practice  of  requiring  the  London  County  Council 
chemists  to  examine  the  London  water,  as  it  is  a  duplication 
■of  the  work  already  performed  by  Sir  William  Crookes  and 
Sir  James  Dewar. 

William  Ernest  Brien,  described  as  a  chemist's  assistant, 
of  Coningham  Road,  Shepherd's  Bush,  W.,  was  summoned 
at  West  London  Police  Court  on  February  7  by  his  wife, 
Leone  Isidore  Brien,  who  sought  a  separation.  The 
summons  was  adjourned. 

Inquests  have  been  adjourned,  in  order  that  analyses 
might  be  made,  in  the  case  of  Mary  Ellen  Driscoll  of  Roath, 
who  died  suddenly  after  taking  a  dose  of  compound  liquorice 
powder,  and  of  Herbert  Kelland,  of  Shaw's  Farm,  Ling- 
field,  whose  sudden  death  is  supposed  to  have  been  due  to 
prussic-acid  poisoning. 

The  Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs  for  South  Staffordshire 
(Mr.  H.  Van  Tromp)  reports  that  during  the  quarter  ended 
September,  1904,  several  samples  of  drugs  had  been  taken, 
and  all  were  reported  genuine.  He  noted  as  satisfactory 
that,  in  spite  of  recent  high  piices,  the  cod-liver  oil  sold  was 
still  the  genuine  article. 

A  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Williams,  chemist  and 
druggist,  of  Cardiff,  committed  suicide  last  week  at  Elliott's 
Hotel,  Cardiff,  by  shooting  himself.  He  was  twenty-three 
years  of  age,  and  had  been  out  of  employment  as  a  clerk  for 
some  time ;  this,  coupled  with  symptoms  of  consumption, 
had  preyed  upon  his  mind. 

Mr.  C.  Moorshead,  chemist,  Portsmouth,  was  last  week 
ordered  by  the  Borough  Justices  to  keep  under  control  a 
bulldog,  alleged  to  be  dangerous,  and  to  pay  the  costs  (10s.) 
of  the  prosecution,  which  was  taken  up  by  a  young  lady 
who  interposed  in  a  fight  between  the  bulldog  and  another, 
when  the  bulldog  transferred  its  affections  to  her. 

According  to  the  "Nottingham  Express,"  Mr.  Jesse 
Boot  states  that  a  reference  to  his  books  shows  that  during 
the  last  twenty  years  the  business  with  which  his  name  is 
associated  has  increased  a  little  more  than  a  hundredfold. 
During  the  coming  year  he  promises  to  extend  it  still 
further  on  a  scale  that  will  "open  the  eyes"  of  a  good 
many  people. 

At  the  Cambridge  Borough  Petty  Sessional  Court  on 
February  6,  before  the  Mayor  (Mr.  A.  Sidney  Campkin)  a 
man  named  Taylor,  who  was  described  as  a  chemist's 
assistant,  was  charged  with  having  travelled  on  the  Great 
Eastern  Radway  with  intent  to  avoid  the  payment  of  his 
tare.  Replying  to  the  Mayor,  prisoner  explained  that  he  was 
not  a  qualified  chemist,  but  that  he  gained  a  precarious 
living  by  vending  medical  remedies  at  public-houses. 
Prisoner  was  discharged.

indiarubber  sponges,  8c?.,  Is.,  Is.  2d.,  Is.  6c?.,  2s.,  3s.  8c?., 
5s.  6d.,  and  7s.  We  note  the  rather  curious  facts  that  a  hot- 
water  bottle  12  inches  by  6  inches,  which  is  sold  for  3s.

Analyst  Appointed. 

The  Colchester  Town  Council  have  appointed  Dr.  Savage, 
medical  officer  of  health,  as  public  analyst,  at  a  fee  of  15s. 
per  sample  up  to  100  samples  per  annum,  and  10s.  6c?.  per 
sample  beyond  that  number. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  sanitary  inspector  for  the  borough  of  Hartlepool 
states,  in  his  report  for  1904,  that  during  the  year  sixty 
samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  analysed,  and  all  were  found 
to  be  genuine. 

The  Nottingham  county  analyst  reports  that  during  the 
last  quarter  he  analysed  sixty-seven  samples  of  food  and 
drugs,  sixty-three  of  which  were  genuine  and  four  adul- 
terated. Five  samples  were  taken  under  the  Fertilisers  and 
Feeding-stuffs  Act,  and  two  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Ekins,  analyst  for  the 
county  of  Herts,  states  that  among  the  samples  of  drugs 
submitted  to  him  for  analysis  during  the  quarter  ended 
December  31,  1904,  were  three  each  of  camphorated  oil  and 
Gregory's  powder,  two  each  of  compound  liquorice  powder 
and  lime-water,  and  one  each  of  ehlorodyne  lozenges  and 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre.  Of  these,  only  the  last-named  was 
condemned.  It  was  found  to  be  60  per  cent,  deficient  in 
ethyl  nitrite,  and  the  vendor  was  fined  5s.  and  1?.  2s.  costs. 
With  regard  to  various  non-alcoholic  wines  (ginger,  elder, 
raspberry,  liqueur,  unfermented  grape,  raisin,  and  un- 
fermented  port),  Mr.  Ekins  states  that  he  found  them  to 
be  preserved  with  salicylic  acid  in  varying  amounts.  The 
presence  of  some  preservative  is  an  absolute  necessity  in 
non-alcoholic  wines,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  De- 
partmental Committee  on  Food-preservatives  have  not  yet 
become  law.  He  (Mr.  Ekins)  did  not  consider  the  amounts 
of  salicylic  acid  he  found  (varying  from  1.5  to  5.4  grains  per 
pint)  likely  to  cause  injury  to  health.  He  therefore  did 
not  advise  the  institution  of  proceedings  against  the  vendors, 
although  he  thought  less  of  the  preservative  ought  to  be 
used. 

S.V.M.  Dr'nlring. 
The  drinking  of  methylated  spirit  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  arid 
particularly  in  Douglas  and  Ramsey,  has  spread  so  of  late 
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that  the  Manx  Legislature  is  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
passing  a  Bill  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the  liquid.  Several 
deaths  have  recently  been  put  down  to  methylated-spirit 
drinking,  and  the  police  report  that  they  have  had  to  arrest 
many  drunkards  whose  condition  is  due  to  drinking  methy- 
lated spirit. 

Took  a  Tonic. 

A  man  named  Sullivan  was  charged  at  the  Mansion 
House,  on  February  3,  with  breaking  a  pane  of  glass  at 
the  shop  of  Messrs.  Knowles  &  Phillips,  chemists  and 
druggists,  47  Minories,  E.C.  A  constable,  who  heard  the 
smashing  of  glass,  found  prisoner  in  front  of  the  shop  with 
two  bottles  of  quinine  tonic  in  his  hand.  On  searching 
the  man  two  more  bottles  of  tonic  were  found  in  his 
pockets.  The  Lord  Mayor  sentenced  the  prisoner  to  three 
months'  hard  labour. 

Chemist's  Libel  Action. 

At  the  Manchester  Assizes  last  week,  Mr.  Richard  Weiss, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  the  Electro-medical  Institute, 
Victoria  Park,  Manchester,  sued  Hartmann,  Hohmann  & 
Co.,  druggists'  sundries  merchants,  Seething  Lane,  London, 
and  formerly  also  of  Strangeways,  Manchester,  for  1,000/., 
damages  in  respect  to  an  alleged  libel.  Mr.  Shee,  K.C. 
for  the  plaintiff,  stated  that  the  defendants  had  written 
a  defamatory  letter  to  a  foreign  gentleman  named  Wilhelm 
Kathe  for  whom  they  had  acted  as  agents.  In  this  they 
attributed  unpleasantness  to  the  plaintiff,  and  referred 
Mr.  Kathe  to  the  firm  Buchner,  Schacht  &  Co.,  London 
(of  which  plaintiff  was  once  a  partner)  for  any  particulars. 
The  defence  was  that  the  publication  of  the  letter  was 
justified.  The  plaintiff  had  admitted  having  animadverted 
on  the  defendants'  business  methods.  The  jury  found  for 
the  plaintiff,  fixing  damages  at  50/. 

The  Shipping  of  Carbide. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Thames  Conservancy  on 
February  6,  a  letter  was  submitted  from  Messrs.  Anderson, 
Anderson  &  Co.,  5  Fenchurch  Avenue,  E.C,  stating  that  a 
large  quantity  of  carbide  of  calcium  manufactured  in  Nor- 
way was  exported  to  Australia  via  Hamburg,  and  that  the 
trade  could  be  secured  for  London  if  the  Conservators  would 
allow  carbide  to  be  shipped  on  vessels  carrying  explosives. 
The  Chief  Inspector  of  Explosives  said  the  additional  risk 
would  be  infinitesimal.  It  was  accordingly  agreed  that  no 
objection  be  raised  to  the  conveyance  of  carbide  of  calcium 
in  the  same  ships  as  explosives. 

Chemists'  Licences. 

An  off  wine-licence  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  John  Arthur 
Young,  chemist,  6  and  7  Dock  Street,  Newport-npon-Usk. 

At  Rotherham  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  2,  an  appli- 
cation for  an  off  wine-licence  by  Coverdale,  Ltd.,  of  129  Fer- 
ham  Road,  was  withdrawn. 

At  Hull  on  February  6,  a  medicated-wine  licence  was 
granted  to  Mr.  Harold  Miller,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
16  Anlaby  Road,  it  being  stipulated  that  ordinary  wines 
should  not  be  sold. 

At  Oldham  Licensing  Sessions  on  February  2,  applications 
for  off  wine-licences  by  Mr.  Robert  Morgan  Crosdale, 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  by  Mr.  James  Brelsford,  chemist 
and  druggist,  were  refused. 

A  Jewish  licence-holder  at  Sheffield  applied  for  a  licence 
to  sell  a  drink  manufactured  in  Mayence  and  called 
"  Chianochianthropopion."  It  was  described  as  "  a  kind  of 
whisky."    The  application  was  refused. 

An  off  wine-licence  was  granted  by  the  Rotherham  Magis- 
trates, on  February  6,  to  Mr.  Thomas  Tildesley,  herbalist, 
Broad  Street,  Park  Gate,  on  the  understanding  that  "  medi- 
cated wines  for  medicinal  purposes  only"  are  sold. 

At  Houghton-le-Spring  Licensing  Sessions  on  February  3, 
an  off  wine-licence  was  granted  to  the  Chester-le-Street  Co- 
operative Society  for  the  new  stores  at  Fence  Houses,  on 
the  understanding  that  only  medicated  wines  were  sold. 

At  Crewe  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  7,  Mrs.  Florence 
Booth,  wife  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Edwin  Booth,  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  Chester  Bridge,  Crewe,  was  granted  the 
transfer  of  the  off  wine-licence  held  by  her  late  husband. 

At  Hastings  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  7,  a  licence 
was  granted  to  Mr.  Henry  C.  Edwards,  of  39  Priory 
Avenue,  on  the  condition  that  only  wine  which  had  some- 
thing added  to  it  would  be  sold,  and  not  wine  which  was 


the  product  of  soil  which  had  had  some  chemical  put 
into  it. 

At  the  Brighton  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  7,  there 
were  two  applications  by  chemists  for  the  licence  to  sell 
medicated  wines.  Mr.  Lemmon  applied  in  respect  of 
13  Gardner  Street,  and  the  second  application  was  by  Mr. 
H.  A.  Costerton,  of  140a  Western  Road  (Headlands,  Ltd.). 
Both  applications  were  refused. 

At  the  annual  Brewster  Sessions  held  at  Preston  on 
February  8,  the  report  submitted  to  the  Licensing  Com- 
mittee by  the  Chief  Constable  (Major  Little)  drew  the 
serious  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  granting  to 
chemists  of  wine-licences.  These  are,  he  said,  "  for  the 
legitimate  carrying-on  of  the  business  of  a  chemist,  and 
not  for  the  advertisement  and  sale  of  wine  in  large 
quantities."  The  Chairman  of  the  Licensing  Committee 
(Mr.  W.  P.  Park)  observed  that  wine-licences  were  granted 
to  chemists  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  they  were 
purely  for  medicinal  purposes,  but  one  could  not  over- 
look the  fact  that  the  licence  was  often  used  for  the  dis- 
posal of  wine  for  refreshment.  That  was  not  the  intention, 
of  the  Act,  and  certainly  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the 
Magistrates  when  granting  licences  that  they  should  be 
so  abused.  Later  in  the  sitting  the  Chairman  announced 
that  a  committee  had  been  appointed  to  look  into  th& 
various  cases  brought  to  their  notice.  Under  these  circum- 
stances all  the  applications  would  stand  adjourned  for  a 
month,  by  which  time  they  hoped  to  have  made  up  their 
minds  as  to  the  best  course  to  pursue. 

Private  Meeting. 
A  private  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Mr.  Charles  Wesley 
Dixon,  chemist  and  druggist  (trading  as  Dixon  &  Co.), 
Exchange  Walk,  Nottingham,  was  held  at  Nottingham  on 
February  3.  It  was  resolved  that  a  deed  of  assignment 
should  be  executed  to  Mr.  A.  G.  Mellors  (of  Mellors, 
Basden  &  Mellors),  C.A.,  Nottingham,  as  trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  creditors.  The  following  creditors  are 
interested:  W.  Varlow,  Bardney  (183Z.

He  was  taken  to  the  West  Brom- 
wich  Hospital,  and,  as  the  case  was  very  grave,  removed 
thence  to  the  Eye  Hospital,  Birmingham,  where  he  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  best  possible  treatment  and  carefulness,  ft 
is  feared  that  he  will  be  totally  blind,  one  eye  having  to  be 
removed  entirely.

Liquorice  Powder  "  before  the  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
.'Society,  as  announced.  It  has  therefore  been  arranged  for 
Mr.  C.  S.  Richards  to  give  his  experiences  as  a  dispenser 
during  the  Boer  War,  Mr.  Evans  taking  Mr.  Richards's 
original  date  in  the  syllabus.  Mr.  Richards  went  out  to 
South  Africa  in  1900,  and  spent  nineteen  months  there,  and 
Ibis  paper  is  being  looked  forward  to  with  considerable 
interest. 

Local  pharmacists  have  rather  looked  forward  to  the  issue 
of  the  catalogue  of  Messrs.  John  Walsh,  Ltd.,  drapers,  etc., 
concerning  their  "  winter  stocktaking  sale,  to  clear  away  all 
season,  soiled,  and  surplus  goods — every  article  reduced," 
which  has  now  arrived,  because  the  drug-department  has  for 
a  year  or  so  figured  rather  prominently.  This  year  the 
department  is  not  quite  so  urgently  pushed  as  last  year. 
Bargains  in  sponges,  loofahs,  and  toilet-requisites  are  men- 
tioned, while  the  list  of  "pharmaceutical  preparations, 
drugs,  and  patent  medicines"  includes  "  Supreme  "  malt  and 
<?od-liver  oil,  2s.  bottles  reduced  to  10^d. ;  genuine  seidlitz 
powders  (guaranteed  B.P.),  Is.  boxes  reduced  to  5^d.; 
Ashton  &  Parsons'  homoeopathic  tinctures  and  pilules,  Is. 
size  reduced  to  3tf.  !  The  proprietary  medicines  sold  at  cut 
.rates  are  nou-protected  articles. 

Industrial  Alcohol  Inquiry. 

A  meeting  of  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee  was  held 
in  the  Board-room,  Somerset  House,  on  February  8.  The 
•members  present  were  Sir  H.  W.  Primrose,  K.C.B.,  C.S.I. 
-(Chairman),  Sir  W.  H.  Holland,  M.P.,  Sir  William  Crookes, 
Dr.  T.  E.  Thorpe,  C.B.,  Dr.  W.  Somerville,  Mr.  L.  D. 
Nicholson,  and  Mr.  T.  Tyrer.  The  witnesses  examined  were 
Mr.  Edmund  White,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Alfred  White  & 
Sons,  ether,  etc.,  manufacturers,  who  dealt  specially  with 
the  manufacture  of  ether,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Cash,  late  manager 
of  the  artificial-silk  works  at  Wolston,  near  Coventry. 

Drugs  for  Guardians. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Edmonton  Board  of  Guardians  on 
February  8  a  motion  was  brought  forward  that  advertise- 
ments should  be  issued  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  druggists' 
sundries,  the  proposer  saying  that  the  Board  spent  8/.  or 
91.  a  week  in  that  direction.  It  was  explained  by  the 
chairman  that  the  Board  had  a  schedule  of  prices  from  a 
local  chemist,  who  had  reduced  them  to  the  lowest  point. 
It  was  essential  that  the  doctor  should  get  all  drugs  as  they 
were  required,  and  it  was  considered  desirable  that  he  should 
have  a  free  hand  in  the  matter.  The  Vice-Chairman  urged 
that  there  would  be  extravagance  if  a  contract  were  entered 
into.  The  Rev.  A.  Jarvis  expressed  his  astonishment  that 
the  Board  did  not  deal  direct  with  a  wholesale  house. 
Another  member  thought  that  schedules  of  prices  should  be 
obtained  from  various  local  firms.  He  did  not  care  about 
getting  them  from  wholesale  houses.  The  motion  was 
carried.  • 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Eleven  poisoning  fatalities  have  occurred  during  the  week, 
all  but  one  apparently  being  suicides  The  solitary  case  of 
misadventure  took  place  at  Harrogate,  where  Dr.  John 
Marriott,  of  Bradford,  took  an  overdose  of  morphine  by 
hypodermic  injection,  with  the  object,  apparently,  of  in- 
ducing sleep.  Four  deaths  were  due  to  laudanum.  At 
Brighton  an  overdose  was  taken  by  an  old  lady,  named 
Beauchamp,  who  suffered  from  chronic  asthma.  Thomas 
Bradford,  a  Hull  joiner,  poisoned  himself  with  the  same 
narcotic.  Bradford  had  visited  three  chemists'  shops, 
buying  1  oz.  of  laudanum  at  one  shop,  £  oz.  at  another,  but 
at  the  third  the  chemist,  being  somewhat  suspicious,  only 
supplied  him  with  2  dr.,  filling  the  bottle  up  with  water. — A 
Worcester  draper,  named  Lothian  Treble  Thome,  poisoned 
himself  with  laudanum  obtained  from  Mr.  W.  T.  Horniblow. 
chemist,  Worcester,  on  the  pretext  that  it  was  for  mixing 
with  poultices  for  sciatica. — Elizabeth  Whittaker,  ;.of 
Accrington,  was  the  fourth  laudanum- victim. — Mrs.  Fearne. 
of  New  Shildon,  took  a  fatal  dose  of  mouse-poison; — 
Oxalic  acid  was  taken  by  a  brassfinisher  at  High  Meads. 
Stratford,  and  by  William  J.  Streek,  a  plumber,  of  Streat- 
ham  Village. — Carbolic  acid  killed  William  Hamilton  James, 
a  despondent  Liverpool  cabdriver,  and  a  woman  at  Lambeth. 
At  the  inquest  on  the  latter  the  Coroner  commented  upon 
the  facilities  with  which  such  "  unscheduled  "  poisons  could 
be  bought  at  unlicensed  shops. — John  Percival  Sawyer,  of 
West  Kensington,  was  found  dying  in  a  railway  carriage  at 
Vauxhall.    He  had  taken  spirit  of  salt.

He  also  used  to  take  a  mineral  water  (Hun- 
yadi  Janos)  ;  and  the  housekeeper  said  the  valet  used  to  fill 
up  the  empty  bottle  with  Epsom  salts  and  water,  and  enter 
■it  in  the  book  as  Hunyadi. 

Death  in  a  Drug-store. 

On  February  3,  the  employes  in  Inman's  Drug-stores, 
48  Shandwick  Place,  Edinburgh,  were  thrown  into  a  state 
of  consternation  and  excitement  by  the  sudden  death,  on  the 
;premises,  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Fidler,  the  principal  dispenser. 
'Mr.  Fidler  was  found  lying  on  the  lavatory  floor  with  a 
iphial  of  prussic  acid  and  a  measure  near  him,  and  he  was 
dead  before  medical  aid  could  be  obtained.  OnTy  a  few 
minutes  before  he  had  been  conversing  with  some  of  his 
colleagues,  and  appeared  in  his  usual  health  and  spirits. 
It  is  believed  that  financial  difficulties,  the  result  of  betting, 
"led  him  to  put  an  end  to  himself.

!he  was  formerly  a  member  of  the  Airdrie  School  Board,  and 
lie  is  Hon.  Major  of  the  local  Rifle  Volunteers  with  the 
Volunteer  Officers'  Decoration. 

Mr.  Samuel  Lawrence,  chemist  and  druggist  (represent- 
ing the  Oban  Chamber  of  Commerce),  and  Mr.  Alexander 
Robertson,  chemist  and  druggist  (representing  the  Oban

Jfrencb  "Mews. 

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

A  Present  of  Radium. — When  Professor  Curie  was 
working  on  the  interesting  experiments  which  led  to  the 
discovery  of  radium,  he  was  presented  by  the  Austrian 
Government  with  a  considerable  supply  of  pitchblende,  and 
it  was  from  this  material  that  radium  was  finally  isolated. 
As  a  token  of  his  appreciation  and  gratitude  the  professor 
has  sent,  in  his  own  name,  as  well  as  in  that  of  Mme.  Curie, 
a  tube  of  radium  to  the  Vienna  Institution,  to  be  used  for 
the  treatment  of  lupus. 

"Le  Palais  de  la  Femme"  is  the  attractive  title  of  the 
latest  exhibition  opened  in  the  Grand  Palais  des  Champs- 
Elysees,  Paris.  As  its  name  indicates,  it  appeals  to  the 
fairer  half  of  humanity.  Needless  to  say  the  French  per- 
fumers are  well  to  the  fore,  and  they  make  a  good  display 
of  attractive  articles.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  "  new  art  " 
style  of  putting  up  perfumery,  which  has  had  somewhat  of  a 
successful  vogue  in  Paris  during  the  past  few  years,  seems 
to  be  giving  way  to  a  severely  plain  style. 

The  Influenza  Epidemic. — The  serious  epidemic  of  in- 
fluenza that  has  prevailed  in  Paris  for  two  months  past 
shows  a  slight  diminution,  though  both  physicians  and 
pharmacists  seem  as  busy  as  ever.  The  returns  of  the  muni- 
cipal Statistical  Bureau  show  that  deaths  from  affections  of 
the  respiratory  organs  amounted  to  294  for  the  fourth  week 
of  the  year,  against  303  on  the  previous  week,  and  compared 
with  the  average  of  198.  The  latest  victim  of  influenza  is 
M.  Berthelot,  the  distinguished  and  veteran  chemist,  but  a 
recent  bulletin  regarding  him  speaks  of  a  mild  attack  only. 

The  Trainer  and  Pharmacist. — The  celebrated  English 
trainer,  Tom  Carter,  of  Chantilly,  died  tragically  a  few  days 
ago,  and  his  body  was  found  in  the  river  Seine.  He  was  a 
fair  dealing,  highly  respectable  man,  and  a  typical  anecdote 
regarding  him  may  be  recalled.  A  good  many  years  ago  a 
pharmacist  at  Chantilly  had  rendered  the  trainer  a  service, 
and  the  latter  had  just  then  bought  a  young  race-horse,  the 
afterwards  famous  "  Pleasantry,"  for  which  he  had  only 
paid  1,500  francs  (60/.)  In  a  moment  of  generous  good- 
humour  Carter  told  the  pharmacist  he  would  give  him  a  half 
share  in  the  animal,  which  he  did,  and  to  the  surprise  of 
both  the  animal  proved  to  have  a  wonderful  turn  of  speed, 
and  the  two  partners  in  the  horse  won  heavy  stakes.  This 
excellent  trait  on  the  part  of  Carter  was  somewhat  marred 
by  the  fact  that  the  pharmacist  died  not  long;  afterwards, 
and  his  widow  proved  to  be  both  mischievous  and  exacting, 

Popular  Science  Lectures. — The  Conservatoire  des  Arts 
et  Metiers  at  Paris  has  a  well-deserved  reputation  for 
popular  .lectures  on  sciences.  M.  Jungfleisch,  one  of  the 
Professors  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  lectures  there 
regularly  on  "Applied  Chemistry"  on  certain  weekday 
evenings.  But  a  greater  attraction  to  the  large  class  who 
have  but  one  free  day  a  week  are  the  Sunday  afternoon 
lectures,  illustrated  by  magic-lantern  or  cinematograph. 
Though  held  in  the  large  amphitheatre,  it  is  often  impossible 
for  late  comers  to  obtain  a  seat.  Up  to  the  present  this 
session  metallurgical  subjects  have  chiefly  been  treated,  but 
a  lecture  is  announced  on  the  "  X-Rays,"  by  Professor 
Villard,  Doctor  of  Sciences,  on  March  19,  and  on  April  2 
Professor  d'Arsonval,  of  the  French  Institute,  will  dis- 
course on  "  Radiations  and  Vibrations."  The  large  attend- 
ance at  the  lectures  is  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that  they 
are  absolutely  free.  -  •  

Artificial-musk  Patent. — The  dispute  which  has  been 
before  the  New  York  Courts  for  the  past  five  years  in- 
volving the  infringement  of  a  patent  for  the  manufacture 
of  artificial  musk,  in  which  the  plaintiffs  were  the  Societe 
Fabriques  de  Produits  Chimiques  de  Thann  et  de  Mul- 
house,  and  the  defendants  George  Lueders  &  Co..  of  New 
York,  has  been  finally  determined  in  favour  of  the  latter. 
On  November  20  Judge  Wheeler,  of  the  United  States 
District  Court,  dismissed  the  claims  for  damages  against 
Lueders.  The  plaintiffs  asked  for  a  rehearing,  which  would 
have  again  opened  the  case,  but  they  were  overruled,  and 
the  judgment  was  sustained  on  January  20.  The  suit  in- 
volved the  taking  of  special  testimony  in  Germany,  in 
England,  and  in  Chicago.  Meanwhile  the  value  of  the 
product  has  declined  from  $2,000  to  $5  per  lb.

_Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act  Prosecutions. — At  the 
First  Criminal  Court,  Cape  Town,  on  January  13,  Lauritz 


Emanuel  Jansen  was  charged,  before  Mr.  C.  W.  Broers, 
A.R.M.,  with  contravening  Section  35  of  the  1901  Act  by- 
practising  as  a  chemist  without  a  licence.  The  evidence- 
taken  at  the  preparatory  examination  having  been  read  over, 
Mr.  A.  F.  Du  Toit  addressed  the  Court  on  behalf  of  defen- 
dant, arguing  that  he  had  not  infringed  the  section,  but  had 
simply  acted  as  a  duly  qualified  assistant.  Further,  that, 
although  the  Act  requires  that  such  assistant  should  be 
under  the  actual  personal  supervision  and  control  of  his 
employer,  this  does  not  imply  that  the  employer  should 
always  be  at  the  side  of  his  assistant  to  see  that  he  dispense!) 
prescriptions  correctly.  Mr.  Du  Toit  also  called  attention 
to  Section  50,  pointing  out  that  bond- fide  paid  assistants  of 
chemists,  or  indentured  apprentices,  are  allowed  to  dispense 
prescriptions,  provided  they  comply  with  certain  conditions. 
His  client  had  done  so  in  every  particular.  In  spite  of  this, 
argument,  Mr.  Jansen  was  found  guilty  and  fined  21.  An 
appeal  was  lodged. — Abdullah  Abdurahman,  M.B.,  for  is 
similar  offence,  was  also  fined  21. — The  Pharmaceutical! 
Society  of  Cape  Colony  has  convened  a  special  meeting, 
writes  our  Cape  correspondent,  to  discuss  what  action  the 
Society  should  take  in  connection  with  this  matter.     .  .

Natal. 

Natal  Pharmacy  Board. — The  usual  quarterly  meeting, 
of  the  members  took  place  in  Pietermaritzburg  on  Janu- 
ary 12. 

Early  Closing. — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Durban  Town 
Council,  it  was  decided  to  inform  the  Government  that  after 
numerous  discussions  anent  the  proposed  by-laws  dealing 
with  early  closing  of  shops,  the  Council  had  no  intention 
of  taking  any  steps  in  the  matter  at  present. 

Fire. — The  premises  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Read,  Beach  Phar- 
macy, Durban,  had  a  narrow  escape  from  fire  last  month. 
A  store  next  door  was  gutted,  but  owing  to  the  prompt 
action  of  the  fire-brigade  the  damage  was  confined  to  the  one 
place.    Mr.  Read's  shop  suffered  slightly  from  water. 

Our  Japanese  Allies  are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  the 
present  time  is  a  suitable  one  for  pushing  business.  Messrs. 
D.  Messulam  &  A.  Haim,  of  Yokohama,  are  well  to  the  front 
in  the  drug-business  and  are  circularising  South  Africa. 
Among  other  goods  in  their  list  of  what  they  term  "prin- 
cipal natural  products,"  they  mention  sulphate  of  copper,, 
manganese,  pea-nuts,  peppermint,  "  Hechima,"  camphor,, 
isinglass.  "  Funori,"  and  cinnamon. 

Transvaal. 

Messrs.  Champion  Bros.  &  Co.,  chemists,  Boksburg, 
have  opened  a  branch  at  Vogelsfontein,  Transvaal. 

Plague. — An  Indian  coolie  lad,  aged  fourteen,  has  died 
at  Johannesburg.  The  cause  of  death  is  reported  as  plague, 
and  the  Government  Bacteriologist  admits  that  the  case  is- 
suspicious. 

Drugging  with  Chloral. — At  Johannesburg,  on  Janu- 
ary 15,  two  young  men  (Campbell  and  Bootham)  were 
charged  with  drugging  and  robbing  two  black  boys,  to  whom 
they  had  given  a  liquor  containing  62^  grains  of  chloral 
hydrate  per  oz. 

Manicure  Licences. — A  Bill  is  under  discussion  in. 
U.S.A.  for  the  examination  and  registration  of  persons  who. 
practise  manicure,  pedicure,  and  massage,  licences  to  be 
issued  annually.  Barbers  already  have  to  pass  an  examina- 
tion and  pay  a  licence  of  11.,  and  it  is  desired  to  extend  the 
system  to  manicurists  and  masseurs.  The  registration  of 
barbers  has  resulted  in  benefit  to  the  public  in  that  the 
sanitary  precautions  are  now  quite  general.  The  barbers 
invariably  exhibit  their  diplomas. 
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Russian  Lady  Pharmacists. — Seventeen  students  (ten 
Russians,  two  Germans,  three  Poles,  and  two  Americans), 
says  the  "  Sviet,"  have  completed  their  course  of  studies  at 
the  St.  Petersburg  Ladies'  Pharmaceutical  School.  This 
course  qualifies  for  dispenser.  But  as  pharmacists'  assis- 
tants they  have  still  to  pass  an  examination  which  will  be 
open  to  them  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Imperial  Medical 
Academy. 

The  Japanese  Budget. — The  Tokio  correspondent  of  the 
"Times,"  in  giving  particulars  of  the  Japanese  Budget 
for  1905-6,  includes  the  drug-tax,  which  is  expected  to 
yield  215,487  yen  during  1905-6,  compared  with  116,976 
yen  in  1904-5.  The  salt  monopoly  is  expected  to  yield 
16,239,667  yen,  the  sake  and  soy  taxes  68,249,548  yen, 
and  the  income  from  the  camphor  monopoly  1,050,916. 
yen.  Particulars  regarding  the  drug-tax  were  given  in  our 
issue  of  December  31,  1904,  p.  1061. 

Spanish  Spirit  Trust. — In  reference  to  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Spanish  spirit  trust  (see  G.  &  D.,  December  10, 
1904,  p.  966),  we  now  learn  from  a  Madrid  consular  report' 
that  the  trust  was  constituted  on  December  6,  1904,  under 
.the  name  of  "La  Union  Alcoholera,"  with  offices  at' 
Madrid.  It  includes  a  number  of  leading  alcohol-manufac- 
turers, the  Spanish  sugar  trust,  and  a  group  of  bankers. 
Spanish  spirit-of-wine  producers  are  expected  to  join  the 
trust  shortly.  Members  are  forbidden  to  establish  new 
alcohol-works  or  to  buy  or  sell  alcohol  independent  of  the 
combination.  The  sugar  trust  is  further  bound  by  con- 
tract to  supply  the  syndicate  with  molasses  which  it  does 
not  require  for  manufacturing-purposes.  The  capital  of 
the  trust  amounts  to  sixteen  million  pesetas. 

Trade-marks  in  Brazil. — The  Rio  "Official  Gazette" 
publishes  the  text  of  the  law  for  the  protection  of  trade- 
marks and  the  suppression  of  imitations.  It  curtails  the 
length  of  legal  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  trade-marks, 
and  reimposes  the  penalty  of  imprisonment  upon  persons 
found  guilty  of  imitations.  A  writer  in  the  "Times'' 
states  that  where  formerly  merchants  were  quite  helpless 
against  Brazilian  counterfeiters,  the  new  law  enables  them 
;  (effectively  to  prosecute  for  the  imitation  of  their  trade- 
marks. This  can  be  done  even  more  easily  if  they  become 
members  cf  the  Sociedade  Uniao  Industrial  contra  a  Con- 
trefacyao,  whose  chief  purpose  is  to  discover  falsifiers  of: 
products  and  marks,  and  prosecute  them.  In  this  way  the 
Apollinaris  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  recently  been  enabled  to  re- 
establish their  trade-mark  rights  most  effectively.  As  one 
of  the  earliest  supporters  of  the  Society,  the  widespread 
abuse  of  their  well-known  trade-mark  has  been  radically 
■checked,  and  extensive  seizures  of  falsified  Apollinaris 
water  have  been  made  in  a  number  of  restaurants,  shops, 
etc.,  in  Bio  de  Janeiro. 

The  Officer  and  the  Telephone. — An  incident  illustrat- 
ing the  state  of  affairs  in  Russia  occurred  on  February  3,  in 
the  Gekuschkin  Pharmacy  in  Sadov  Street,  St.  Petersburg. 
An  artillery  officer  entered  the  shop  (according  to  the 
"  Novoe  Vremya")  in  order  to  use  the  telephone.  After 
ringing  for  some  minutes  without  result,  the  officer  at  last 
lieard  a  call  for  the  owner  of  the  shop.  This  vexed  him, 
and  he  expressed  his  dissatisfaction  on  the  spot.  Mr. 
Gekuschkin  said  very  little,  and  on  finishing  his  conversa- 
tion he  handed  the  instrument  to  his  subordinate  in  case 
anyone  wanted  to  telephone.  The  apparatus  once  more 
free,  the  officer  re-commenced  his  conversation,  several 
times  declining  to  connect  with  the  Gekuschkin  establish- 
anent.  The  employe  waited  patiently  the  end  of  the  con- 
versation, and  at  last  respectfully  observed  that  it  was  not 
•convenient  to  monopolise  the  telephone,  as  there  might  be 
•orders  for  the  house  which  could  not  be  executed.  Hot 
words  ensued ;  finally  the  officer  struck  the  assistant  in  the 
•  face,  and  the  employe  fled.  The  officer  drew  his  sword, 
and  struck  the  assistant's  brother  (in  the  shop  by  chance), 
who  took  his  part.  The  brother  had  three  fingers  cut  off, 
and  his  clothes  and  the  floor  of  the  shop  were  coloured  with 
Wood.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  and  as  for  the  brave 
artilleryman — an  inquiry  is  opened.

(News  from  our  own  Correspondents.) 


Mr.  A.  Mackie,  representing  Messrs.  Dakin  Bros,  and 
Messrs.  W.  Butcher  &  Sons,  was  visiting  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments when  our  correspondent  wrote  on  January  10. 

The  First  Prosecutions  under  the  provisions  of  the  new 
poison-licence  took  place  in  Bombay  last  month,  when 
Messrs.  Hwijee,  Mooljee  &  Co.  and  Messrs.  Chaganlah 
Jethabhoy  &  Co.  were  fined  for  selling  tincture  of  nux 
vomica. 

"A  Queer  Settlement." — The  "Straits  Echo,"  a 
Penang  daily,  printed  in  extenso  the  article  under  this 
heading  which  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
December  10. 

Straits  Sugar. — Several  local  growers,  on  account  of  the 
high  prices  ruling  at  home,  are  preparing  to  send  their 
supplies  to  England,  instead  of  disposing  of  them  in  the 
Far  East,  as  heretofore. 

Chemical  Examiner's  Department. — The  Government  of 
India  has  issued  a  notice  that  in  selecting  officers  of  the 
Indian  Medical  Service  for  appointments  connected  with  the 
Chemicai  Examiner's  Department,  preference  will  be  given 
to  holders  of  diplomas  of  an  Institute  of  Chemistry  or  other 
equivalent  qualification. 

Revenue  from  Opium. — The  revenue  derived  by  Govern- 
ment from  the  sale  of  Bengal  opium  and  pass-duty  on 
opium  exported  from  Bombay  from  April  1,  1904,  to 
January  1905,  amounts  to  Rs.  7,27,28,720,  which  exceeds 
the  sum  estimated  by  Rs.  1.36,28,720. 

Advertising  Booklet. — Messrs.  Madon,  Sons  &  Co., 
16  and  18  Abdool  Rheman  Street,  Bombay,  issue  a  neat 
48-page  booklet  to  advertise  their  business.  Prices  of  house- 
hold remedies  are  given  in  rupees  and  annas,  and  full 
descriptions  of  the  uses  of  the  various  Madon  specialities  are 
appended. 

Agricultural  Show. — Arrangements  are  already  being 
made  for  holding  the  semi-annual  agricultural  show  for  the 
Straits  Settlements  and  the  Federated  Malay  States  at 
Penang  in  August.  The  show  will  include  exhibits  of  the 
various  natural  and  cultivated  economic  products,  minerals, 
etc.,  and.  should  be  very  interesting  from  the  chemist's 
point  of  view. 

Dr.  Moore's  Discovery  in  connection  with  the  purifica- 
tion of  water  by  means  of  sulphate  of  copper  is  arousing  a 
considerable  amount  of  interest  throughout  India,  and  is  to 
be  put  to  a  practical  test  in  Madras,  where  the  Corporation 
are  now  making  experiments  on  stagnant  temple  and  other 
tanks.  The  Sanitary  Commissioner  has  also  instructed  the 
superintendent  of  the  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine  to 
conduct  a  series  of  experiments  on  the  bacilli  of  plague, 
typhoid,  and  other  diseases. 

The  Straits  Food  and  Drugs  Ordinance. — After  con- 
sulting with  the  Singapore  Municipal  Commissioners,  the 
Government  arrived  at  the  opinion  that  the  introduction  of 
this  promised  measure  is  not  advisable  at  present.  There  is 
little  doubt  as  to  the  need  of  such  an  Ordinance,  but  the 
difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  getting  it  into  shape  are 
tremendous.  There  is  a  fair  amount  of  adulteration  in  the 
Straits  Settlements  by  native  dealers  in  such  things  as  caju- 
put  oil. 

The  Indian  Government  has  recently  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  small  experimental  farm  in  South  Arcot  tem- 
porarily for  two  years,  the  object  of  which  is  to  carry  on 
experiments  in  the  cultivation  of  ground-nut,  sugar-cane, 
and  indigo.  South  Arcot  is  the  home  of  the  ground-nut 
industry,  and  an  important  proposal  made  by  Mr.  Barber, 
the  Government  Botanist,  in  this  connection  is  to  under- 
take the  study  of  ground-nuts  and  their  diseases.  Mr. 
Barber  also  proposes  that  as  South  Arcot  is  peculiarly 
suited  for  the  growth  of  indigo,  and  as  the  cultivation  of 
the  crop,  which  is  of  great  manurial  value,  has  been 
gradually  falling  off  in  the  district,  an  attempt  should  be 
made  to  ascertain  whether  by  increased  care  in  cultivation 
and  by  the  importation  of  new  varieties  a  better  yield  may 
not  be  obtained  and  a  better  product  secured. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

Carbolic  Tooth-powder. 
The  case  of  Thomas  Christy  &  Co.  v.  Shirley  Bros.,  Ltd., 
again  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Farwell,  in  the  Chancery 
Division,  on  Friday,  February  3.  Mr.  Jenkins,  K.C.,  for 
the  plaintiffs,  said  he  understood  Mr.  Upjohn,  K.C.,  had 
been  instructed  for  the  defendant  and  that  a  good  deal  of 
evidence  had  been  filed.  The  evidence  would  be  completed 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  they  would  endeavour  to  make  the 
motion  effective  next  Friday.  His  Lordship  ordered  the 
motion  to  stand  over  for  a  week. 

Trade-marks  in  County  Courts. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  February  6,  Lords  Justices 
Vaughan  Williams,  Romer,  and  Stirling  gave  judgment  in 
the  case  of  Bow  v.  Hart,  as  to  the  question  whether  a 
County  Court  has  power  to  entertain  an  action  for  infringe- 
ment of  a  trade-mark.  The  Judge  in  the  Rochester  County 
Court  held  that  he  had  not,  but  the  Divisional  Court  held 
the  contrary,  and  this  decision  the  present  Court  now 
reversed.  In  the  course  of  his  judgment  Lord  Justice 
Vaughan  Williams  made  the  following  important  statement 
re  trade-mark  rights  : 

I  think  that  the  registration  of  a  trade-mark  does  not  give 
to  the  owner  of  the  trade-mark  a  privilege  granted  by  the 
Crown  in  right  of  its  prerogative.  Registration  of  a  trade- 
mark under  the  Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade-marks  Act, 
1883,  only  affects  the  rights  of  proprietors  of  trade-marks  in 
legal  proceedings  for  infringement,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  actions  for  infringement  can  be  brought,  and 
the  effect  of  proof  of  registration  in  support  of  the  plaintiff's 
case.  There  is  nothing,  it  will  be  observed,  in  Sections 
75,  76,  and  77  in  the  part  of  that  Act  dealing  with  the  effect 
of  registration  to  suggest  a  grant  of  a  privilege-  in  deroga- 
tion of  the  common-law  rights  of  other  subjects  of  the 
Crown.  The  Act  assumes  that  in  a  sense  there  may  be 
property  in  a  trade-mark  and  provides  for  the  protection  of 
that  property  by  a  statutory  system  of  registration,  and 
regulates  the  proceedings  to  obtain  registration  or  to  object 
thereto,  and  the  correction  of  the  register,  and  regulates 
legal  procedure.  But  this  is  all  that  this  Act  or  the  amend- 
ing Act  of  1888  seems  to  me  to  do  in  respect  of  trade-marks. 
But,  even  though  the  registration  of  a  trade-mark  under 
these  statutes  does  not  operate  as  the  grant  of  a  franchise, 
and  therefore  does  not  make  an  action  for  infringement  of 
a  trade-mark  fall  within  the  exception  in  Section  56  of  the 
County  Courts  Act,  1888,  as  being  an  action  in  which  the 
title  to  a  franchise  is  in  question,  yet  it  may  be  that  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  County  Court  is  excluded  by  the  express 
terms  of  the  Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade-marks  Acts. 


Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). 

Unqualified  Assistant. 
At  Belfast  on  February  6,  James  Guthrie,  registered 
druggist,  and  John  Guthrie,  his  assistant,  were  summoned 
for  a  breach  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875.  Mr. 
Joseph  Donnelly,  who  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  informed  the  Court  that  under  Section  17 
a  registered  druggist  not  personally  managing  his  business 
must  employ  an  assistant  qualified  as  required  under  the 
Act.  Mr.  James  Guthrie  had  a  shop  at  271  York  Street, 
Belfast,  for  the  selling  of  poisons,  which  he,  a  properly 
qualified  person,  managed  himself.  At  a  branch  shop 
in  North  Queen  Street,  however,  there  was  no  qualified 
person  in  charge,  his  brother,  John  Guthrie,  not  being 
qualified.  The  Society  looked  on  the  offence  as  a  serious 
one,  as  it  appeared  to  have  been  going  on  for  a  considerable 
time.  Mr.  G.  J.  Lewis,  for  the  defence,  said  that  an  ex- 
police-sergeant  bought  a  small  quantity  of  laudanum  to  alle- 
viate an  imaginary  toothache  for  the  purposes  of  the  prose- 
cution. That  could  not  be  looked  on  as  a  serious  case.  The 
shop  is  a  small  one,  in  which  most  of  the  business  is 
transacted  in  the  morning  or  evening,  when  there  is  a 
duly  qualified  person  in  attendance.  Mr.  Donnelly  said 
that  he  would  withdraw  the  summons  against  John  Guthrie 
if  James  admitted  the  offence.  This  was  agreed  to,  and  the 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  inflicted  a  fine  of  21.  and  costs 
(1/.  15x.).  Mr.  Lewis  said  that  practically  amounted  to  a 
line  of  4Z.  for  selling  a  pennyworth  of  laudanum  to  an  in- 
tormer  with  a  bogus  toothache. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Companies  and  the  Poisons  Regulations. 

At  the  Cardiff  County  Court  on  Wednesday,  February  8, 
before  Judge  Owen,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  brought  an  action,  under  Section  15,  against  Games 
Evans,  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  Clare  Road,  to  recover  a 
penalty  of  51.  for  having  failed  to  conform  with  the  regula- 
tions as  to  the  keeping  or  selling  of  poisons  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Act.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister-at-law, 
London  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Lewis,  Morgan  &  Box, 
solicitors,  Cardiff),  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Society  ;  while 
Mr.  George  David,  of  the  firm  of  David  &  Evans,  Cardiff, 
represented  the  defendants. 

His  Honour  asked  Mr.  David  what  the  answer  was  to  the 
case. 

Mr.  David  :  We  say  we  have  no  case  to  answer,  and  I  am 
surprised  at  their  bringing  it.  They  have  sued  the  wrong 
people. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  presumed  his  friend  referred  to 
the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  London  and  Pro- 
vincial Supply  Association  published  in  the  "  Law  Reports." 
In  this  action  the  breach  of  the  fifteenth  section  was  caused 
by  a  failure  to  comply  with  certain  regulations  for  the  sale 
of  poisons.  It  was  not  a  question  as  to  the  qualification  of 
the  seller,  or  of  the  people  who  kept  the  shop. 

His  Honour  :  Is  it  not  a  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords- 
that  this  section  is  not  binding  on  a  company  ? 

Mr.  David  :  Absolutely. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  was  not  prepared  to  admit  that. 
His  contention  was  that  the  company  were  liable  to  a 
penalty  on  two  grounds.  First,  that  they  were  the  people- 
who  were  responsible  for  the  carrying-out  of  these  regula- 
tions;  and  if  his  Honour  were  against  him  on  that  point, 
then  he  would  call  attention  to  the  dictum  of  Lord  Black- 
burn— as  reported  in  the  "  Law  Reports  " — as  follows  : 

I  hold  distinctly  that  there  can  be  no  sale,  whether  the  cor- 
poration be  the  ultimate  vendor  or  not,  unless  a  "  person  " — - 
meaning  a  natural  person — manages  the  sale,  and  thai 
natural  person  if  unqualified  would,  in  my  mind,  clearly 
become  liable  to  the  penalty  under  the  Act ;  and  although  I 
am  not  so  clear  about  this,  I  feel  strongly  inclined  to  think 
that  if  a  corporation,  or  anybody  else,  caused  an  unqualified 
person  to  conduct  sales,  if  it  could  be  brought  home  to  them 
and  shown  that  they  did  deliberately  cause  a  person  who  was 
unqualified  to  conduct  sales,  they  would  be  liable  to  the 
penalty  under  Section  15,  because  qui  facit  per  alium  facit 
per  sc.  I  do  not,  however,  say  that  as  a  certain  thing,  but  I 
think  it  necessary  to  say  that,  because  in  the  argument  it 
was  repeatedly  assumed  that  if  "person"  was  here  to  be 
construed  natural  person,  a  corporation  was  out  of  this  Act 
altogether,  which  is  not  at  all  my  ratio  decidendi.  I  say  that 
a  corporation  is  entirely  out  of  the  clause  which  prohibits 
persons  keeping  an  open  shop,  but  I  do  not  go  further  than 
that  and  say  anything  more. 

His  Honour  said  that  would  be  a  question  of  fact. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  assented,  and  went  on  to  argue  that  if  a 
corporation  caused  an  unqualified  person  to  conduct  sales, 
and  that  could  be  brought  home  to  them,  they  would  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  under  the  fifteenth  section.  To  say 
that  a  person  conducting  sales  could  not  be  read  into  a 
corporation,  or  that  a  corporation  did  not  include  a  person, 
was  a  defence  that  he  thought  the  Court  would  have  do 
great  sympathy  with. 

His  Honour  said  of  course  he  knew  this  was  an  Act  which 
was  passed  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  but  the  ground 
of  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords  was  that  the  wore!' 
"  person  "  did  not  include  a  company. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  briefly  recapitulated  the  facts  in  that 
decision,  and  then  went  on  to  say  that  in  the  fifteenth 
section  there  were  a  number  of  separate  offences  created, 
and  the  offence  which  the  House  of  Lords  had  to  consider 
was  that  of  keeping  open  shop,  and  they  declared  that  it 
was  not  necessary  that  they  should  read  "person  "as 
including  a  corporation  in  order  to  protect  the  public,  be- 
cause they  must  have  a  qualified  chemist  to  sell.  In  these 
days,  however,  of  automatic  machines  it  was  possible  to 
have  a  sale  made  mechanically. 

His  Honour  :  If  a  company  sell  a  poison  by  means  of  a 
man  who  is  not  qualified,  are  they  liable?  But  perhaps  31 
had  better  hear  the  evidence. 
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Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  did  not  admit  that  the  decision 
in  the  Lords  did  not  cover  this  offence. 

His  Honour  said,  as  he  understood,  Mr.  David's  defence 
was  that  a  corporation  is  not  a  person. 

Mr.  David  :  Yes,  and  I  say  further  that  everything  that 
itook  place  at  this  shop  took  place  in  the  hands  of  a  qualified 
person. 

His  Honour  asked  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  if  he  admitted  that. 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  No. 

Mr.  David  said  he  admitted  that  a  bottle  of  the  wrong 
shape  was  used,  and  that  under  the  regulations  the  poison 
should  have  been  put  into  a  bottle  with  a  rough  side. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  But  it  is  Mr.  David's  case  that  a  limited 
company  is  not  bound  to  comply  with  these  regulations. 

Mr.  David  :  I  don't  say  that.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
man  did  not  carry  out  his  instructions. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  then  called  evidence  showing  that  on 
November  18  a  woman,  named  Mary  Ann  Green,  went  into 
the  defendants  shop  and  asked  for  2d.  of  soap  liniment 
and  2d.  of  laudanum,  and  it  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Games 
Evans.  In  answer  to  Mr.  David,  however,  witness  would 
not  say  that  Mr.  Evans  wrote  the  label  on  the  bottle. 

Mrs.  Oxley  stated  she  was  present  with  the  last  witness 
when  the  purchase  was  made.  She  was  sure  Mr.  Games 
Evans  himself  served  Mrs.  Green.  The  assistant  was  at 
the  time  serving  her,  and  he  did  not  serve  Mrs.  Green. 

Walter  Games  Evans,  who  had  been  subpoenaed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  was  next  called,  and  said  he  is 
managing  director  for  the  company.  He  admitted  that  he 
[is  not  a  registered  chemist,  but  said  he  had  passed  the  Pre- 
liminary examination.  There  are  no  other  directors  of  the 
company. 

His  Honour  :  It  is  a  one-man  company. 

Witness  said  the  capital  of  the  company  is  300/.,  and 
there  are  seven  shareholders. 

His  Honour  :  The  other  people  are  his  grandmother  and 
aunts,  I  suppose.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Do  you  hold  195  of  those  shares? 

Mr.  David  submitted  that  that  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  case. 

His  Honour  :  I  don't  know  that  it  has  not,  having 
regard  to  what  has  been  said.  If  I  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  company  is  only  a  cloak  for  a  great  deal  

Mr.  David  :  It  will  not  help  them. 

Witness  being  further  pressed  said  he  holds  195  of  the 
shares,  his  wife  100  more,  and  five  other  people  a  share 
each.  None  of  them  is  a  chemist.  He  was  himself  for- 
merly an  assistant  to  a  chemist  in  Cardiff,  and  he  formed 
the  company,  not  with  the  object  of  raising  capital,  but  in 
order  that  he  might  be  able  to  keep  a  qualified  man. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  You  could  not  without  forming  a  com- 
pany have  opened  the  shop  as  an  unqualified  individual  ? 

Witness  :  I  could  have  opened  a  drug-stores. 

Could  you  have  opened  a  chemist's  shop  in  Cardiff  or 
anywhere  else  if  you  had  not  formed  this  company  ? — The 
company  was  formed  in  order  that  a  qualified  man  might  be 
employed. 

Why  could  you  not  employ  a  qualified  assistant  without 
forming  a  company  ? — Because  it  is  not  the  law. 

In  reply  to  further  questions,  witness  said  he  did  not  sell 
the  poison  to  Mrs.  Green.  A  qualified  chemist  of  the  name 
of  David  Lewis  sold  it.  He  had  never  examined  the 
register  to  ascertain  if  Lewis  was  on  the  list,  but  the  man  in 
his  letters  to  the  company  before  he  was  engaged  said  he 
was  a  chemist.  Lewis  is  at  present  at  some  place  in  Carmar- 
thenshire. 

His  Honour  :  Is  he  registered  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  There  are  several  David  Lewises  on 
the  list,  but  not  at  the  address  given. 

Witness  was  asked  if  Lewis  was  the  manager,  or  he  (Mr. 
Evans).  Witness  :  Lewis  was  in  command  of  the  sale  of 
poisons. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  pointed  out  that  the  regulations  under 
the  Act  are  not  only  applicable  to  the  selling,  but  to  the 
storing  and  keeping  of  poisons  in  the  shop.  There  were 
three  alternative  systems  for  storing.  Was  it  suggested 
that  the  assistant  decided  which  system  should  be  adopted 
in  that  business. 

His  Honour  :  But  your  offence  only  goes  to  the  selling 
of  the  poison. 

Mr.  David  :  And  the  particulars  of  the  claim  bind  the 
Society  to  that  complaint. 


Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Our  claim  is  for  a  breach  of  the  regula- 
tions as  a  whole. 

Witness  said  he  had  to  deal  with  the  regulations  in 
regard  to  the  storing  of  poisons,  and  not  for  selling. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  David  witness  said  he  engaged 
Lewis  as  a  qualified  assistant,  and  he  had  no  reason  to 
suppose  that  he  was  not  qualified.  He  paid  him  a  guinea 
a  week  with  dinner  and  tea.  He  understood  that  he 
passed  his  examination  about  four  years  ago. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  pointed  out  that  the  David  Lewis  whom 
his  friend  was  trying  to  identify  in  the  person  at  this  shop 
only  passed  in  1902. 

Witness  said  Lewis  is  not  with  him  now,  having  been 
turned  away  for  drunkenness.  He  said  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  wanted  him  to  pay  the  51.  penalty  on  the  ground 
that  he  had  sold  the  liniment  himself ;  but  when  he  denied 
that,  and  told  them  it  was  sold  by  Lewis,  they  abandoned 
that  claim  and  then  wanted  him  to  give  them  5/.  because 
he  sold  the  poison  in  a  wrongly  shaped  bottle. 

His  Honour  :  But  you  did  sell  it — you  took  the  order. 

This  concluded  the  evidence. 

Mr.  David  submitted  that  the  claim  must  fall  to  the 
ground.  The  only  peg  they  could  hang  the  acts  on  to  was 
some  observation  of  Lord  Blackburn  which  had  nothing  to 
do  with  the  case.  If  a  person  did  not  include  a  company 
under  this  section  they  could  not  proceed.  That  was  the 
view  taken  by  the  Lord  Chancellor. 

His  Honour  said  he  should  like  the  fact  cleared  up  as  to 
whether  David  Lewis  is  a  qualified  person. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  was  informed  that  the  Society  had 
never  had  a  David  Lewis  of  the  address  given  on  the 
register,  but  whether  he  were  qualified  or  not  the  poison 
regulations  in  regard  to  sale  should  have  been  complied  with. 

His  Honour  :  No  doubt  they  committed  a  breach  of  the 
Act,  but  the  question  is  whether  a  corporation  includes  a 
person.  In  the  interests  of  public  safety  it  is  essential  that 
the  regulations  should  be  enforced. 

Mr.  David  observed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
the  option  of  proceeding  against  the  person  who  carried  out 
the  sale,  and  who  was  responsible,  and  if  they  had  done  that 
there  would  have  been  no  defence  to  it ;  but,  instead  of  doing 
so,  they  brought  an  action  against  some  one  who  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  matter. 

His  Honour  :  But  they  cannot  proceed  against  a  company 
under  Section  15. 

Mr.  David  :  They  could  have  proceeded  against  a  company 
under  Section  17. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  while  the  decision  of  the  House 
of  Lords  said  that  a  company  might  keep  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons,  or  sell  poisons  without  making  themselves 
liable  to  Section  15,  he  asked  his  Honour  to  say  that  the 
House  of  Lords  did  not  say  that  a  company  could  also  fail 
to  comply  with  the  regulations.  He  claimed  that  if  he 
proved  that  an  offence  had  been  committed  in  a  shop,  there 
was  abundant  authority  to  show  that  the  employers  were 
responsible,  and  he  did  not  care  whether  Evans  or  Lewis  sold 
the  poison. 

His  Honour  :  Why  don't  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  get 
the  law  amended  ? 

Mr.  ^.iyn- Jones  said  there  was  not  much  chance  of  that 
while  fiscal  and  other  questions  occupied  the  public  mind. 
He  referred  to  the  case  of  Brown  v.  Foote,  reported  in  the 
"  Law  Times  "  in  July  1892,  where  the  question  arose  as  to 
who  was  responsible  for  the  adulteration  of  milk,  and  there 
the  master  was  convicted,  and  the  Judges  held  that  that 
conviction  was  right,  whether  the  master  did  or  did  not 
connive  at  the  offence.  That,  he  submitted,  was  sufficient 
authority  for  his  contention  in  this  case,  where  an  offence 
had  been  committed  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  that  the 
employers  were  the  people  who  were  responsible.  If  he  had 
brought  this  action  against  a  company,  his  friend  Mr.  David 
would  have  said  that  a  company  was  outside  Section  15.  If 
he  put  it  in  that  way  the  Court  might  say  it  would  be 
necessary  for  him  to  amend  his  claim. 

His  Honour  :  If  you  want  to  amend  your  claim  you  must 
apply  for  it  now  ;  I  could  not  amend  it  afterwards. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  But  if  I  did  amend  it  in  this  way,  and 
say  that  Lewis  committed  the  offence  

His  Honour  :  Suppose  you  say  that  Evans  employed  this 
man  to  get  rid  of  the  provision  of  the  Act,  do  you  advance 
your  case  ? 
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Mr.  Glyn-Jones  did  not  think  he  would  ;  but  if  he  proved 
that  the  assistant  contravened  the  law-  

His  Honour  :  You  could  go  against  him. 

Mr  Glyn-Jones  :  According  to  Brown  v.  Foote  I  could  not 
only  go  against  him,  but  against  the  employer.  Suppose 
that  Evans  had  been  a  chemist  and  Lewis  an  unqualified 
assistant,  and  he  had  broken  the  regulations,  I  could  still 
say  that  the  master  is  responsible. 

His  Honour  said  Mr.  David  would  not  contend  that  that 
was  so.  He  added  that  this  was  a  case  of  public  importance 
and  one  in  which  there  was  a  very  big  stile  to  get  over,  and  if 
he  could  help  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  get  over  that 
stile  he  would  do  so.  He  would  read  the  decisions  which 
had  been  referred  to,  and  give  his  judgment  at  the  next 
court. 


Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

A  Rheumatic  Cure. 
At  St.  Helens,  on  February  3,  Henry  Carlisle,  44  Duke 
Street,  was  summoned  for  selling  unstamped  medicine  liable 
to  stamp-duty,  and  with  selling  medicine  liable  to  stamp- 
duty  without  a  licence.  On  September  17  an  officer  of 
Inland  Revenue  visited  defendant's  premises  and  saw  a 
handbill  in  the  window  referring  to  a  certain  rheumatic  cure. 
He  asked  for  a  bottle  of  the  cure,  and  defendant  said  they 
had  run  out  of  the  revenue  stamps  at  the  post-office  and  he 
would  not  sell  it  in  the  usual  way ;  he  would  not  put  the 
usual  label  on.  Defendant  had  no  Excise  licence.  De- 
fendant said  the  handbill  had  never  been  wrapped  round  the 
bottle.  He  refused  to  supply  the  same  remedy,  as  he  had 
not  stamped  it.  The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  2s.  6d.  and 
costs  in  each  of  the  two  cases,  and  11.  Is.  solicitor's  fee, 
21.  Is.  in  all. 


Veterinary  Surgeons  Act. 

"Veterinary  Forge." 

At  Southampton  on  January  31,  Ralph  Alexander  Gould,  of 
East  Street,  was  summoned  by  the  Royal  College  of  Veteri- 
nary Surgeons  for  practising  as  a  veterinary  surgeon,  he  not 
being  on  the  register  and  not  holding  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  the  Act  the  certificate  of  the  Highland  and  Agri- 
cultural Society  of  Scotland.  For  the  prosecution  it  was 
stated  that  the  defendant  had  upon  his  door  the  inscription 
"  Gould's  Veterinary  Forge,"  and  in  cross-examination  it 
was  admitted  that  the  prosecutor  did  not  know  what  was 
on  defendant's  business  cards,  and  that  no  inquiries  had 
been  made  as  to  whether  veterinary  surgeons  attended 
defendant's  place.  For  the  defence  Mr.  Emanuel  said  he 
did  not  know  that  a  man  who  carried  on  a  forge  could  be 
prevented  from  being  assisted  by  veterinary  surgeons  and, 
if  that  was  so,  from  describing  his  place  as  a  "  veterinary 
forge."  Defendant  did  not  describe  himself  as  a  veterinary 
surgeon;  the  name  "Gould's  Veterinary  Forge"  was  justi- 
fied by  the  fact  that  a  veterinary  surgeon  assisted  in  defen- 
dant's business.  Replying  to  this,  the  prosecuting  solicitor 
contended  that  in  defendant's  business  a  representation  was 
made  to  the  public  that  the  forge  was  conducted  by  a  quali- 
fied veterinary  surgeon,  whereas  that  was  not  so.  By 
analogy  a  man  might  as  well  set  up  a  pill  factory,  and 
because  he  got  a  qualified  doctor  to  call  there  described  it  as 
a  business  carried  on  by  a  medical  man.  John  Hayward 
Gould,  the  defendant's  brother,  who  is  a  certified  veterinary 
surgeon,  stated  that  he  attended  at  the  forge  every  weekday. 
The  Bench  decided  not  to  convict,  and  consented  to  state  a 
case  for  appeal. 


What  is  "  Port  "  W  ine  ? 

Ik  the  Dublin  Northern  Police  Court  on  February  7, 
before  Mr.  Mahony,  Divisional  Magistrate,  a  case  was 
heard  at  the  suit  of  the  Port  Wine  Shippers'  Association 
against  Messrs.  McDonelly  Bros.,  wine-merchants,  Dublin, 
to  restrain  them  from  applying  the  teim  "port"  wine  to 
red  wines  shipped  otherwise  than  from  Oporto,  and 
especially  as  to  "Tarragona,"  which  is  a  Spanish  wine. 
The  question  was  argued  at  full  length,  and  the  Magistrate 
reserved  judgment. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Ginger- wine. 

At  the  Dunfanaghy  Petty  Sessions  (co.  Donegal)  last  week, 
three  local  traders  were  each  fined  5s.  and  costs  for  having 
sold  ginger-wine  which  was  adulterated  with  salicylic  acid, 
the  percentages  being  respectively  5.4,  7.2,  and  7.2  grains 
per  pint. 

County  Court  Case. 

A  Committal  Order. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  February  7,  Messrs.  W- 
Ellis  &  Co.,  45  Finsbury  Pavement,  E.C.,  sought  to  have 
Mr.  James  G.  Herdman,  chemist,  72  Pimlico  Road,  S.W., 
committed  for  nonpayment  of  51.  17s.  due.  The  plaintiff's 
representative  said  that  the  defendant  was  doing  a  very  good 
business  and  employing  two  assistants.  He  could  easily 
pay  the  debt.  His  rent  was  721.  a  year.  Judge  Lumley 
Smith,  K.C.,  made  an  order  for  the  payment  of  1/.  a  month, 
commencing  in  April,  with  committal  in  default. 


Bankruptcies  anfc  failures. 


Be  James  Ferris,  Belfast.— At  Belfast  Bankruptcy  Court 
on  February  6,  the  consideration  of  an  offer  for  an  insurance 
policy  came  before  Judge  Fitzgibbon.  Mr.  Shean,  for  the 
assignees,  applied  that  an  offer  of  51?.  for  a  policy  of  insur- 
ance on  the  Scottish  Widows'  Insurance  Fund  be  accepted. 
The  policy  was  for  100/.  and  the  tabulated  surrender-value 
was  41/.   Judge  Fitzgibbon  gave  leave  to  accept  the  offer. 

Be  Herbert  Henry  Husbands,  173  Willoughby  Street, 
Lenton,  Nottingham,  Chemist  and  Druggist.— At  Notting- 
ham Bankruptcy  Court,  on  February  3,  debtor  appeared  for 
public  examination.  His  statement  showed  unsecured  liabili- 
ties expected  to  rank  for  dividend  amounting  to  509?.  His 
assets  totalled  140/.,  but  were  reduced  by  preferential  claims 
to  115/.  He  attributed  his  failure  to  a  fire  at  Sampson's  fac- 
tory and  to  the  diverting  of  trade  from  his  district  since  the 
introduction  of  the  trams.  During  the  twelve  months  prior 
to  filing  his  petition  he  had  made  a  profit  of  11/.,  and  had 
drawn  120/.  for  household  expenses,  but  debtor  admitted  that 
his  books  were  not  kept  in  such  a  manner  as  would  disclose  his 
position.  The  examination  was  closed.  Particulars  of  pro- 
ceedings at  the  meeting  of  creditors  appeared  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  of  December  31,  1904  (p.  1048). 

Be  John  Joseph  Iley,  Syston,  Leicestershire,  Druggist. — 
The  statement  of  affairs  shows  liabilities  amounting  to 
481/.  3s.,  assets  estimated  to  realise  143/.  18s.  lid.,  and  a  de- 
ficiency of  337/.  4s.  Id.  Debtor  attributes  his  failure  to  carry- 
ing on  business  without  capital,  and  borrowing  from  money- 
lenders. The  Official  Receiver  states  that  debtor  took  over 
the  business  in  October,  1904.  It  formerly  belonged  to  a  Bir- 
mingham druggist,  to  whom  debtor  had  acted  as  manager. 
It  was  purchased  by  a  Mrs.  Lee,  and  was  managed  for  her 
by  the  bankrupt  until  October,  1904,  when  debtor  bought  it 
for  205/.,  payment  to  be  made  by  weekly  instalments  of  10s. 
Mrs.  Lee  is  scheduled  as  a  creditor  for  110/.  There  are  severat 
applicants  for  the  business,  and  there  appears  to  be  a  reason- 
able prospect  of  selling  it  as  a  going  concern.  The  liabilities 
include  91/.  for  money  lent,  and  220/.  for  goods  bought  since 
October.  No  deficiency  account  has  been  filed,  but  the  debtor's 
explanation  given  is  unsatisfactory,  considering  the  short 
time  he  has  been  carrying  on  the  business.  The  following  are 
creditors:  Baiss  Bros.  &  Stevenson,  Ltd.,  London  (10/.);

Co.),  Mr.  South  (Steedman  &  Co.),  and  Mr.  W.  Clive 
Meares  (Mennen's  Powder).

A  Cambridge  Dinner. 

The  members  of  the  Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association 
held  their  annual  dinner  at  the  University  Arms  Hotel  on 
Thursday  evening,  February  2.  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  (Presi- 
dent) was  in  the  chair,  and  was  supported  by  the  Mayor  of 
Cambridge  (Alderman  A.  Sidney  Campkin) ;  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  of  the  University  (Mr.  E.  A.  Beck,  Master  of 
Trinity  Hall)  ;  Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  President  of  the 
General  Medical  Council ;  Alderman  R.  A.  Robinson,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  and) 
Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  Vice-President ;  and  Mr.  W.  A.  H. 
Naylor,  President  of 
the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference ; 
Drs.  Maiden,  Anning- 
son,  Inchley,  Manners, 
Webb,  and  Naish;  be- 
sides members  of 
the  Association  — ■ 
viz.,  Alderman  A. 
Deck,  Alderman  G. 
Peck,  Messrs.  B.  S. 
Campkin,  H.  F.  Cook, 
W.  E.  Dixon,  J. 
Yeomans,  W.  Flan- 
ders, Greensmith, 
E.  W.Moss,  J.  Palmer, 
V.  J.  Key,  J.  Evans,  J. 
Pinto  Nash,  H.  Cave, 
W.  J.  Field,  and  P.  H. 
Young.  The  loyal 
toast  having  been  hon- 
oured, Mr.  Rymer 
Young  proposed 

."The  Medical  Pro- 
fession," mb.  E.  Saville  Peck,  M.A. 
associating   Dr.  Mac- 
Alister's  name  with  it, 

and  saying,  amid  applause,  that  upon  Dr.  MacAlister  had 
been  conferred  the  highest  compliment  which  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  medical  profession  to  bestow.  Pharmacists 
owe  to  Dr.  MacAlister  the  fact  that  they  had  something  to 
do  with  the  construction  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  were 
delighted  to  know  that  he  is  not  likely  to  vacate  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee.  (Applause.)  Dr, 
MacAlister,  in  response,  mentioned  that  that  occasion  was 
the  first  on  which  he  had  responded  as  a  representative 
member  of  the  profession.  His  interest  in  pharmacy  dated 
back,  he  said,  to  when,  as  a  student,  he  came  under  the 
influence  of  the  late  Mr.  Parsons  (of  St.  Bart's),  "a  most 
able  pharmacist  and  inspired  teacher,  who  gave  me  that 
interest  in  the  subject  which  has  never  waned  from  that  day 
to  this."  With  Sir  Lauder  Brunton  he  had  a  good  deal  to 
do  with  the  pharmacological  side  of  their  common  calling, 
and  when,  by  the  goodness  of  the  University,  he  was  put 
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upon  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee,  it  was  to  him  the  most 
interesting  of  all  the  work  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 
In  that  capacity  he  had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  1898  Pharmacopoeia,  which,  they  had  been  told, 
nobody  read.  He  supposed  Mr.  Young,  who  made  the 
remark,  referred  to  this  country ;  for  at  the  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  at  Brussels,  where  all  the  civilized  countries  of 
the  world — except  Japan,  which  was  too  far  away — were  re- 
presented, it  was  gratifying  to  find  that  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia was  perpetually  referred  to — more  often  than  any 
other,  in  fact.  (Applause.)  He  thought  he  was  right  in 
saying  that  in  85  per  cent,  of  the  decisions  which  were 
arrived  at  the  standard  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  was  the 
one  adopted.  (Renewed  applause.)  As  he  read  it  eleven 
times  in  proof  before  it  came  out — (laughter) — he  thought  he 
could  say  that  he  considered  it  embodied  the  knowledge  of 
the  time.  But  pharmaceutical  science  did  not  stop  when  a 
new  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  was  brought  out, 
and  Professor  Leech  felt  that  some  sort  of  standing  organi- 
sation was  wanted  between  the  various  centres,  in  order 
that  the  knowledge  might  be  more  available.  So  there  was 
established  a  conference, with  representatives  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  which  had 
been  of  enormous  value,  and  which  he  hoped  would  continue 
to  be  of  great  value,  to  them.  The  last  words  with  regard  to 
the  contents  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  must  remain  with  the 
doctor,  but  he  must  be  guided  on  all  technical  points  by  the 
pharmacist.  The  doctor  must  say  what  drugs  were  to  be 
included  and  what  standard  of  potency  they  must  contain, 
while  the  pharmacist  would  give  information  how  they 
might  best  be  got  into  shape.  The  Medical  Council  wanted 
the  co-operation,  and  not  the  domination,  of  the  pharma- 
cists. (Hear,  hear.)  With  their  help  he  was  perfectly  sure 
that  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  would  be  better  than  the  one 
before.  (Applause.) 

Other  Toasts. 

Mr.  J.  Evans  then  proposed  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society,"  coupling  with  the  toast  the  name  of  Alderman 
Robinson,  who  is,  he  remarked,  the  first  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  who  had  paid  an  official  visit  to 
Cambridge.  'Alderman  Robinson,  in  responding,  referred 
to  the  Major  and  Minor  examinations,  saying  that  in  the. 
former  the  Council  proposed  to  make  the  number  of  subjects 
smaller,  and  carry  them  further  in  scientific  research.  The 
lamentable  failures  in  the  Minor  convinced  him  that  many 
of  the  candidates  needed  to  do  more  real,  regular,  and 
systematic  training.  It  was  thought  by  the  permanent 
officials  of  the  Privy  Council  that  the  time  had  come  for  a 
curriculum.  He  was  in  favour  of  classes  in  pharmacy  being 
established  by  the  Universities.  Of  course  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  must  retain  its  power  as  to  examinations,  and, 
that  provision  being  taken  in  consideration,  he  desired  to 
see  university  education  extended  to  the  highest  possible 
degree,  so  that  students  might  have  the  advantage  of  such  a 
training,  and  of  meeting  those  whom  a  university  career 
attracted.  .  -  ,   

Dr.  Manners,  in  the  absence  of  Alderman  Dr.  Dalton,  the 
Deputy-Mayor,  proposed  "The  University  and  Town." 
The  Vice-Chairman,  replying,  agreed  as  to  the  serious 
necessity  of  regarding  the  profession  of  pharmacy  as  one 
which  ought  to  be  fortified  in  every  way.  There  were  some 
people,  he  remarked,  referring  to  the  competition  of  the 
general  stores,  who  pretend  to  be  able  to  do  everything,  and 
to  sell  everything,  from  a  mousetrap  to  a  bicycle.  Let  them 
take  one  line  and  stick  to  it.  (Applause.)  He  thought  the 
science  which  was  responsible  for  that  evening's  gathering 
was  one  which  deserved  well  of  every  other  science  which 
undertook  to  foster  learning.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Mayor, 
replying  for  the  town,  was  proud  to  state  that  pharmacy  was 
well  represented  in  the  local  parliament,  in  the  persons  of 
two  aldermen  besides  himself,  and  a  councillor.  Other 
toasts, were  "  The  Cambridge  Pharmaceutical  Association," 
proposed  by  Mr.  John  Humphrey,  and  responded  to  by  Mr. 
B..  Sidney  Campkin ;  "The  Visitors,"  submitted  by  the 
Mayor,  and  replied  to  by  Mr.  W.  A:  H.  Naylor ;  and  "  The 
Chairman,"  which  was  given,  by  Mr.  H.  P.  Cook.  Songs 
were  sung  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Farrineton  and  Mr.  Greensmith.

THE  Local  Government  Board  of  Ireland  have  issued  a 
revised  schedule  of  the  standards  for  pharmacopoeia! 
preparations  which  drugs  supplied  to  the  Irish  workhouses 
are  required  to  pass.  A  good  many  alterations  have  been 
made  in  the  list  which  we  printed  in  1902,  and  we  give  the 
revised  standards  in  full,  as  they  embody  alterations  which 
extended  experience  has  dictated  as  necessary.  In  the  pre- 
liminary directions  the  analyst  is  now  instructed  to  use 
only  10  c.c.  of  the  galenical  when  gauging  the  total  solids ; 
formerly  100  c.c.  was  uirected  to  be  taken  for  this  purpose. 
If  the  total  solids  usually  exceed  10  grams  in  100  c.c,  only 
5  c.c.  of  the  preparation  need  be  employed.  The  sp.  gr.  of 
drugs  is  to  be  taken  by  means  of  the  sp.  gr.  bottle,  which  is 
also  to  be  used  in  estimating  alcohol-values.  Many  of  the 
galenicals  formerly  included  in  the  list  are  omitted.  The 
solids  are  grams  in  100  c.c,  the  alcohol  being  per  cent,  by 
volume.

The  Discussion  on  Cod-liver  Oil 

and  the  bearing  of  the  re- 
cent Kensington  ease  on  the  administration  of  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  now  proceeding  in  the  pages  of  this 
journal  is  of  striking  interest  and  value,  especially  in  view 
of  the  high  competence  of  the  experts  who  are  taking  part 
in  it.  One  danger,  however,  is  suggested  by  it,  and  that  is 
the  remedy  for  the  injustice  which  all  recognise,  which 
appears  to  find  general  favour.  It  seems  to  be  a  common 
impression  that  all  would  be  well  in  the  future  if  a  Court  of 
Reference  were  instituted.  Before  pharmacists  commit 
themselves  to  this  proposal  it  would  be  desirable  that  its 
advocates  should  make  clear  what  they  mean  by  it,  and  that 
they  should  agree  among  themselves  as  to  its  functions.  A 
Court  of  Reference  was  first  proposed  by  the  public  analysts 
with  the  express  object  of  supplanting  by  it  the  authority 
of  the  Somerset  House  Laboratory.  They  have  never  quite 
let  go  of  that  idea,  but  the  Inland  Revenue  chemists  have 
done  their  work  on  the  whole  so  fairly  and  capably  that  it 
has  proved  impracticable  to  hope  directly  to  dislodge  them. 
It  is  true  that  they  did  not  shine  in  the  recent  case.  As 
referees  they  had  no  right  to  content  themselves  with  merely 
reporting  that  the  sample  did  not  fulfil  all  the  tests  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia.  It  was  their  business  to  study  published 
researches  or  to  make  experiments  themselves  to  assure 
themselves  that  those  tests  were  valid,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  one  result  of  this  agitation  may  be  to  call  them  to 
account  for  apparent  negligence.  But  to  return  to  the 
Court  of  Reference. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  correspondence 
that  the  chemists  who  desire  it  have  at  least  two  distinct 
ideas  as  to  the  purpose  of  such  an  authority.  One  is  that 
it  should  serve  as  a  sort  of  grand  jury  to  ascertain,  as  Mr. 
Dott  puts  it,  "  whether  there  exists  a  ■primd-facie  case,"  or, 
in  Mr.  Preston's  words,  "  before  whom  all  cases  relating  to 
drugs  should  be  brought  prior  to  their  being  taken  into 
court."  This  would  make  an  innovation  of  the  most  serious 
gravity.  Practically  it  would  amount  to  the  substitution 
of  a  secret  for  an  open  court ;  for  Magistrates  would  hardly 
review  the  decisions  of  such  august  assessors,  and  Drug 
Clubs  would  find  their  defence  work  far  heavier  if  the 
Court  of  Reference  had  decided  against  them  at  the  start. 
The  other  idea— favoured,  I  think,  by  Messrs.  Umney, 
Parry,  and  Harvey—appears  to  be  that  the  Court  of  Refer- 
ence shall  prescribe  limits  of  purity  and  formulate  standards 
generally ;  but  even  these  advocates  seem  to  have  an  indefi- 
nite notion  that  such  a  specific  case  as  the  cod-liver  oil  one 
would  come  before  this  Court  somehow,  either  before  or 
during  the  trial.  The  House  of  Commons  Committee  which 
sat  in  1894-5-6  strongly  recommended  a  Court  of  Reference 
on  the  queer  ground  that  "  public  analysts  considered  them- 
selves prejudiced  professionally"  if  their  certificates  were 
not  confirmed  by  the  Government  Laboratory.  Mr.  Chaplin, 
however,  as  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
firmly  refused  to  adopt  the  recommendation,  on  the  ground 
that  no  one  could  tell  him  what  its  exact  duties  were  to  be, 
nor  what  effect  in  law  its  conclusions  were  to  carry.  While 
on  this  subject  I  should  like  to  admit  the  justice  of  Messrs. 
Tatlock  &  Thomson's  criticism,  at  least  as  far  as  my  para- 
graph was  concerned.  There  are  no  doubt  "some"  public 
analysts  who  realise  that  their  duty  is  to  advise  the  authori- 
ties, and  not  necessarily  to  win  convictions.  Unfortunately, 
however,  a  conscientious  and  laborious  investigation  (such 
as  that  which  Messrs.  Tatlock  &  Thomson  reported  to  the 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry  at  Glasgow)  leading  only  to 
doubtfulness  is,  in  a  sense,  so  much  blank  work,  and  does 
not  tempt  the  busy  analyst.  But  it  is  that  sort  of  careful 
work  as  a  preliminary  to  prosecuti«»s-wkkh  we  want  to  be 
sure  of. 

The  Royal  Exchange, 

the  central  point  of  the  City,  is  to 
millions  of  denizens  and  aliens  the  seat  and  symbol  of  the 
mighty  commerce  controlled  from  the  metropolis.  And 
now  comes  Mr.  Henry  Arthur  Jones,  the  playwright, 
shocking  a  number  of  respectabilities  by  describing  it  as 
"a  loafing-place  for  distressed  merchants."  The  allegation 
was  not  particularly  witty,  and  was  not  at  all  true.  It  can- 
not be  denied,  however,  that  the  Royal  Exchange  has  in  some 
degree  outlived  its  usefulness.  When  Sir  Thomas  Gresham 
built  the  first  of  its  predecessors,  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  a  place  where  merchants  might  comfortably 
congregate  was  an  urgent  need.  In  those  days  groups  of 
"adventurers,"  including  a  sprinkling  of  Flemings,  Portu- 
guese, and  Venetians,  were  in  the  habit  of  assembling  in 
Lombard  Street.  In  wet  or  cold  weather  they  were  to  be 
found  in  old  St.  Paul's  Church.  When  Gresham's  ' '  gentle 
and  very  fryndlye  offer "  was  accepted  by  the  Court  of 
Aldermen  it  was  at  the  same  time  resolved  to  meet  in  the 
Chapel  of  St.  Paul's  Church  to  discuss  sites  on  the  next 
Sunday  at  8  a.m.  before  Divine  Service.  For  a  century  and 
more  the  Royal  Exchange  fulfilled  Gresham's  idea.  The 
principal  merchants  used  it,  and  the  Stock  Exchange  was 
held  there  till  1733.  Gradually,  however,  one  trade  after 
another  has  established  an  exchange  of  its  own,  and  the  little 
crowd  that  gathers  on  the  costly  flags  every  afternoon  now 
is  composed  principally  of  dealers  in  drugs,  chemicals,  and 
oils — trades  which,  however  eminent  and  honourable,  can 
hardly  claim  to  figure  in  the  foremost  rank.  Even  the  drug- 
trade  could  do  without  the  Royal  Exchange,  for  they  have 
the  Commercial  Sale-rooms,  where  they  meet  the  brokers. 
The  bankers,  too,  who  still  go  on  'Change  once  a  week  to  fix 
rates  of  exchange,  could  just  as  easily  arrange  these  in 
their  Clearing-house  close  by. 
What  is  an  Element? 

is  the  title  of  a  promising-looking 
article,  in  the  "Monthly  Review"  for  February,  by  Sir 
William  Ramsay,  who  has  done  more  than  anybody  living 
to  introduce  confusion  in  this  once  peaceful  family.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  the  eminent  chemist  makes  no  pretence  of 
answering  his  own  question  unless  it  be  by  hinting  that 
there  is  probably  "no  sich  person"  as  an  element.  This 
hypothesis  is  based  on  the  slender  evidence  that  infini- 
tesimal portions  of  radium  have  been  seen  to  turn  into 
helium — a  very  insufficient  reason  for  bringing  charges  of 
unsubstantiality  against  old-established  characters  like 
gold,  silver,  iron,  or  carbon.  In  all  seriousness  Sir  William 
tells  his  disciples  that  the  word  ' '  element "  was  derived 
from  the  letters  L  M  N,  and  that  this  origin  "  denotes 
that  as  a  word  is  composed  of  letters,  so  a  compound  is 
composed  of  elements."  The  argument  might  be  sound  if 
"  element"  meant  a  compound  :  it  is  particularly  unsound 
when  "element"  is  analogous  to  a  single  letter.  One 
would  like  to  ask,  too,  why  the  Roman  wag  who  invented 
the  word  in  this  fashion  went  to  the  middle  of  the  alphabet 
for  his  materials.  "Abecetum"  would  have  been  a  more 
natural  formation.  But  is  there  any  real  historical  basis 
for  this  fantastic  etymology  ?  Neither  Murray,  nor  Skeat, 
nor  Wedgwood,  nor  Littre,  nor  Grimm  countenances  it  by 
even  alluding  to  it.  The  Century  Dictionary  mentions  it  as 
a  guess,  but  does  not  endorse  it.  Skeat  suggests  that 
clementum  may  have  been  a  variant  of  alimentum,  but 
Whitney  thinks  that  most  improbable.  The  word  has  not 
been  traced  further  back  than  to  the  Latin.  The  Greek 
equivalent  was  Stoicheion.  The  L  M  N  theory.  I  fancy, 
is  parallel  with  the  old  etymology  of  "news,"  that  it  was 
derived  from  the  initials  of  north,  east,  west,  and  south, 
which  nobody  now  accepts.

A  Board  of  Reference. 

The  recent  cod-liver  oil  prosecutions  by  the  local  authority 
of  Chelsea,  and  the  discussion  arising  therefrom  in  the  pages 
of  this  journal,  appear  to  have  had  a  fitting  result  in  the 
resolution  come  to  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  last  week 
referring  consideration  of  the  matter  to  the  Law  Committee.

Ardwick  Green,  Manchester. 
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The  objects  are  twofold— (1)  to  protect  the  position  of 
members  from  injustice  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  and  (2)  to  convene  a  conference  of  authorities  directly 
interested  in  regard  to  official  tests  of  purity,  etc.  The 
terms  of  the  resolution  are  sufficiently  broad  to  include 
consideration  of  the  suggested  Board  of  Reference,  yet 
narrow  enough  to  result  in  nothing,  for  it  can  scarcely  be 
supposed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  while  co-operat- 
ing with  the  General  Medical  Council  in  revising  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  can  logically  attack  the  tests  of  that  work 
from  another  standpoint.  The  present  requirements  are 
sufficiently  indicated  by  the  Chelsea  cases,  which  demon- 
strated that  British  Pharmacopoeia  tests  may  condemn  a 
pure  article,  and  that  the  reference  authority  under  the 
Acts  may  sustain  such  conclusion,  with  the  result  that  the 
defence  may  be  unable  to  prove  the  truth  or  be  put  to 
inordinate  expense  in  so  doing.  A  more  equitable  and  surer 
means  of  securing  justice  is  therefore  desired.  So  far  as 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  concerned,  it  may  be  broadly 
stated  that  it  is  the  standard  for  medicines  specified  therein 
and  sold  by  chemists  and  druggists  or  others  who  sell 
medicines.  Certain  legal  subtleties  which  modify  this 
broad  statement  need  not  be  gone  into  at  present.  We 
notice,  by  the  way,  that  Mr.  William  Marshall  Freeman, 
barrister-at-law  and  chemist,  goes  into  the  matter  fully  in 
last  week's  "  Sanitary  Record  and  Journal."  Magistrates  at 
present  have  only  their  own  judgment  and  the  chemical 
officers  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  to  rely  upon 
in  coming  to  a  just  conclusion  on  the  evidence  submitted  to 
them.  The  provision  in  regard  to  reference  is  contained  in 
.Section  22  of  the  1875  Act,  which  requires  the  officers  to 
"give  a  certificate  ...  of  the  result  of  analysis,"  this 
phrase  having  been  held  in  the  Scots  Court  of  Justiciary 
to  exclude  expression  of  opinion,  so  that,  if  this  is  law,  the 
certificate  given  in  the  cod-liver  oil  case  was  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Act.  Under  the  1899  Act  the  certificate  of 
the  Principal  Chemist  of  the  Government  Laboratories  is 
required  when  imported  articles  of  food  are  sent  to  him  by 
the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  and  it  is  "  sufficient  evidence 
of  the  facts  therein  stated."  It  would  be  an  advantage 
to  have  the  law  as  to  reference  made  uniform,  and  the 
[present  seems  a  good  opportunity  of  considering  alternative 
proposals  on  the  point.  A  Board  of  Reference  was  first 
suggested  by  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  which,  in  a 
Bill  drafted  in  1894,  proposed  to  institute  a  Board  con- 
rsisting  of  the  Principal  of  the  Government  Laboratories,  a 
person  appointed  by  the  General  Medical  Council,  three 
analysts  appointed  by  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  and  a 
person  nominated  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  This 
body  was  to  settle  standards  for  food  and  drugs,  and  the 
methods  of  analysis,  and  consider  difficulties  generally.  At 
that  time  public  analysts  were  not  so  intimate  with  the 
Government  Laboratories  as  they  are  now,  and  there  was 
some  friction.  Still,  the  position  of  the  Inland  Revenue 
chemical  officers  under  the  1875  Act  was  not  altered.  Mr. 
Charles  Umney  very  promptly  objected  to  the  exclusion  of 
representatives  of  pharmacy  from  the  Board  of  Reference, 
.and  when,  on  May  25,  1895,  he  was  called  to  give  evidence 
.before  Sir  Walter  Foster's  Select  Committee  on  the  revision 
.of  the  1875-79  Acts,  he  dealt  fully  with  the  matter.  We 
may  quote  from  his  evidence  as  then  reported  in  the 
C.  &  D.  : 

Mr.  Umney  laid  special  stress  upon  the  desirability  of 
•constituting  a  council  or  committee  of  advice  (or  reference), 
.as  by  it,  and  by  it  only,  he  was  of  opinion,  in  cases  of  dis- 
pute, pharmacists  would,  under  all  circumstances,  be 
treated  with  fairness  and  justice.  Mr.  Umney's  view  is 
that  an  authority  so  constituted  under  the  Act  should  con- 
s\st  of  nominees  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  the  Inland 
..Revenue  authorities  (Somerset  House),  the  Institute  of 


Chemistry,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
and  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  opinions  and 
advice  that  such  a  committee  would  give  could  not  fail  to 
be  invaluable  to  authorities  under  the  Act,  whether  prior 
to  proceedings  being  taken  or  on  a  case  of  reference  prior  to 
a  final  judgment. 

Mr.  Classon  Preston,  who  also  gave  evidence,  expressed  a 
similar  opinion,  and  the  Committee  approved.  The  sug- 
gestion is  again  made,  but  now  we  have  a  better  idea  of  the 
position  of  the  B.P.  under  the  Acts,  and  have  not  that  child- 
like belief  in  the  infallibility  of  its  methods  that  used  to 
exist.  Thus  Mr.  Charles  Umney  ten  years  ago  said  that  he 
would  make  the  B.P.  the  standard  while  an  edition  is  in 
force;  to-day  his  son  will  not  go  further  than  to  say  that 
the  B.P.  is  a  standard  pro  tanto  in  matter  and  time.  This 
is  an  important  modification.  The  time  is  ripe  for  reason- 
able consideration  of  the  demand  for  a  Board  of  Reference. 
So  long  as  the  Government  chemical  officers  may  not  express 
an  opinion  to  be  accepted  by  magistrates  as  evidence  the 
elements  of  justice  are  not  complete.  It  was  upon  this  basis 
that  we  suggested  two  months  ago  the  institution  of  a  Board 
to  which  magistrates  might  refer  questions  of  opinion  which 
they  are  unable  to  decide.  On  questions  arising  from  the 
analyses  by  the  public  analyst  and  the  analyst  for  the 
defence  it  is  obvious  Section  22  provides  the  basis  for  settle- 
ment, but  as  soon  as  the  interpretation  of  the  facts  deter- 
mined by  analysis,  and  the  suitability  of  the  methods,  come 
into  dispute,  a  Board  of  Reference  would  be  of  distinct 
service.  We  question  if  it  is  at  present  necessary  for  such 
a  board  to  lay  down  standards  generally ;  that  would  be  a 
formidable  task  :  but  such  standards  would  doubtless 
accumulate,  and  would  be  made  public  from  time  to  time. 
The  object  will  not  be  secured  without  difficulty,  and  a 
great  deal  of  hard  and  patient  work  must  be  gone  through 
before  the  amendment  of  the  law  necessary  to  give  the 
Board  legal  status  is  secured.  In  this  the  co-operation  of 
the  Government  Chemical  Department  may  reasonably  be 
expected,  because  its  position  as  defined  by  the  Act  would 
be  fully  maintained,  and  the  Board  would  relieve  it  of  a 
task  which  is  not  its  duty. 


A  Good  Beginning. 

The  first  month  of  the  new  year  has  opened  well  for  British 
commerce,  in  spite  of  the  adverse  influences  which  are  at 
work  in  several  directions.  The  remarkable  nature  of  the 
figures,  as  shown  by  the  Board  of  Trade  returns^  is  as 
follows  :

The  imports  show  an  increase  of  1.633.940/.  over  January 
of  last  year,  and  the  exports  of  British  manufactured  goods 
an  increase  of  906,412/.,  with  an  addition  of  401,887/.  to 
the  re-exports.  Looking  at  the  figures  in  detail,  we  find 
that  the  principal  increase  in  imports  was  in  manufactured 
goods  by  1,137.000/.,  or  a  little  more  than  10  per  cent.,  and 
in  raw  materials  there  was  a  decline  of  88,425/..  while  food 
and  drink  came  in  by  619,000/.  more  on  a  total  of  about 
nineteen  millions,  dutiable  articles  alone  accounting  for 
637,063/.  of  increase,  and  grain  and  flour  falling  by  181,088/. 
It  may  still  further  be  noted  that  the  increase  in  dutiable 
food  imports  is  chiefly  attributable  to  sugar,  the  value  of 
which  has  much  enhanced  since  last  year,  the  quantities 
and  values  for  January  being  as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  paid  about  800.000/.  more  for 
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the  sugar  we  are  using.      Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and 
colours  were  imported  to  the  value  of  745,700?.,  or  103,000?. 
more  than  in  January  of  last  year.    The  chief  contribution 
to  the  improvement  in  exports  was  in  manufactured  articles. 
Cotton  improved   by  363,979?.   and  wool  by  320,200?. 
Machinery  is  better  by  155,000?.,  and  chemicals  and  drugs 
improved  by  80,000?.  on  a  total  of  1,183,714?.    Food,  drink, 
and  tobacco  exports  were  higher  by  103,800?.    Turning  to 
individual  items,  we  find  increased  imports  of  bleaching- 
materials,  brimstone,  soda  compounds,  tartaric  acid,  cin- 
chona, and  quinine,  imports  of  the  latter  having  increased 
by  51,602  oz.  (2,476?.).    All  kinds  of  coal-tar  dyes  were 
imported  on  a  much  larger  scale,  aniline  and  synthetic 
indigo,  e.g.,  being  3,892  cwt.  and  1,281  cwt.  more.   A  large 
falling-off  has  to  be  noted  in  the  imports  of  boracite  and 
borate  of  lime,  and  to  a  less  extent  in  saltpetre,  glycerin, 
sulphuric   acid,    and    indigo.     As   regards   the  exports 
of  chemicals,  business,   in  spite  of  the  serious  labour 
troubles    on    the    Continent    and    the    lack    of  confi- 
dence   among    consumers,    has    been    well    up    to  the 
average,  the  80,000?.  increase  being  divided  among  a  number 
of  articles.    The  exports  of  soda  ccmpounds  show  a  sub- 
stantial increase,  notably  in  the  case  of  caustic  soda,  bicar- 
bonate of  soda,  and  soda  ash.    Altogether  384,664  cwt. 
(126,302?.)  were  exported,  as  compared  with  369,067  cwt. 
and  356,785  cwt.  in  January  of  1903  and  1904  respectively. 
Copper  sulphate  has  enjoyed  a  large  demand,  the  figures 
being  practically  double,  while  the  value  has  proportionately 
increased.    Bleaching-materials,  on  the  other  hand,  are  not 
in  a  healthy  condition,  the  exports  showing  a  decline  of 
24,000  cwt.,  practically  all  of  which  is  attributed  to  smaller 
U.S.A.  shipments.    Coal-tar  products,   such  as  carbolic 
acid,  aniline,  and  coal-tar  oils,  naphthaline  and  anthracene 
are  all  slightly  less,  but  probably  the  next  returns  will  show 
a  more  favourable  result  with  the  prolongation  of  the 
German  coal  strike.    Glycerin  exports  are  normal  compared 
with  the  two  previous  years,  but  values  have  declined,  and 
with  the  break-up  of  the  Convention  which  has  been 
announced  this  week  the  prospects  of  improvement  in  prices 
are  slight.    A  satisfactory  item  is  the  export  of  drugs  and 
medicinal  preparations — 117,678?.  against  110,297?.  last  year. 
Under  this  section  we  note  58,268  oz.  of  "British"  made 
quinine  and  quinine  salts  were  exported,  or  an  increase  of 
15,000  oz.    It  is  curious  that  only  6,233  oz.  of  "  foreign" 
make  of  quinine  were  shipped  abroad  last  month.  Among 
miscellaneous  articles  quicksilver  was  in  good  demand,  ex- 
ports amounting  to  286,150  lbs.,  and  other  re-exports  in- 
cluded 1,100  cwt.  of  cream  of  tartar  and  676  cwt.  of  cin- 
chona.   With  the  present  issue  of  the  returns  occasion  has 
been  taken  to  carry  out  certain  alterations  in  the  classifica- 
tion of  imports  and  exports,  which  were  fully  set  out  in  our 
issue  of  January  7,  p.  31.    Under  the  new  arrangement 
distinction  is  made  between  unrefined  and  refined  cocoanut, 
palm,   and  olive  oils.      Imports  of  "borax"  are  now 
distinguished  as  boracite,  borate  of  lime,  borate  of  man- 
ganese, and  borax.    Further  particularising  of  the  countries 
of  origin  and  destination  have  been  introduced,  particularly 
with  regard  to  Japan,  India  (as  distinguished  from  the 
British  East  Indies),  Belgium,    Portugal,    Russia,  and 
several  other  countries. 


To  London  Assistants. 

In  view  of  the  small  attendances  at  recent  meetings  of  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  we  should  like  to  impress 
upon  London  assistants,  and  the  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  particular,  the  need  for  supporting  the  efforts 
made  on  their  behalf  by  the  officers  of  the  Association  as 
well  as  by  the  contributors  of  papers.    If  the  Association 


is  to  continue,  it  is  essential  that  the  members  should  put 
forth  a  little  more  enthusiasm.  Chemists'  associations  in 
most  towns  are  setting  an  example  of  progression  which 
Londoners  could  very  well  follow. 

More  Cases  at  Bradford. 

We  understand  that  the  Patent  Medicine  Vendors  and 
Drug-stores  Association  of  Great  Britain  is  taking  proceed- 
ings against  four  more  chemists  and  druggists  in  Bradford 
who  sold  Rankin's  ointment  to  a  person  unknown  to  them. 
We  understand  that  the  purchases  were  made  at  the  same 
time  as  in  the  other  six  cases  upon  which  proceedings  were 
recently  instituted.  It  is  probable  that  the  hearing  on 
March  1  will  be  purely  formal,  as  the  Bradford  Stipendiary 
Magistrate  has  only  decided  one  case,  the  others  being  re- 
served until  the  High  Court  hears  the  appeal  on  the  stated 
case,  which  is  now  in  preparation  by  counsel  for  both  sides 
with  a  view  to  approval  by  the  magistrates. 

OI.  Amygdalae  Persic. 

Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  in  a  letter  on 
p.  257,  give  an  interesting  account  of  the  origin  of  this 
article,  used  as  a  cheap  substitute  for  almond  oil,  and  they 
point  out  that  while  the  name  was  a  true  description  in 
Latin  of  peach-kernel  oil,  it  is  no  longer  so.  as  the  oil 
referred  to  is  now  chiefly  prepared  from  the  kernels  of 
apricots  (Pritnus  armeniaca).  Hence  they  suggest  that  the 
Latin  name  of  the  oil  should  in  future  be  derived  from  the 
botanical  name  of  the  apricot.  We  understand  that  leading 
wholesalers  are  willing  to  adopt  this  course,  and  we 
make  the  fact  known  so  that  retailers  may  stop  using  the 
misleading  title  "  ol.  amygdala?  persic."  which  has  got 
so  many  into  trouble.  The  oil  is  no  more  almond  oil 
than  seal  oil  is  cod-liver  oil. 

Company  Reform. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  appointed  a 
Committee  to  inquire  what  amendments  are  necessary  in 
the  Acts  relating  to  joint-stock  companies.  Sir  Robert  T. 
Reid,  K.C.,  M.P.,  being  Chairman.  The  attention  of  the 
Committee  will  be  specially  directed  to  the  following 
questions  : 

I.  The  growing  practice  of  issuing  companies  without  a 
prospectus. 

II.  The  registration  outside  England  of  companies  carry- 
ing on  business  in  England  and  appealing  to  English  in- 
vestors. 

III.  The  extension  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1900 
with  regard  to  the  registration  of  mortgages  and  charges 
to  include  all  mortgages  and  charges,  and  not  only  those 
created  since  January  1,  1901. 

IV.  The  amendment  of  Table  A  of  the  Act  of  1862. 

This  is  a  chance  for  the  General  Medical  Council,  Phar- 
maceutical Councils,  and  other  bodies  who  grant  qualifica- 
tions to  persons  on  examination,  to  put  their  cases  as  to 
the  use  of  their  titles  by  companies.  This  question  may 
properly  be  considered  under  the  fourth  of  the  references 
to  the  Committee. 

The  Suburban  Chemist. 

A  correspondent  of  the  "Norwood  Press''  gives  an 
effective  reply  to  frequent  grumblings  of  local  trades- 
men who  complain  that  many  residents  do  their  shopping 
at  the  large  London  stores.  He  relates  that,  having  a 
severe  cold,  he  called  upon  his  doctor  on  his  way  to  town. 
The  doctor  wrote  a  prescription,  suggesting  that  the  patient 
should  take  it  to  a  chemist  across  the  road.  He  did  so. 
but  the  shop  was  not  opened.  He  waited  twenty  minutes, 
and  at  9.15  a.m.  the  chemist  turned  up.  The  prescription 
was  handed  to  the  chemist  with  the  request  that  one 
bottle  might  be  supplied  immediately  (in  order  that  the 
sufferer  could  take  it  to  town  with  him),  while  the  other 
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could  be  sent  to  the  patient's  house.  The  chemist  intimated 
that  he  could  not  attend  to  his  customer  then;  he  was 
doing  something  else.    The  narrative  continues  : 

■'All  right,"  I  said,  "I've  been  waiting  twenty  minutes 
and  can't  wait  any  longer  ;  I  will  get  it  made  up  m  town." 
To  my  astonishment,  in  a  most  aggressive  tone,  ho  replied, 
"  I  open  my  shop  when  I  like,  and  I  close  when  I  like :  you 
can't  get  this  made  up  anywhere  else."    "  Very  well,"  I 
said  ;  "  I  will  ask  the  doctor  for  something  that  I  can,"  and 
naturally  went  out  of  the  shop.   Can  one  be  surprised  that 
people  prefer  the  civility  and  attention  they  receive  from 
the  employes  of  our  large  stores  to  the  ill-bred  and  ignorant 
self-assertion  of  such  a  man  as  this  ? 
We  should  like  to  have  the  chemist's  version  of  the  story. 
If  the  facts  are  anything  like  those  set  forth,  the  chemist's 
conduct  was  quite  inexcusable  and  the  indignation  of  the 
correspondent  justifiable. 

The  Sheep-scab  Order. 

We  may  supplement  our  note  of  last  week  by  reference 
to  certain  clauses  of  the  order  which  it  is  important  for 
retailers  of  sheep-dip  to  observe.  Under  the  order, 
Clause  4,  the  inspector  of  the  local  authority  is  required 
to  cause  all  sheep  detained  on  account  of  scab  to  be 
thoroughly  dipped  in  an  efficient  sheep-dip,  i.e.,  "A  sheep- 
dip  approved  by  the  Board  for  sheep-scab."  By  Clause 
18  sheep-dips  prepared  according  to  the  formulae  published 
last  week  are  deemed  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  for 
sheep-scab,  and  dip  prepared  according  to  these  formulae, 
a  statement  to  this  effect  being  placed  on  the  packet,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  approved  by  the  Board.  Clause  19 
authorises  inspectors  to  take  samples  of  sheep-dip  used 
for  scab,  and  the  person  who  dips  the  sheep  is  required 
to  give  particulars  as  to  its  name  or  composition.  The  crux 
of  the  whole  matter,  so  far  as  our  readers  are  concerned, 
is  in  the  fifth  paragraph  of  Clause  20,  dealing  with 
offences.    It  is  as  follows  : 

If  any  sheep-dip  not  prepared  in  accordance  with  any 
of  the  said  prescriptions,  or  otherwise  approved  by  the 
Board  for  sheep-scab,  is  falsely  marked  with  a  statement 
or  indication  that  it  has  been  so  prepared  or  approved, 
any  person  who  shall  have  so  marked  the  sheep-dip  or 
caused  the  same  to  be  so  marked,  or  who  shall  sell  or  use 
the  sheep-dip  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  so  falsely 
marked,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  offence  against  the 
Act  of  1894. 

We  understand  that  the  Board  have  sent  out  application- 
forms  to  manufacturers  of  sheep-dip  known  to  them, 
and  any  of  our  readers  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of 
the  order  by  having  their  own  preparations  officially 
approved  can  obtain  the  forms  on  application.  The  order 
does  not,  of  course,  apply  to  sheep-dip  used  for  other  pur- 
poses than  the  treatment  of  scab. 

Getting  over  the  Stile. 

The  nearest  approach  to  a  test-case  on  the  use  of  personal 
titles  by  companies  is  provided  this  week  at  Cardiff,  where 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  proceeded  against  a  com- 
pany, under  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  for  not  observ- 
ing the  poisons  regulatioas,  a  poisonous  liniment  having 
been  sold  in  a  bottle  not  distinguishable  by  touch.  The  fact 
was  admitted  by  the  defence,  who,  however,  argued  that 
the  poison  was  sold  by  a  qualified  person,  but,  in  any  case, 
that  the  company  is  outside  Section  15.  The  advocacy  of 
Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  who  appeared  for  the  prosecution, 
was  so  forcible  that  the  County  Court  Judge  has  taken 
time  to  consider  the  matter,  saying  "  there  is  a  very  big  stile 
to  get  over,  and  if  he  could  help  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
to  get  over  the  stile,  he  would  do  so."  The  argument  used 
by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was,  substantially,  that  a  company  is 
liable  for  neglecting  the  poisons  regulations  whether  the 
sale  is^  by  a  qualified  man  or  not ;  and  he  supports  this 


contention  by  a  remark  made  by  Lord  Blackburn  in 
the  House  of  Lords.  There  is  thus  a  possibility  that 
the  Judge  may  give  a  decision  which  will  enable  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  reopen  the  company  question  in  a 
higher  court,  but  the  stile  is  formidable.  We  understand 
that  this  is  not  the  first  case  of  the  kind  that  the  Society  has 
taken.  In  the  Registrar's  report  submitted  to  the  Council 
last  week  one  case  was  mentioned  in  which  the  penalty  had 
been  paid.  The  Society  is  fortunate  in  getting  a  company 
to  come  into  open  court,  for  even  though  the  stile  may  not 
be  got  over,  the  case  will  strengthen  the  Society's  hands  in 
appealing  to  the  Legislature  for  amendment  of  the  law,  as 
nothing  could  be  more  effective  than  a  judgment  to  the 
effect  that  regulations  made  for  the  public  safety  are  not 
enforceable  upon  companies. 

"  Matters  Educational." 

The  address  by  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  Vice-President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  Manchester  on  Wednesday 
evening,  deserves  careful  consideration  at  the  present  time. 
We  give  it  as  briefly  as  the  importance  of  his  suggestions 
permits.    It  has  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  proposal  em- 
bodied in  the  Pharmacy  Bill  to  institute  a  compulsory  curri- 
culum of  itudy  upon  all  who  desire  to  be  registered  as 
chemists  and  druggists.    We  do  not  go  so  far  as  Mr.  Young 
in  attributing  the  failures  in  the  qualifying  examination  to 
deficiency  or  retrogression  in  training  of  chemists'  appren- 
tices.     Articles  which  we  published  some  time  ago  by 
eminent  pharmacists  showed  that  their  apprenticeships  were 
far  from  ideal.    Mr.  Young  makes  insufficient  allowance 
for  the  influence  which  the  "improvements"  on  the  Minor 
examination  have  had  upon  the  results.    If  he  reads  the 
report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  1865,  he  will  find  ex- 
pressed there  a  decided  and  reasonable  view  of  what  the 
examination  for  chemists  and  druggists  should  be.  The 
experience  of  forty  years  has  proved  that  the  Committee 
was  right  in  concluding  that  there  would  be  a  large  demand 
for  chemists  and  druggists  and  a  much  smaller  demand  for 
pharmacists.    That  is  exactly  the  condition  to-day,  and  the 
Minor  examination  ignores  the  fact.    Most  of  the  candidates 
for  it  spend  the  years  before  the  examination  in  a  business 
whose  nature  cannot  be  made  to  conform  with  the  Minor 
ideal ;  they  cannot  help  it,  nor  can  their  employers ;  and 
when  the  young  men  return  to  trade  qualified  as  by  law 
and  by-law  required,  they  have  to  revert  to  the  actual  con- 
ditions of  things — should  it  happen  to  be  their  object  to 
make  a  living.    We  sympathise  with  Mr.  Young's  aspira- 
tions for  the  better  education  of  pharmacists,  but  we  think 
there  is  scope  for  some  reflection  on  the  point  that  a  grand 
mistake  has  been  made  in  confusing  the  intentions  of  the 
1868  Act  with  those  of  the  1852  one.    Certainly  the  Major 
examination  is  no  longer  what  the  law  intended  it  to  be, 
for  the  pharmaceutical  chemist's  qualification  as  a  dispenser 
of  medicines  is  no  higher  by  examination  than  that  of  the 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  it  is  proposed  that  this  undesir- 
able difference  should  be  emphasised  by  making  the  Major 
man  specialise  in  two  sciences  ! 


Opium-dtjty  Increased. — An  interesting  feature  in  the 
Bill  fixing  the  new  rates  of  import-duties  for  goods  in  the 
Philippines,  says  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Era,"  is  a  provision 
increasing  the  duty  on  crude  opium  from  $3  to  $4  per  kilo., 
and  on  manufactured  opium  from  $3.50  to  $5.  Accompany- 
ing the  Bill  is  the  report  of  the  Commission  headed  by 
Bishop  Brent,  which  visited  the  opium-using  countries  of 
the  East.  This  report  recommends  the  creation  of  a  Govern- 
ment monopoly  in  opium  for  three  years,  the  drug  being 
sold  in  that  period  only  to  confirmed  Chinese  opium-users  in 
the  Philippines  as  a  measure  of  humanity.  After  that 
period  the  traffic  is  to  be  suppressed.

"  That  the  practice  of  breaking  bulk  of  stamped  packages 
is  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  chemists,  and  the  Associa- 
tion consider  it  advisable  for  the  Executive  of  the  Federa- 
tion to  approach  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  with  a 
view  to  bringing  about  the  discontinuance  of  the  practice." 

It  was  also  resolved  to  suggest  to  the  Federation  that  the 
Federation  annual  meetings  be  held  in  London  during  the 
Chemists'  Exhibition  week. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

London  Section. 
At  a  meeting  of  this  Section  on  February  6,  held  at  Burling- 
ton House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  Mr.  W.  P.  Dreaper  read  a  long 
paper  on  "  The  Theory  of  Dyeing,"  in  which  he  reviewed 
Linder's  theory  of  "  solid  solution,"  in  which  it  is  held  that 
the  fibres  dissolve  the  colouring-matter.  The  theory  has  been 
objected  to  on  several  points,  one  being  that  finely  powdered 
silica  can  be  dyed,  but  the  lecturer  had  explanations— rather 
involved,  it  must  be  confessed — to  account  for  this  pheno- 
menon. In  the  discussion  Dr.  Perkin  agreed  that  dyeing  is 
not  always  a  chemical  process,  but  an  extremely  complicated 
reaction  on  the  borderland  of  chemistry  and  physics. 

The  other  paper  was  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Lovibond,  on  "  The 
Fading  of  Inks  and  Pigments,"  being  a  preliminary  paper 
on  an  adaptation  of  tintometer-methods  to  measuring  minute 
changes  of  tint  in  colours.  The  subject  bristles  with  diffi- 
culties when  it  is  considered  that  a  sensation  is  beiag 
measured  which  is  not  a  chemical  constant.  Mr.  Lovibond 
does  not  take  the  sun's  spectrum  as  his  colour-basis,  but 
definite  solutions  of  such  chemicals  as  potassium  bichromate, 
potassium  permanganate,  and  copper  sulphate.  Another 
difficulty  is  the  proper  light  to  use,  and  in  the  discussion  it 
transpired  that  Mr.  Lovibond  hopes  soon  to  perfect  a 
standard  light. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  members  of  this  Association  was  held  at 
the  Grand  Central  Hotel  on  February  2,  the  President  (Mr. 
G.  W.  Worfolk)  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Woodcock,  of  Leeds,  delivered  a  lecture  on  "  Some  of 
the  Reasons  why  People  Die."  Chiefly  it  was  a  dissertation 
on  the  influence  of  bacteria.  All  life,  he  pointed  out,  is 
parasitic.  The  struggle  for  existence  is  one  between  a 
living  organism  and  its  environment,  and  the  strongest  and 
fittest  are  those  who  are  mentally  strong  enough  to  carry  on 
the  struggle  with  environment  most  successfully.  He  hoped 
he  saw  the  coming  of  a  time  when  men  would  be  so  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  the  struggle  with  environment  that 
they  would  cease  to  war  with  each  other  and  would  combine 
against  their  common  enemies.  He  urged  that  it  was  not 
waste  of  effort  to  help  the  weaklings,  because  in  doing  so 
they  must  also  indirectly  help  the  strong.  Dr.  Woodcock 
also  referred  to  the  antitoxin  treatment  of  diphtheria  and 
other  diseases. 

Mr.  Beacock  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Woodcock, 
which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Fourness.  Mr.  Pilkington 
Sargeant  said  it  was  almost  a  disgrace  to  this  country  that 
there  is  not  a  Pasteur  Institute  in  Great  Britain,  under 
Government  control,  for  the  treatment  of  hydrophobia. 
The  resolution  was  carried. 

The  following  new  members  were  then  elected  :  Mr. 
James,  of  Messrs.  Reynolds  &  Branson  ;  Mr.  Dearden,  of 
Woodhouse  Lane ;  and  Mr.  Jones,  of  Messrs.  Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Kemp,  Ltd. 

The  President  announced  that  in  a  few  months  there  will 
be  another  examination  of  students  in  connection  with  the 
Bowman  prize  scheme,  full  particulars  of  which  will  shortly 
be  available. 


Chemical  Society. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Thursday, 
February  3,  the  chair  being  taken  by  the  President  (Dr. 
W.  A.  Tilden).  Only  four  papers  were  down  for  reading, 
and,  presumably  because  the  titles  of  these  held  out  nc 
promise  of  topics  of  general  interest,  there  was  but  a  poor 
attendance  of  Fellows.  The  first  two  papers  were  con- 
tributed by  Dr.  M.  O.  Forster,  one  in  collaboration  with 
Mr.  Fierz  and  the  other  by  himself.    Both  dealt  with  phases 


of  the  camphor  problem,  the  first  being  entitled  "  Cam- 
phorylcarbimide  and  Isomeric  Camphoryl  Carbamides  "  and 
the  other  "  Isonitrosocamphor."  The  third  paper,  which 
was  read  by  the  Junior  Secretary  (Dr.  Forster)  in  the 
absence  of  the  author,  Dr.  Perman,  described  a  method  of 
determining  the  molecular  weight  of  a  substance  by  direct 
measurement  of  the  lowering  of  vapour-tension  of  a  solvent 
caused  by  solution  of  the  substance  therein.  So  far  the  fall 
in  vapour-pressure  has,  owing  to  experimental  difficulties, 
usually  been  measured  indirectly  by  determination  of  rise  in 
boiling-point  or  fall  in  freezing-point  or  in  other  similar 
ways,  and  Dr.  Perman  is  anxious  to  rescue  the  direct  method 
from  oblivion.  In  commenting  on  the  paper  the  President 
expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  unlikely  that  the  new  method 
will  attain  to  the  popularity  of  the  Beckmann  process  for  the 
determination  of  molecular  weights,  though  it  is  certainly  of 
great  interest  from  a  theoretical  point  of  view.  The  meet- 
ing was  then  adjourned  until  Wednesday,  February  8,  at 
5.30  p.m. 

An  extraordinary  meeting  of  this  Society,  called  to  con- 
sider certain 

Proposed  Changes  in  the  By-laws, 
already  alluded  to  in  the  G.  <£•■  D.  of  January  21,  was  held 
on  Wednesday,  February  8,  at  5.30  p.m.  In  spite  of  the 
importance  of  the  proposed  changes,  there  was  a  very 
small  attendance  of  Fellows,  not  more  than  fifty  being 
present.  The  President  (Dr.  Tilden)  inaugurated  the 
proceedings  by  giving  a  short  statement  of  the  causes 
which  had  led  the  Council  to  undertake  the  revision  of 
the  by-laws,  and  of  the  method  by  which  this  work  had 
been  done  by  a  small  committee  of  the  Council,  aided  by 
Mr.  Phipson  Beale,  K.C.  He  went  on  to  point  out  that 
a  great  number  of  verbal  alterations  had  been  made  with 
the  object  of  rendering  the  by-laws  less  ambiguous  and 
more  in  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  the  charter.  In 
addition  to  these  unimportant  changes,  it  was  proposed  in 
future  to  restrict  the  Fellowship  to  British  subjects  and 
to  admit  women  and  foreigners  as  "  associates,"  having 
all  the  privileges  of  Fellows  except  that  of  voting  at 
meetings.  These  proposals  of  the  Council  appeared  to 
meet  with  the  approval  of  most  of  the  Fellows,  but  the 
phraseology,  the  scope,  and  the  arrangement  of  the  draft 
of  the  new  by-laws  met  with  severe  criticism,  especially 
from  Dr.  Divers ;  and  finally  a  motion  was  carried  to  the 
effect  that  the  draft  should  be  referred  back  to  the  Council 
for  revision  on  these  points. 


Blackpool  and  Fylde  Chemists'  Association, 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  February  2  at 
the  Palatine  Hotel,  Blackpool,  Mr.  C.  H.  Turver  in  the 
chair. 

The  Fairchild  scholarship  scheme  was  brought  forward 
on  a  letter  from  Mr.  Holden,  and  much  satisfaction  was- 
expressed  that  the  prizes  were  to  be  awarded  as  the  result 
of  practical  rather  than  academic  knowledge. 

The  question  of  breaking  bulk  of  proprietary  medicines 
was  then  discussed,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  practice  was. 
generally  to  the  detriment  of  the  interests  of  chemists. 

Mr.  Laurie  introduced  the  subject  of 

The  Shop-hours  Act, 
he  being  very  well  posted  up,  having  been  called  upon 
to  bring  it  before  a  meeting  of  the  Tradesmen's  Associa- 
tion a  few  days  previously.  He  considered  the  Act  very 
elastic  and,  like  most  Acts  of  Parliament,  full  of  loop- 
holes. The  Tradesmen's  Association  was  probably  going; 
to  adopt  it,  and  chemists  should  do  so  in  a  modified  form, 
but  medicines  and  medical  appliances,  being  exempt  from 
the  operations  of  the  Act,  could  be  sold  at  all  hours.  A 
part  of  the  Act  that  would  cause  difficulties  was  the 
dividing  of  towns  into  districts.  This  might  spoil  the 
effect  of  the  Act  if  one  district  or  ward  of  a  town  adopted 
the  Act  and  another  did  not. 

The  feeling  of  the  meeting  was  in  favour  of  the  Act, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  8  p.m.  is  a  suitable  hour  for  finally 
closing  during  the  winter  months. 

Society  of  Arts. 

Mr.  R.  Child  Bayley,  on  February  8,  gave  a  lecture  before- 
i  the  Society  on  "Time  Development  in  Photography  and 
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Mechanical  Methods  of  Carrying  it  Out."  The  lecturer  con- 
sidered in  detail  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
machine  development.  The  importance  of  correct  exposure 
and  the  powerlessness  of  modification  of  the  developer  to 
remedy  errors  of  exposure  were  first  impressed  on  the 
audience,  and  the  advantage  of  mechanical  development,  to 
which  the  lecturer  became  a  convert  some  time  ago,  were 
then  stated  : 

1.  It  gives  us  perfectly  uniform  negatives  when  exposure 
lias  been  correct,  whether  we  develop  daily,  or  only  have  a 
few  to  deal  with  every  now  and  again. 

2.  It  brings  everything  out  that  can  be  got  out  of  an  under- 
exposed plate,  and  removes  the  temptation  to  over-develop 
in  the  hope  that  more  details  may  be  obtained. 

3.  It  gives  us  as  good  a  result  as  can  be  got  with  over- 
exposed plates,  and  prevents  any  risk  of  insufficient  develop- 
ment which  may  be  caused  by  the  difficulty  of  judging  how 
far  development  has  gone  when  the  plate  is  very  opaque. 

4.  It  reduces  light  fog  to  a  minimum,  and  in  the  case  of 
roll  films  does  away  with  it  entirely. 

5.  It  overcomes  entirely  the  difficulty  of  determining  when 
development  is  complete. 

6.  It  can  accommodate  itself  to  the  nature  of  the  subject  or 
to  the  printing  process  to  be  used,  or  may  be  settled  once  for 
all  to  give  a  good  "  all  round  "  negative. 

This  was  followed  by  a  description  of  the  Tyma,  Kodak, 
and  Standa  developing  machines  and  some  notes  as  to  the 
composition  of  the  developer  and  the  temperature  at  which 
developing  should  be  carried  out. 


Halifax  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association. 

On  February  8  there  was  a  capital  turn-up  of  members 
of  this  Association  at  the  Old  Cock  Hotel,  to  listen  to  a 
paper  by  Mr.  Arthur  Hanson,  of  Queensbury,  on 

Points  for  the  Consideration  of  Chemists. 

Mr.  Clement  Fielding  (the  President)  was  in  the  chair, 
and  introduced  Mr.  Hanson  in  an  appropriate  speech. 
Mr.  Hanson's  three  principal  points  were—  (1)  the  metric 
system,  (2)  the  poison  laws,  and,  (3)  prescriptions  and 
dispensing.  In  regard  to  the  first  he  urged  that  the  metric 
system  presented  no  difficulties  to  chemists,  its  routine 
was  easily  mastered,  and  they  soon  became  familiarised 
with  it.  With  regard  to  the  poison  laws,  he  pointed  out 
that  the  subject  was  one  which  had  demonstrated  the  value 
of  the  Association's  work.  Especially  was  this  shown  in 
a  case  which  had  recently  been  before  the  Courts — the 
subject  of  prescribing  and  dispensing;  his  remarks  were 
chiefly  devoted  to  indicating  a  honest  dividing  line  between 
the  two.  They  must  recognise  a  dividing  line.  To  pre- 
scribe is  a  doctor's  function,  and  in  cases  of  illness  he,  when 
asked  for  a  prescription,  prescribed  a  doctor;  but,  of 
course,  in  cases  of  minor  ailments  the  thing  is  different, 
and  he  does  in  such  cases  recommend  a  remedy  and  dis- 
penses it.  The  question  of  "repeating  prescriptions"  is 
an  important  one,  and  frequently  such  repetition— after  a 
lengthened  period  had  elapsed— is  a  bit  hard  on  the  doctor. 
He  referred  to  a  system  prevailing  in  Russia  which  might 
well  be  introduced  into  England — namely,  that  repeating 
a  prescription  after  a  certain  time  can  only  be  done  with 
the  written  concurrence  of  the  medical  man  who  gave  it. 

In  , an  interesting  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  H. 
Hebden  expressed  the  opinion  that  doctors  are  not  very 
considerate  towards  chemists  in  some  trade  matters.  He 
could  point  out  instances  where  medical  men  dispense 
patent  medicines— Scott's  emulsion,  Seidlitz  powders  and 
the  like.  That  is  as  unfair  to  the  chemist  as  the  practice 
of  chemists  who  prescribe  is  to  the  doctor. 

Mr.  Percy  Swire  remarked  that  there  are  two  qualified 
sections  who  dispense— namely,  the  qualified  dispenser— the 
chemist— and  the  holder  of  an  Apothecaries'  Hall  certificate. 
If  the  granting  of  certificates  were  restricted,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  would  not  benefit  simply  because  the 
Apothecaries'  Hall  would  benefit  by  it  to  the  same  extent. 
Mr.  Thompson  urged  that  in  regard  to  dispensing  they 
must  have  some  sympathy  with  the  poor  who  could  not 
afford  to  pay  for  a  doctor.  They  must  approach  the  ques- 
tion from  both  sides.  They  could  not,  he  thought,  follow 
Mr.  Hanson's  advice  in  all  cases.  Mr.  Brierley  suggested 
that  it.  is  well  for  chemists,  in  certain  districts  especially, 
to  try  and  keep  on  friendly  terms  with  the  district  medical 


man  and  get  his  dispensing.  It  is  a  good  thing  to  do. 
Of  course  it  required  some  sacrifice ;  they  would  be  tied 
to  the  shop,  for  instance,  more  than  would  otherwise  be 
the  case.  Mr.  Hanson,  replying,  expressed  the  thought 
that  in  the  near  future  doctors — the  rising  generation  of 
doctors  at  all  events — would  be  glad  to  leave  dispensing  to 
the  chemist.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr. 
Hanson  for  his  paper. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  February  7. 
The  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Marshall  (Vice- 
President),  and  there  was  a  good  attendance. 

Letters. 

The  Secretary  read  a  circular  from  the  Society  of  Chemist- 
Opticians  asking  that  the  claims  of  the  Society  should  be 
brought  before  the  members.  He  said  that,  so  far  as  they 
were  at  present  advised,  the  Council  thought  that  the 
Bradford  chemists  had  sufficient  side-lines  already. 

A  circular  from  the  Reading  Association  was  read,  which 
stated  that,  as  last  year,  they  had  selected  half-a-dozen 
proprietors  whom  they  proposed  that  all  the  Associations 
should  put  pressure  on  to  induce  them  to  join  the  P.A.T.A., 
and  they  asked  for  the  assistance  of  the  Bradford  Asso- 
ciation. 

It  was  decided  that  the  members  of  the  Bradford  Associa- 
tion should  give  all  the  assistance  in  their  power  in  this 
matter,  and  that  the  Secretary  should  write  to  the  Reading 
Association  to  that  effect. 

The  Secretary  read  a  circular  from  the  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Associations  on  the  question  of  breaking 
bulk  of  stamped  medicines.  The  meeting  agreed  that  break- 
ing bulk  was  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  chemists  and 
druggists,  and  it  was  considered  that  breaking  bulk  should 
not  be  permitted  for  preparations  other  than  those  ordered 
by  a  physician  as  part  of  a  prescription.  It  was  further 
resolved  that  it  was  advisable  that  the  Executive  of  the 
Federation  should  approach  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities 
with  a  view  to  bringing  about  a  discontinuance  of  the 
practice. 

Early  Closing. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  the  Bradford  Chamber  of 
Trades,  asking  that  the  Association  should  fall  in  with  the 
suggestion  of  the  recent  joint  conference  of  various  bodies 
of  traders  that  the  half-day  closing  should  be  on  Wednesday 
for  all  trades  except  those  who  close  on  Saturday,  and  should 
suggest  its  own  closing-hours.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the 
question  of  the  suitability  of  Wednesday  for  the  half-day 
closing,  and  Wednesday  was  unanimously  approved.  In 
regard  to  the  question  of  evening  closing,  the  Secretary  pro- 
posed that  the  hours  recommended  should  be  eight  o'clock  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday,  nine  o'clock  on  Friday, 
and  ten  o'clock  on  Saturday.  Several  members  asked 
whether  the  off-licensed  grocers  would  be  able  to  sell  their 
small  drugs  after  the  approved  closing-hours,  and  it  was 
stated  that  the  exemption  certainly  would  permit  anybody  to 
sell  drugs  after  the  closing-hours  if  they  pleased,  but  it  was 
thought  probable  that  in  practice  it  would  not  work  out 
with  any  serious  effect  to  the  detriment  of  the  chemist.  The 
Secretary's  proposal  was  agreed  to. 

It  was  determined  that  the  annual  dinner  be  held  on  Tues- 
day, April  11,  and  the  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  con- 
sideration of 

Clause  7  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  Chairman  said  that  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  old 
clause  would  have  no  chance  whatever  of  getting  through 
Parliament,  and  the  question  was  whether  that  Association 
was  willing  to  accept  the  new  clause  or  would  prefer  that  the 
Bill  should  be  dropped.  The  effect  of  the  new  clause  was 
that  the  title  question,  at  any  rate,  was  settled.  No 
company  registered  under  the  Companies  Act  could  in 
future  use  the  title  if  the  Bill  was  passed.  In  answer  to 
Mr.  Taylor,  the  chairman  said  that  whereas  at  present  there 
was  no  means  of  finding  out  whether  the  Act  was  being 
evaded,  if  the  new  Bill  was  passed,  when  a  registered  man 
had  some  suspicion,  he  would  report  to  the  Registrar,  and 
he  would  have  power  to  inquire  into  the  matter. 

Upon  the  question  being  put  to  the  vote,  it  was  decided 
unanimously  to  approve  the  new  clause. 
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Rankin's  Ointment. 
The  Chairman  announced  that  three  extra  summonses  had 
been  taken  out  in  Bradford  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  Rankin's 
ointment,  but  he  was  advised  that  it  was  not  at  all  likely 
that  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  would  hear  the  cases.  The 
advice  given  to  the  members  of  the  trade  in  respect  to  the 
further  sale  of  Rankin's  ointment,  pending  the  result  of  the 
appeal,  was  that  it  might  be  sold  as  under  Part  2  of  the 
Schedule.    That  was  the  advice  given  by  Mr.  Glyn- Jones. 


Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  February  meeting  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel, 
Manchester,  on  Wednesday  evening,  Mr.  G.  S.  Woolley, 
President,  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  larger  attendance  than 
usual,  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  having  promised  an  address. 
This  was  entitled 

Matters  Educational. 
He  commenced  by  quoting  Ruskin,  who  said  :  "Modern 
education  for  the  most  part  signifies  giving  people  the  faculty 
of  thinking  wrong  on  every  conceivable  subject  of  import- 
ance to  them  " ;  then  pointed  out  that  for  sixty  years  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society   has  been  promoting  a  uniform 
system  of  education  of  those  who  practise  the  art  and  science 
science  of  pharmacy,  without  commensurate  success.  Thus 
at   the   January  Minor  examination    in  London  nearly 
70  per  cent,  were  found  incompetent,  and  in  Edinburgh 
72  per  cent.     This    "really  disgracefully   high  propor- 
tion  of  rejectiDiis"  is  the  cause  of  continual  bewailing, 
and  he  considered  that  it   is    fairly   apparent  that  the 
immediate  cause  is  the  defect  in  the  education   of  the 
candidates.    He  proceeded  to  examine  the  causes,  first 
dealing  with  apprenticeship,  pointing  out  that  formerly 
apprentices  were  really  taught  the  trade  by  manipula- 
tions   in    the    laboratory,    where   medicines    were  com- 
pounded to  meet  current  demands,  but  now  that  work  is 
generally  relegated  to  the  manufacturer  and  the  "quack," 
so  that  it  is  not  surprising  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  candidates 
fail  to  show  a  practical  knowledge  of  their  calling.  Mr. 
Young  deprecated  admonishing  the  individual  and  taking  no 
pains  to  mend  the  system.    The  promotion  of  education 
chiefly  by  means  of  examination  inevitably  induces  the 
worst  form  of  mental  forcing.    There  should  be  a  definite 
relationship  between  education  and  examination,  and  the 
governing  authority  should  in  bounden  duty  see  that  regula- 
tions for  ensuring  rational  training  always  remain  in  ad- 
vance of  the  demands  of  the  examination  syllabus.  This 
has  not  been  done.    At  present  there  is  a  qualifying  test 
which  requires  a  three  years'  real  pupilage  in  practical  phar- 
macy, and  at  the  very  least  nine  months'  technical  test 
scientific  tuition.     The  three  years'  pupilage  is  to  all 
intents  a  myth,  and  is  replaced  by  the  shortest  possible  course 
in  the  cheapest  school  of  pharmacy  available.    In  the  result 
the  general  trend  of  instruction  is  in  the  direction  of  teaching 
young  men  how  they  may  best  acquire  a  veneer  of  know- 
ledge sufficient  to  withstand  the  scrutiny  of  rapid  examina- 
tion.   After  referring  to  the  Board  of  Education's  desire 
to  fit  education  to  the  needs  of  the  child  rather  than  com- 
pelling the  child  to  conform  to  the  system,  and  Mr.  T.  S. 
Dymond's  appointment    as  fiist  evidence  of   this  desire, 
Mr.  Young  proceeded  to  consider  the  class  of  youths 
coming  into  the  trade,  concluding  that  from  the  lower 
middle-class  day  schools  we  have  been  getting  an  inferior 
product.    Leaving  this  matter  to  be  improved  by  the  Board 
of  Education,  he  went  on  to  discuss  the  remedies  for  our 
failings  in  technical  education,  mentioning  "Division  of 
Examination,"     "  Concurrent    Curricula,"     "  University 
Courses,"  and  "Subsidised  Schools"  as  suggestions  which 
have  been  put  forward.    Compulsory  curriculum,  he  agreed, 
is  the  first  step  in  reform,  and  he  has  "  a  sneaking  predilec- 
tion "  for  a  pharmaceutical  course  to  dovetail  with  a  B.Sc. 
course,  but  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  duty  is  to  turn 
out  sound  pharmacists.    After  glancing  at  Mr.  Tocher's 
scheme  and  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd's,  to  each  of  which  he 
advanced  objections,  he  submitted  his  own  in  the  following 
words  : 

I  incline  to  a  modification  of  Professor  Wild's  scheme. 
In  the  first  place,  I  think  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  a 
compulsory  course  of  study  in  the  technical  subjects  of  the 
examination  should  be  established.    With  regard  to  the 


evidence  of  preliminary  knowledge,  I  am  content  to  leave 
that  as  it  stands,  inasmuch  as,  although  I  should  be  de- 
lighted to  find  that  it  was  possible  to  insist  upon  every  can- 
didate for  a  pharmaceutical  career  producing  a  Matricula- 
tion Certificate  from  one  of  the  British  universities,  I  feel 
that  the  present  requirements,  which  were  laid  down  in 
1900,  constitute  a  pretty  adequate  test  of  a  candidate's  train- 
ing in  arts.  But  I  contend  that  it  should  be  made  com- 
pulsory that  registration  as  a  student  shoidd  precede  the 
commencement  of  the  term  of  pupilage.  I  should  insist 
upon  three  years'  real  officinal  training,  for  I  place  much 
stress  upon  the  desirability  of  a  youth  during  the  most 
impressionable  years  of  his  life  becoming  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  details  of  his  calling.  To  ensure  that 
the  pupilage  should  be  a  real  one,  I  should  like  to  see  each 
student  compelled  to  notify  to  the  Registrar  the  fact  of 
his  having  commenced  the  period,  together  with  particulars 
of  where  it  was  to  be  served.  At  the  end  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  registration  as  a  student  the  Intermediate 
Examination  in  Science  might  take  place,  and  this  ex- 
amination should  be  a  written  one  in  chemistry,  physics, 
materia  medica,  and  botany.  Each  candidate  for  tho 
Science  examination  should  be  required  to  produce  evidence 
of  having  attended  an  adequate  course,  either  at  a  univer- 
sity, a  college  of  university  rank,  or  some  other  officially 
recognised  school  of  science.  Those  who  pass  this  examina- 
tion should  have  their  names  recorded  at  Bloomsbury 
Square,  but  would  not,  of  course,  be  provided  with  certi- 
ficates or  given  any  qualification.  After  tho  lapse  of  four 
years  from  the  date  of  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical 
student  a  candidate  should  be  permitted  to  take  his  final 
examination,  which  should  be  a  practical  and  oral  ex- 
amination, the  subjects  being  practical  chemistry,  practical 
pharmacy,  pharmacy,  prescriptions,  and,  in  fact,  the  purely 
pharmaceutical  subjects.  Each  candidate  for  this  examina- 
tion should  be  required  to  produce  evidence  of  having 
attended  an  adequate  course  in  a  school  of  pharmacy  duly 
inspected,  approved,  and,  perhaps,  even  subsidised  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Mr.  Young  did  not  think  this  scheme  would  entail  any 
hardship  upon  the  student,  as  there  is  hardly  a  centre  of 
importance  in  Great  Britain  which  has  not,  or  which  will 
not  have  in  the  near  future,  either  a  university,  a  univer- 
sity college,  or  a  science  school  recognised  by  the  univer- 
sities, or  of  a  standing  worthy  of  recognition  by  the  Society. 
In  regard  to  the  teaching  of  practical  pharmacy,  the  scheme 
would  be  calculated  to  promote  the  establishment  of  schools 
of  pharmacy  properly  so  called,  where  students,  having 
given  evidence  of  a  fair  knowledge  in  chemistry,  botany, 
and  materia  medica,  could  be  taught  to  apply  that  know- 
ledge to  pharmaceutical  practice.  Recapitulating  his  views. 
Mr.  Young  submitted  his  remedies  in  the  subjoined  brief 
fashion  : 

1.  Registration  as  "Student"  before  commencement  of 
pupilage. 

2.  Real  apprenticeship  or  period  of  service  for  three 
years,  not  in  "  translation  and  dispensing,"  but  in  the 
pharmacy  of  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist.  No  chemist 
and  druggist  to  take  a  pupil  who  is  not  a  registered 
"  Student "  or  who  has  not  notified  commencement  of 
pupilage  to  Registrar. 

3.  Three  years  from  date  of  registration  and  upon  evi- 
dence of  (a)  three  years'  actual  service,  (6)  certificates  of 
having  attended  certain  courses  in  chemistry,  physics, 
botany,  and  materia  medica  at  a  university  or  a  recognised 
science  school,  "Students"  may  take  the  intermediate  ex- 
amination in  science  (not  of  B.Sc.  standard).  The  examina- 
tion to  be  a  written  one  in  chemistry,  botany,  phvsics,  and 
materia  medica. 

4.  Four  years  from  registration  as  "  Student,"  and  after 
evidence:  (a)  Of  having  passed  intermediate;  (ft)  of  having 
been  a  session  (ten  months)  in  a  school  of  pharmacy 
approved  by  the  Council,  students  may  take  the  final  (which 
confers  registration  as  chemist  and  druggist).  The  examina- 
tion to  comprise  practical  pharmaceutical  subjects,  and 
may  be  either  practical,  oral,  or  written,  or  all  three,  at 
the  determination  of  the  Council. 

Under  no  circumstances  should  schools  recognised  as 
approved  science  schools  be  also  recognised  as  approved 
schools  of  pharmacy.  It  is  important  to  differentiate 
between  the  teaching  in  specialised  or  applied  science,  whic  h 
should  be  wholly  under  the  control  of  a  specialising  body — 
in  this  case  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

In  the  brief  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  Kirkby  said 
division  of  the  examination  is  necessary ;  so  is  a  compulsory 
curriculum.  Messrs.  Grier,  Kemp,  Lane,  and  Ringer  also 
spoke,  apprenticeship  being  the  principal  theme ;  and  on 
this  point  the  Chairman  said  there  is  too  much  tradition 
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with  regard  to  apprentices.  Some  men  seem  to  take  them 
for  what  they  could  get  out  of  them  rather  than  educate 
them.  Youths  to-day  are  no  worse  than  they  used  to  be. 
In  Manchester  fifty  years  ago  apprentices  attended  classes 
in  Calvert's  laboratory  and  lectures  in  the  afternoons,  but 
there  is  nothing  of  that  sort  now. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Young. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  this 
Association  was  held  at  the  St.  Bride's  Institute,  Ludgate 
Circus,  E.C.,  on  February  8,  Mr.  F.  Truman  in  the  chair. 
There  were  also  present  Mr.  Leo  Atkinson,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Bromley,  Mr.  W.  M.  Campbell,  Mr.  T.  H.  Powell,  Mr.  R. 
Willson,  and  Mr.  R.  B.  Betty  (Hon.  Secretary).  Seven 
new  members  were  elected,  the  Secretary  mentioning  that 
he  had  a  canvasser  at  work. 

Price-protection. 
Replies  to  the  letters  sent  out  to  proprietary-medicine 
owners,  asking  them  to  put  their  articles  on  the  P.A.T.A. 
list,  were  next  considered.  The  agents  for  Williams'  Pink 
Pills  and  Carter's  Pills  replied  that  they  were  opposed  to 
joining  any  society  for  the  protection  of  prices  and  also 
were  unable  to  reduce  their  wholesale  prices.  The  Associa- 
tion was  asked  to  express  its  opinion  of  the  suggested 
minimum  prices  of  Williams'  Pills  (2s.  Zd.)  and  Carter's 
Pills  (Is.).  The  method  of  protection,  however,  must  be 
left  to  Messrs.  Morgan  Richards  &  Sons.  The  London 
agents  for  Kutnow's  powder  are  to  submit  the  Association's 
letter  to  Mr.  Kutnow  on  his  return  from  abroad.  Messrs. 
Neave,  of  Fordingbridge,  replied  that  whilst  they  could 
not  see  their  way  clear  to  joining  any  price-protection 
association,  they  had  under  consideration  whether  some- 
thing could  not  be  done  to  stop  cutting.  The  Apollinaris 
Co.  replied  through  a  representative  that  they  are  thinking 
of  putting  Apenta  water  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 

Parliamentary  Matters. 
The  report  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee's  meeting 
referred  with  satisfaction  to  what  was  said  at  the  Council- 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  about  protecting 
•chemists  persecuted  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts. 

Mr.  Leo  Atkinson  remarked  that  the  present  trouble 
would  never  have  happened  if  the  Society  had  taken  up 
the  matter  as  urged  some  years  ago. 

In  regard  to  assisting  pharmaceutical  candidates  at  the 
next  parliamentary  election  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  said  he 
was  not  a  candidate  for  Parliament,  while  Mr.  Idris 
thanked  the  Association  for  their  promised  help. 

The  Parliamentary  Committee  was,  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Betty,  given  power  to  spend  in  promoting  the 
interests  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  when  next  the  measure 
conies  before  Parliament. 

.The  Chairman  said  that  Mr.  Robinson  recently  told  him 
ifchat  the  Bill  had  not  much  chance  of  passing  in  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament.  The  Government  Poison  Bill  and 
■a  Dental  Bill  would  probably  be  introduced  and  incor- 
porated with  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Council  Candidates. 

A  motion  as  to  what  members  of  the  Association  are  to 
be  candidates  for  the  forthcoming  Pharmaceutical  Council 
•election  was  not  taken  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  pro- 
poser, Mr.  Pickering,  but  it  resulted  in  a  short  discussion. 
In  the  course  of  the  conversation  the  Chairman  urged  that 
a  lie  appointment  of  a  poisons  inspector  was  a  subject  which 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  might  well  take  up.  He  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  most  scheduled  poisons  can  at 
present  be  readily  obtained  at  oil-shops.  Mr.  Willson 
remarked  that  some  chemists  are  lax  in  carrying  out  the 
■provisions  of  the  poison  regulations. 

A  letter  re  the  Fairchild  Scholarship  was  next  considered 
and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  place  the  list  of 
members  of  the  Association  at  the  disposal  of  the  Fair- 
child company. 

Breaking  Bulk. 
The  Federation  circular  as  to  the  advisability  of  con- 
•  Mining  the  practice  of  breaking  bulk  of  stamped  medicines, 
v,vas  then  dealt  with.    The  Association  thought  the  practice 


should  be  discontinued  both  in  retail  and  dispensing  sale, 
but  was  not  altogether  well-disposed  to  the  Federation 
interviewing  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities.  Mr.  Leo 
Atkinson  thought  the  sale  of  unstamped  medicines  for  dis- 
pensing was  not  altogether  satisfactory;  indeed,  he  ques- 
tioned the  legality  of  re-packing  proprietary  medicines  in 
smaller  quantities  than  the  original  packages.  If  chemists 
supplied  proprietary  medicines  ordered  in  prescriptions 
with  the  stamp  on,  it  might  bring  home  to  medical  men 
the  inadvisability  of  prescribing  proprietaries.  Inci- 
dentally the  question  as  to  what  is  a  proper  disclosure 
under  the  chemists'  exemption  clause  of  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Act  was  raised.

Lantern-slide  Developer. — Messrs.   Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co.  submit  to  us  a  series  of  "  tabloid  "  developing- 
materials  for  lantern-slides,  which  we  find  to  give  excellent 
golden-brown  pictures  that  look  pretty  on  the  screen.  In 
making  these  we  have  followed  their  directions  as  follows  : 
In  2  oz.  of  water  dissolve  one  "  tabloid  "  pyro  accelera- 
tor.  Add  five  to  eight  1-grain  potassium  bromide  tabloids. 
Use  lantern-plates  specially  prepared  for  the  production  of 
warm  tones,  give  them  several  times  the  normal  exposure, 
and  immerse  them  in  this  solution   of  accelerator  and 
bromide  for  one  or  two  minutes.    Then  pour  the  solution 
back  into  the  measure  and  in  it  dissolve  one  "  tabloid  "  pyro 
developer.    Pour  back  the  mixture  and  develop  in  the  usual 
way. 

We  may  also  note  that  warm  black  tones  are  obtained  with 
this  developer  by  taking  the  normal  developer  as  for  nega- 
tives, but  adding  "  tabloid  "  ammonium  bromide  according 
to  the  exposure  and  to  the  warmth  of  the  black  desired. 

A  National  Cash-register  means  a  great  deal  more 
than  a  till.

Electrochemistry.    Part  I.  :   General  Theory.    By  R.  A. 
Lehfeldt,  D.Sc,  with  chapter  on  the  relation  of 
chemical  constitution  to  conductivity  by  T.  S.  Moore, 
B.A.,  B.Sc.   [x+ 268  pp.  5s.] 
This  volume  takes  us  into  the  department  of  chemical 
science   which   is   revolutionising   the   practice  thereof. 
The  first  chapter  is  on  the  mechanism  of  conduction 
rn   electrolysis,    the   second   is   Mr.    Moore's,    and  the 
third  is  on  the  theory  of  chemi-electromotive  force.  Both 
authors  have  not  been  forgetful  that  their  constituency  of 
readers  will  embrace  those  who  have  long  since  passed  their 
student-days  and  those  who  approach  the  study  free  of 
theories  which  have  long  since  been  obsolete,  but  which  (to 
those  who  have  learnt  them)  make  indefinite  the  more 
modern  conceptions.    In  this  volume  the  ionic  hypothesis 
is  thoroughly  expounded,  and  its  dynamics  serve  to  give 
the  authors  a  basis  for  exposition  which  cannot  fail  to  be 
appreciated  by  practical  men,  to  whom  we  specially  com- 
mend the  book. 

Chemical  Statics  and  Dynamics.  By  J.  W.  Mellor, 
D.Sc.  [xiv.  +  528  pp.  7s.  6d.]  One  of  the  most  instruc- 
tive volumes  of  the  series.  It  deals  completely  with 
all  kinds  of  reactions,  necessarily  on  a  mathematical 
basis,  which  indeed  characterises  the  whole  volume ;  but 
those  who  are  not  expert  mathematicians  should  have 
no  difficulty  in  following  the  author's  clear  expositions  of 
chemical  phenomena  which  are  common  to  classes  of  re- 
actions. The  chapters  on  dissociation,  catalysis  and 
chemical  change,  fermentation  and  explosions,  contain  a 
great  deal  of  valuable  material.  In  the  future  the  training 
of  chemists  cannot  be  so  specialised  as  some  suppose,  except 
in  the  sense  that  students  who  aim  to  take  a  good  place  in 
technical  chemistry  must  be  sound  on  the  principles  of  the 
specialities;  they  must  be  able  in  the  general  sense;  then, 
when  the  practice  comes,  whether  in  an  industry  incorporat- 
ing fermentation  or  in  one  dealing  with  explosives,  the 
nature  of  their  education  will  enable  them  to  take  a  grip  at 
once.  Dr.  Mellor's  book  appears  to  recognise  this  necessity 
very  well. 

Sun  Pictures  of  the  Antilles  and  British  Guiana.  By 
Algernon  E.  Aspinall.    London  :  The  West  India 
Committee.    2s.  6cl.  net. 
This  is  a  series  of  photographs  of  the  West  Indies,  ex- 
cellently reproduced,  which  show  their  topographical  nature, 
their  inhabitants,  their  industries,  and  their  pleasures.  It 
is  published  by  the  West  India  Committee  for  the  purpose 
of  popularising  our  West  Indian  Colonies,  which  are  un- 
questionably a  splendid  health  resort  and  deserve  to  be 
more  resorted  to  by  invalids.    That,  however,  is  not  the 
Committee's  object  so  much  as  to  get  people  at  home  to 
appreciate  the  fact  that  the  West  Indies  are  British,  and  we 
have  some  obligation  to  our  dusky  fellow-countrymen  there 
in  the  matter  of  reciprocity  of  products.    Mr.  Aspinall's 
"  Sun  Pictures  "  should  help  towards  this  consummation. 
A  Pharmacopoeia,  Including  the  Outlines  of  Materia  Medico, 
and  Therapeutics,  for  the  Use  of  Practitioners  and 
Students  of  Veterinary  Medicine.  By  the  late  Richard 
V.  Tuson.   Sixth  edition,  revised  and  edited  by  James 
Bayne,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.   7£x4£    Pp.  376.    7s.  6d.  net. 
London,  1904  :  J.  &  A.  Churchill. 
The  late  Professor  Tuson's  "  Veterinary  Pharmacopoeia" 
(as  it  is  called  for  short)  is  one  of  the  best-known  text- 
books for  veterinary  students  and  one  from  which  more 
♦  nan  a  generation  or  two  of  students  have  acquired  their 
knowledge  of  drugs.     The  book  is  noted  for  the  clear 
arrangement  of  the  matter.    The  medicines  are  placed  in 
alphabetical  order  according  to  the  plan  adopted  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  particulars  about  each 
article  of  the  materia  medica  are  given  in  definite  and 
clearly  defined  order.    It  will  be  noted  that  although  a 
good  proportion  of  the  drugs  in  this  book  are  also  included 
m  the  B.P.,  the  difference  is  more  marked  in  the  case  of 
galenical  preparations  which  are  of  suitable  strength  for 


veterinary  use.  Such  galenicals  as  Dec.  tabaci,  enemas, 
liquors  (including  aloes,  cupri  sulphas,  terebinthinated  can- 
tharides,  and  sulphurated  potash),  masses  for  balls,  tinc- 
tures, and  ointments  are  given.  An  addendum  refers  to 
Willows,  Francis,  Butler  &  Thompson's  liquor  calcis 
iodinatae  and  liquor  potassa?  iodinatae,  while  the  appendix 
deals  with  the  weights  and  measures,  and,  finally,  there 
is  an  index  to  veterinary  medicines  arranged  according  to 
their  actions  and  uses.  The  doses  are  those  used  in 
veterinary  practice. 

Scientific  progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Matrine. — Isbisaka  has  isolated  from  the  root  of  Sopliora 
an rjusti folia  (N.O.  Papilionacece),  commonly  employed  in 
China  as  a  remedy  for  dysentery,  a  crystalline  principle  of  the 
formula  C,5H2.N02.  This  compound  has  been  found  to  have 
a  very  powerful  action  on  the  heart,  and  may  find  a  thera- 
peutic use. 

Hlppol. — This  body  is  obtained  by  the  interaction  of  poly 
merised  formaldehyde  and  hippuric  acid.  It  appears  to  be 
a  methylene-hippuric  acid  of  the  formula 
C.H,C0.N(CIL)2C00. 
It  forms  colourless  prismatic  crystals,  and  is  tasteless 
and  odourless.  It  melts  at  151°,  and  is  soluble  in  several 
organic  solvents,  but  only  slightly  so  in  water.  This  com- 
pound is  suggested  as  a  remedy  in  certain  urinary  troubles. 

Pine  Oils.— Troger  and  Beutin  ("Archiv  der  Pharm."  1904, 
521)  have  examined  pure  samples  of  oils  of  Pinus  sylvestris 
and  P.  Strobus,  and  give  the  following  figures  for  them. 
Oil  of  P.  sylvestris  has  a  specific  gravity  0.871  and  consists 
largely  of  dextro-pinene.  It  contains  esters  to  the  extent  of 
3.23  per  cent.,  calculated  as  bornyl  acetate,  and  free  alcohols, 
calculated  as  borneol,  to  the  extent  of  9.3  per  cent.  The  oil 
of  P.  Strobus  has  a  specific  gravity  0.901,  a  refractive  index 
1.4827,  and  is  lsevorotatory,  containing  a  large  amount  of 
lsevo-pinene.  Its  ester-value  is  8.4  to  8.9  per  cent.,  and  its 
free-alcohol  value  5.2  per  cent. 

iOH  of  Phellandrlum. — Schimmel  &  Co.  have  examined 
this  oil,  and  have  found  therein  two  new  compounds  of  great 
interest.  One  of  these  is  an  aldehyde  to  which  the  name 
"  phellandral  "  has  been  applied,  and  the  other  is  an  alcohol 
termed  "  androl."  Phellandral  is  an  oil  having  a  specific 
gravity  0.944  and  an  optical  rotation  -36°  30'.  Its  index 
of  refraction  is  1.4911.  It  forms  a  crvstalline  semicarbazone 
melting  at  202-204°,  and  an  oxime  melting  at  87-88°.  On 
oxidation  it  yields  a  corresponding  acid  which  melts  at 
144-1453.

•essential  oils  star-aniseed  is  lower,  peppermint  being 
nominal.  Menthol  on  the  spot  is  steady  at  last  week's

The  Outlook  for  Celluloid. 

■Celluloid-makers  in  the  Midlands  are  again  becoming 
anxious  as  to  whei-e  their  supplies  of  camphor  are  to  come 
ifrom.  A  year  ago  a  scare  was  raised  respecting  the  supply  of 
"  -amphor  running  out,  but  their  fears  were  not  realised,  owing 
to  the  arrival  of  unexpected  shipments.  The  distributors  of 
Japanese  camphor  have  lately  announced  that  they  will  only 
foe  able  to  supply  users  with  half  their  ordinary  requirements 
■  during  the  first  three  months  of  the  present  year.  As  cam- 
phor cannot  be  stored,  those  makers  of  celluloid  who  have 
mot  large  stocks  of  finished  material  in  hand  will  be  compelled 
<o  reduce  their  output,  and  scarcity  and  dearness  seem  to  be 


inevitable.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  celluloid  prices  have  gone 
up  on  the  Continent.  It  is  curious  that  a  short  time  ago 
two  of  the  agents  of  this  material  m  Sheffield  reduced  then- 
prices  slightly,  an  action  which  some  describe  as  merely 
finesse. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  general  tone  of  the  heavy-chemical  markets  shows  an 
improvement,  and  appreciably  more  business  is  passing  at  all 
the  principal  centres.  Exports  for  the  season  of  the  year  are 
good,  and  contract  deliveries  for  such,  as  well  as  on  home- 
trade  account,  are  being  called  up  well.  There  are  no  im- 
portant fluctuations  in  values,  but  recent  figures  are  well 
maintained,  and  any  tendency  towards  change  is  in  an 
upward  direction  rather  than  otherwise.  .

Oil,  Cod-liver. — From  Bergen  our  correspondent  writes, 
under  date  of  February  4,  that  owing  to  very  bad  weather 
there  has  only  been  a  little  fishing  at  Lofoten,  and  no  official 
report  as  to  weight  and  quality  -will  be  available  before  next 
week.  From  private  inquiries,  however,  the  cod  is  reported 
to  be  larger  and  the  liver  fatter  than  last  year's.  Some  few 
barrels  of  new  oil  have  arrived,  and  have  been  sold  at  prices 
corresponding  to  150s.  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The  ex- 
ports from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to  259  barrels,  against 
118  barrels  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 

A  private  advice  in  regard  to  the  Norwegian  fishing  states 
that  the  weather  has  proved  a  little  more  favourable,  but 
comparatively  few  boats  have  yet  arrived  at  the  fishing- 
places,  so  that  the  catch  has  not  been  of  any  importance. 
Although  no  official  statement  has  yet  been  published  regard- 
ing the  condition  of  the  cod,  it  appears  evident  the  livers 
will  be  somewhat  fatter  than  the  two  preceding  years'. 
Finest  new  non-freezing  steam-refined  cod-liver  oil  for 
March  delivery  is  quoted  130s.  per  barrel  f.o.r.  Hull,  with- 
out engagement,  or  new  for  February  delivery  is  quoted 
140s.  per  barrel. 

A  correspondent  in  the  North  favours  us  with  the  following 
report  which  has  been  sent  to  him  by  a  large  Norwegian 
maker  under  date  of  February  2 :  Owing  to  stormy  weather, 
which  has  been  more  or  less  prevalent  since  October  last  year, 
fishing,  which  ought  to  have  commenced  quite  three  weeks 
ago,  has  been  hindered.  It  is  impossible  to  say  whether  much 
cod  may  be  on  the  banks  or  not,  but  the  fish  caught  prove  that 
the  livers  are  better  than  last  year,  and  in  case  of  an  average 
result  we  look  for  a  fair  quantity  of  oil  and  rather  lower 
prices.  So  many  firms  are  now  interested  in  cod-liver  oil, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  that  the  fluctuations  are  becoming 
more  and  more  general.  One  thing  we  know  is  that  the 
quality  of  the  new  oil  is  exceedingly  fine,  being  sweet  and 
pale  in  colour.

Of  course  the  numbers  of  weight  and  fatness  for  1905  are 
those  of  the  beginning  of  the  fishery,  but  average  for  the  whole 
fishery  for  the  five  foregoing  years.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  size  and  fatness  of  the  cod  rapidly  decline  towards  the 
end  of  the  fishery. 

The  fishing  was  considerably  hindered  by  the  stormy 
weather  during  the  past  week.  The  prospects  for  the  fishing 
are  considered  pretty  good,  and  indeed  much  better  than  the 
last  two  years  at  this  date  (February  6).  Market  is  un- 
altered and  quiet.  Supplies  of  new  oil  are  trifling,  and  the 
stocks  of  old  oil  are  neglected.    Buyers  continue  to  hold  off. 
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Supplementing  the  above  remarks,  our  Bergen  correspon- 
dent points  out  that  although  decidedly  superior  both  in 
quality  and  weight  to  the  fish  of  the  foregoing  two  years,  this 
year's  cod  is  still  under  the  usual  size,  while  the  quantity  of 
the  liver,  as  well  as  its  percentage  of  oil,  is  more  like  an 
average  one.  If  any  comparison  should  be  made  so  early  in 
the  season,  this  year's  cod  ought  to  be  compared  with  that 
of  1902. 

Oil,  Olive. — According  to  advices  from  Sicily,  the 
advance  in  prices  has  been  arrested,  owing  to  the  late  cold 
weather,  with  plenty  of  snow  on  the  mountains,  being  con- 
sidered propitious  for  the  next  crop.  Consequently  sellers 
for  March  1906  have  appeared,  quoting  yellow  Messina  at 
351.,  green  Messina  at  34/.

Java  Cinchona. 

A  correspondent  in  the  "  Straits  Times  "  writes  that  the 
cinchona-estates  in  the  Preanger  Regencies  are  going  on  very 
well.  The  soil  in  West  Java,  especially  in  the  Preanger. 
seems  to  be  much  better  for  cinchona  than  in  the  other  parts 
of  Java.  Many  of  these  estates  have  paid  big  dividends.  The 
cinchona-estate  Lodaya  has  just  paid  a  dividend  of  5  per 
cent.,  and  the  Passir  Malang,  Passir  Nangka,  and  Therta- 
manee  estates  more  than  30  per  cent.  These  estates  are  all 
working  with  a  large  capital,  and  they  market  cinchona  of  a 
high  class.  The  estates  which  have  only  cinchona  of  low 
quality  are  doing  well  at  present,  owing  to  the  high  market 
prices.  The  Government  cinchona-estate  has  made  a  big 
profit  every  year.  Last  year  it  was  about  350,000  guilders,  and 
this  year  probably  it  will  be  even  more.  The  managers  of  the 
tea-estates  have  nothing  to  complain  of,  too,  as  most  of  the  tea 
companies  have  paid  dividends  of  over  7  per  cent.  The  news 
from  the  coffee  estates  is  bad,  as  only  few  coffee  estates  in 
Java  have  been  able  to  pay  a  dividend.  There  are  many 
estates  in  Java  which  are  working  with  English  capital. 

Indian  Pepper-prospects. 

The  "  Madras  Times  "  of  January  19  states  that  prospects 
of  coming  crops  of  pepper  are  universally  unsatisfactory,  and 
that  supplies  this  year  are  likely  to  be  much  less  than  in  1904.

Imports  last  year  exceeded  those  of  previous  years,  but  the 
stocks  are  so  little  larger  than  formerly  that  it  is  evident  that 
demand  has  increased.  With  a  falling-off  in  supplies  there 
should  come  a  dwindling  of  stocks,  and  this  is  likely  to  affect 
values  later.  Last  year  there  were  many  fluctuations.  During 
the  first  six  months  an  almost  uninterrupted  fall  was  recorded, 
hut  the  lowest  level  may  be  said  to  have  been  reached  in  June, 
and  by  November  rates  were  back  at  about  the  January 
standard.  This  year  prospects  are  altogether  more  encourag- 
ing. 

Sicilian  v.  American  Sulphur. 

A  Reuter's  telegram  from  Rome,  dated  February  2,  states 
that  Baron  del  Balzo,  Italian  Under-Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
replying  in  the  Chamber  to  questions  on  the  subject  of  the 
production  of  Louisiana  sulphur  and  on  the  measures  that  the 
Government  intended  to  adopt  for  the  protection  of  the 
Italian  sulphur-industry,  declared  that  up  to  the  present 
Italian  sulphur  could  profitably  be  sold  in  Marseilles,  Rotter- 
dam, and  Stockholm,  where  the  American  Sulphur  Co.  had 
made  its  first  shipments.  For  the  present,  Baron  del  Balzo 
remarked,  the  danger  was  not  very  imminent,  and  did  not 
appear  to  him  to  be  very  serious.  Professor  Luzzatti,  Minister 
of  the  Treasury,  added  that  the  Government  looked  with  great 
interest  upon  the  production  of  sulphur  in  Louisiana.  He 
declared  that  he  was  sure  that  when  the  deputies  who  had 
questioned  the  Government  knew  the  action  of  the  Govern- 
ment they  would  feel  completely  satisfied. 

Rubber  v.  Cinchona. 

"One  who  Suffered  Twenty  Years  Ago"  utters  a  word  of 
\varning  in  the  "  Ceylon  Observer"  in  regard  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  rubber  in  Ceylon,  remarking  that  the  course  of  that 
article  so  far  bears  a  wonderful  resemblance  to  that  of  cin- 
chona twenty  to  twenty-seven  years  ago.  At  first  no  coffee- 
planter  cared  to  touch  "the  medicine-plant";  but  when 
hard  times  came,  and  especially  when  the  few  who  had 
planted  Cinchona  Calisaya  or  C.  officinalis  began  to  cut  their 
eight  to  twelve  year  old  trees  down  and  netted  from  the  bark 
from  10s.  up  to  1/.  10s.  per  tree,  there  came  a  rush.  All  the 
available  plants  in  the  Botanic  Gardens,  hitherto  despised, 
were  speedily  bought  and  planted.  Seed  was  imported  from 
far  and  near  and  sold  for  fancy  prices.  Nearly  every  estate 
in  the  higher  districts  became  a  cinchona-garden.  Wonder- 
fully promising  and  beautiful,  too,  were  the  young  cin- 
chona clearings,  especially  on  virgin  soil.  And  then  men 
began  to  count  their  chickens!  One  would  say,  "I  have 
500,000  trees  two  years  old  and  upwards  " — another  one,  two 
or  three  millions — "  let  us  count  not  10s.  per  tree  at  eight 
years  old,  as  experience  justifies,  but  2s.  or  oven  Is.,  and  we 
are  satisfied  !  "  But,  alas,  before  the  six  or  eight  years 
elapsed,  prices  of  quinine  had  tumbled  down  from  16s.,  14s., 
or  12s.  per  oz.  to  2s.  and  Is.  6rf.,  while  clearings,  most  flourish- 
ing up  to  two,  three  or  four  years,  thinned  and  died  out  in  a 
very  mysterious  but  quite  ruinous  fashion.  In  commenting 
on  the  letter  the  "  Ceylon  Observer  "  remarks  that  the  case 
of  "rubber"  is  very  different,  as  the  demand  is  increasing 
every  day  with  the  certainty — as  we  were  assured  everywhere 
in  America,  as  well  as  in  London — that  if  the  supply  largely 
increased  and  the  price  fell  from  4s.  to  even  3s.  for  Para,  the 
quantity  for  utilisation  and  in  full  demand  could  easily  be 
doubled.  The  risk,  therefore,  of  the  price  falling  below 
a  profitable  mark  for  the  Ceylon  planter  is  immensely  less  in 
the  case  of  rubber  than  it  was  in  that  of  cinchona  and 
quinine.

The  sale  of  patent  or  secret  medicines  which  are  not  author- 
ised by  the  Medical  Council,  evon  though  approved  by  foreigu 
faculties,  is  now  prohibited  in  Venezuela.  The  decree- 
just  issued  provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  commission  to 
undertake  the  examination  and  classification  of  such  medi.- 
cines.  Manufacturers  of  foreign  patent  medicines  must  sub- 
mit the  products  they  wish  to  import  into  Venezuela  to  this- 
commission  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  publication 
of  the  decree. 

According  to  the  "  New  Zealand  Official  Year-book  "  for 
1904  the  imports  of  patent  medicines  during  1903  amounted 
in  value  to  49,182/.  ;  and  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  druggists 
wares  261,864/.  worth  was  imported,  compared  with  230,841?. 
during  1902.    Among  the  chief  imports  under  this  section, 
were  415,900  lbs.  acetic  acid,  200,000  lbs.  sulphuric  acid, 
92,000  lbs.  tartaric  acid,  11,000  cwt.  caustic  soda,  14,000  cwt.

Notes  on  a  Visit  to  Newfoundland. 

By  H.  C.  Thomson. 


The  writer  of  this  article  is  a  well-known  traveller  and  the 
author  of  several  books,  such  as  "  The  Chitral  Campaign," 
"  The  Outgoing  Turk,"  "Rhodesia  and  its  Government," 
and  "  China  and  the  Powers  " — all  founded  on  his  personal 
■observation  of  the  countries  and  peoples  concerned.  He 
has  recently  visited  Newfoundland,  and  while  there  made 
■special  inquiry  regarding  the  fisheries,  including  the  pro- 
duction of  cod-liver  oil.  His  notes  on  the  last  subject  here 
given  are  of  more  than  passing  interest,  as  showing  the 
possibilities  of  our  oldest  Colony  in  this  important  in- 
dustry. The  cod-liver  oil  exported  from  Newfoundland 
in  1903  was  valued  at  $379,319.— Editor. 

THE  Anglo-French  Convention  having  happily  terminated 
the  long  dispute  regarding  what  were  known  as  the 
French  shore  rights,  Newfoundland,  and  especially  the 
western  and  northern  coasts  on  which  the  French  had 
Treaty  claims,  became  last  year  the  object  of  a  good  deal 
of  attention,  both  in  this  country  and  in  America,  and  I 
was  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  spending  the  summer  and 
autumn  in  wandering  over  a  beautiful  and  singularly 
little-known  country. 

The  interior  is  almost  uninhabited,  the  people  being 
settled  entirely  along  the  coast,  and  the  cod-fishing  is,  as 
everyone  knows,  the  staple  industry.  It  is  of  three  kinds, 
known  respectively  as  the  Bank,  the  Labrador,  and  the 
Shore  fisheries.  The  cod  are  split  and  dried  in  the  open 
air,  and  exported  mostly  to  Spain,  Italy,  and  the  other 
fish-eating  countries  of  the  Mediterranean,  and  to  the 
West  Indies  and  Brazil. 

A  certain  amount  both  of  cod  oil  and  cod-liver  oil  is 
also  made,  though  this  product,  valuable  as  it  undoubtedly 
is,  had  not  received  until  quite  recently,  either  in  Labrador 
or  in  Newfoundland,  the  attention  which  it  deserved.  The 
ordinary  process  of  extraction  was  merely  to  throw  the 
livers  into  a  cask  and  let  the  oil  exude  from  them  in  the 
course  of  putrefaction.  This  gave  the  dark-coloured  and 
offensive -smelling  oil  known  as  cod-oil.  while  cod-liver 
oil  was  extracted  by  boiling  the  fresh  livers  in  a  water- 
bath  over  an  ordinary  wood  fire.  The  work  for  the 
latter  oil  was  done  roughly  and  carelessly,  and  a  great 
deal  of  stearine  and  other  objectionable  matters  was  left  in 
the  oil,  which  permanently  injured  its  commercial  value ; 
for  it  is  an  unfortunate  thing  about  cod-liver  oil  that  when 
once  made  it  cannot  be  purified  afterwards,  or  only  with 
very  great  trouble  and  expense. 

On  my  return  to  St.  John's,  I  made  inquiries  and  found 
that  a  few  years  ago  the  more  scientific  Norwegian  methods 
of  manufacture  had  been  introduced  by  one  or  two  of  the 
leading  merchants,  notably  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Munn,  to  whose 
unwearying  efforts  the  present  improved  condition  of  the 
Newfoundland  oil  is  mainly  due.  His  office  is  in  St. 
John's,  the  capital  of  the  island,  but  his  factory  is  at 
Harbour  Grace,  a  prettily  situated  and  flourishing  little 
town  in  Conception  Bay.  which  at  one  time  vied  in  im- 
portance with  St.  John's,  so  extensive  were  the  fishing 
interests  that  were  centred  there.  The  Great  Bank  fisheries, 
some  twelve  years  ago,  tried  it  sorely  for  a  while,  but  it  is 
in  a  fair  way  now  to  recover  a  good  deal  of  its  former 
prosperity. 

Mr.  Munn  was  kind  enough  to  give  me  a  note  to  his 
manager  asking  him  to  show  me  over  the  factory  and 
explain  to  me  the  details  of  the  process.  I  found  the  con- 
trast with  the  old  crude  method  of  treatment  exceedingly 
interesting.  The  oil  is  not  extracted  at  Harbour  Grace, 
but  is  made  by  the  fishermen  all  around  the  coast,  many  of 
whom  Mr.  Munn  has  supplied  with  the  proper  "  steamers  " 
(steam-jacketed  pans),  and  is  sent  on  by  them  in  casks  to 
the  factory,  where  it  is  carefully  tested  to  see  that  it 
is  a  pure  and  well-made  oil,  before  it  is  subjected  to  the 
freezing  treatment. 

The  livers,  it  should  be  mentioned,  vary  a  good  deal, 
and  the  quality  of  the  oil  depends  largely  upon  the  quality 
of  the  livers,  some  being  lean  and  tough  and  giving  a 
darker  oil  than  others.  The  most  important  point,  how- 
ever, above  all  others,  is  that  the  oil  should  be  extracted 


when  the  livers  are  still  perfectly  fresh,  as  good  oil 
cannot  be  made  when  the  least  trace  of  decomposition  has 
set  in.  It  ought  to  be  done  within  six  hours  of  the  taking 
of  the  fish  in  warm  weather,  and  at  the  latest  within 
twelve  hours  in  cold  weather.  Moreover,  great  care  must 
be  used  in  selecting  the  livers,  as  sometimes  they  are 
diseased,  when,  instead  of  being  cream-coloured,  as  they 
should  be,  they  are  covered  with  greenish  spots,  and  when 
the  disease  is  in  a  very  advanced  state  they  are  green 
all  over.  Such  livers  must,  of  course,  be  rejected  at 
once,  but  care  should  be  taken  to  reject  also  those  which 
show  the  least  sign  of  being  affected. 

The  gall-bladders  are  next  removed,  and  the  livers 
washed  two  or  three  times,  to  remove  blood  and  other 
impurities,  before  they  are  put  into  the  steamer.  The 
improved  Norwegian  apparatus  is  now  largely  used  instead 
of  the  old-fashioned  water-bath.  It  consists  of  jacketed 
tin  pans,  provided  with  a  self-acting  safety-valve,  by 
which  the  pressure  of  the  steam  can  be  regulated  and 
controlled,  and  a  stirring-apparatus,  operated  by  steam- 
power,  is  fitted  inside  each  pan.  The  advantage  of  this 
is  that  any  desired  temperature  can  be  obtained,  and  the 

,  largest  quantity  of  oil  extracted  in  the  shortest  possible 
time,  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  hours  being  amply 
sufficient.  It  is  a  matter  of  much  importance  that  the  oil 
should  not  be  heated  for  a  longer  time  than  is  absolutely 
necessary,  for  the  longer  the  livers  are  steamed,  the  more 
oxygenated  does  the  oil  become,  and  the  more  liable  to 
contain  acids  and  decomposed  albumen.  This  used  not  to 
be  understood  in  Newfoundland,  many  of  the  fishermen 

I  thinking  that  the  longer  the  livers  were  heated,  the  better 
the  oil  would  keep.  Now  there  is  a  more  general  knowledge 
of  the  subject,  and  full  and  clear  directions  have  been 
issued  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Watson,  Deputy  Minister  and  Super- 
intendent of  Fisheries  (to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  muck 
of  my  information),  and  in  consequence  the  quality  of  the 
oil  is  steadily  improving. 

When  run  cut  from  the  steamer  the  oil  should  be  filtered 
through  light  canvas  bags,  or,  if  at  all  cloudy,  through 
layers  of  charcoal,  and  if  possible  should  be  put  up  in 
tins  or  glass,  and  not  in  casks,  as  it  is  apt  to  acquire  taste 
and  colour  from  the  wood. 

The  oil  thus  made,  though  a  good,  pure  oil,  still  con- 
tains a  considerable  amount  of  stearine  and  solid  fats, 
which  are  deposited  at  a  low  temperature  and  cause  the  oil 
to  congeal.  In  order  to  extract  these  and  still  further 
improve  the  quality  of  the  oil,  the  Norwegians  have  for 

:  many  years  subjected  it  to  a  temperature  of  a  few  degrees 

j  below  freezing-point,  19°  F.  being  found  to  be  the  most 
suitable.  This  "temperature  can  easily  be  obtained  by  the 
use  of  ice  and  salt,  and  the  requisite  plant  is  cheaper 

|  and  better  adapted  to  the  country  than  a  dry  cold-air 

1  machine  would  be. 

Above  the  freezing-room  is  a  loft  so  that  the  freezing- 
mixture  can  be  filled  in  from  above,  keeping  the  room 
itself  perfectly  clean.  The  most  convenient  way  to  apply 
the  cold  is  to  have  a  number  of  galvanised-iron  cylinders 
suspended  from  the  ceiling  2^  feet  apart  in  a  room  7  feet 
high.  A  rackwork  is  also  attached  to  the  ceiling,  from 
which  light  canvas  bags,  in  rows  of  three,  one  under  the 
other,  are  suspended,  with  plates  of  tin  under  the  lowest 
row,  and  a  cooling-tank  for  collecting  the  oil.  The  only 
other  requisites  are  the  presses  for  separating  the  residue 
of  the  oil  from  the  stearine  which  cannot  be  obtained  by 
filtration  through  the  bags.  These  presses  Mr.  Munn  has 
had  fitted  in  his  factory  with  a  stirring-arrangement  which 
can  be  worked  by  the  foot,  as  the  cold  bags  are  very 
trying  to  the  hands.  After  the  bags  have  been  pressed, 
a  man's  downward  motion  of  the  foot  causes  the  machine 
to  turn  them  inside  out,  and  they  are  scraped  perfectly 
clean  from  the  adhering  stearine.  At  present  this  is  not  of 
much  use,  but  when  its  exact  constituents  have  been  more 
accurately  determined,  it  may  yet  prove  to  be  a  by-product 
of  considerable  value. 

The  filtration  through  the  bags  is  slow  and  cannot  be 
hurried,  as  the  room  must  be  kept  at  the  same  temperature, 
19°  F.,  all  the  time.  It  generally  takes  the  oil  from  three 
to  four  days  to  drip  through  the  bags,  under  natural 
pressure ;  and  it  must  be  left  for  some  time  first  in  the 
cooling-tanks  and  thoroughly  congealed  before  it  is  placed 
in  the  bags.    When  I  left,  the  manager  gave  me  a  bottle  of 
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oil,  which  I  have  handed  to  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  for 
examination. 

Newfoundland  has  already  made  great  strides,  and  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that,  with  a  more  general  adoption  of 
scientific  methods,  Newfoundland  manufacturers  will  be 
fully  able  to  compete  with  their  Norwegian  rivals  who  so 
long  held  a  practical  monopoly  in  the  production  of  a 
cod-liver  oil  which  could  be  relied  on  for  medicinal 
purposes.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday.  February  1,  at  3  p.m.  There  were  present 
Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  (President),  Dr.  Walsh  (Vice-President), 
and  Messrs.  G.  Beggs,  Vincent  Johnston,  Doig  (Belfast), 
F.  W.  Brittain  (Drogheda),  Smith,  Kelly,  and  Watson. 
Illegal  Dispensing. 
A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  J.  Donnelly,  solicitor, 
Belfast,  enclosing  the  Council's  proportion  of  two  fines  of 
51.  each  which  had  been  imposed  on  Mr.  Eobert  Hastings, 
registered  druggist,  who  had  been  convicted  of  selling  and 
compounding  medical  prescriptions  without  being  entitled 
to  do  so. 

The  President  said  the  case  was  one  of  a  registered 
druggist  in  Newcastle,  co.  Down.  The  Council  had  been 
for  some  time  aware  he  was  dispensing  prescriptions,  and 
he  (the  President)  had  had  in  his  possession  bottles  that 
were  made  up  in  his  establishment.  Consequently,  the 
Council  had  had  no  option  but  to  institute  proceedings. 
They  had  had  some  trouble  in  catching  the  defendant,  and 
when  they  did  they  insisted  upon  the  two  penalties  of  51. 
each  being  imposed. 

Hospital  Dispensing. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Eathmines  and 
Pembroke  Joint  Hospital  Board,  acknowledging  the  receipt 
of  a  letter  from  the  Council  in  reference  to  the  Board's  pro- 
posal to  dispense  with  the  services  of  their  chemist,  and  to 
have  their  compounding  done  by  a  medical  man. 

The  President  said  this  Board  thought  to  economise  by 
dispensing  with  the  services  of  their  qualified  compounder 
and  getting  a  doctor  to  do  the  double  duty.  A  letter  was 
consequently  written  indicating  the  responsibility  that 
would  rest  on  the  Council  in  the  event  of  the  Board  not 
having  a  properly  qualified  compounder  to  do  the  dispensing 
in  their  hospital,  and  pointing  out  that  in  many  cases  dual 
appointments  of  the  sort  had  led  to  porters  and  nurses  doing 
the  dispensing.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  Council  to 
avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  that  should  occur  to 
them  of  showing  public  boards  and  authorities  that  the 
pharmaceutical  licence  is  the  only  qualification  in  Ireland 
that  gives  a  guarantee  of  practical  experience  in  compound- 
ing. 

Reckless  Sale  of  Poisons. 
The  Registrar  read  three  letters  in  regard  to  a  dog- 
poisoning  mania  in  the  Athboy  district.  The  first 
(January  11)  was  from  Mr.  O'Reilly,  Hon.  Secretary  of 
the  Magistrates'  Committee,  informing  the  Society  of  the 
fact,  and  stating  that  strychnine  is  the  poison  used.  The 
police  are  searching  all  poison-books  in  order  to  find  out 
where  the  poison  was  bought,  and  meanwhile  the  Magis- 
trates asked  if  the  Society  could  give  any  assistance  which 
might  help  to  bring  the  culprits  to  book.  In  reply  to  this, 
Mr.  Ferrall  wrote  on  January  14  stating  that  the  Society 
cannot  take  action  unless  there  is  evidence  of  an  illegal 
sale  of  poisons,  and  pointing  out  that  if  the  police  were 
more  in  earnest  in  carrying  out  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  Pharmacy  Laws  there  would  be  (1)  greater 
difficulty  in  procuring  poison  for  improper  purposes,  and 
(2)  the  purchaser  could  be  easily  traced.  To  this  the  fol- 
lowing reply  was  received  : 

Athboy,  24th  January. 
Dear  Sir, — At  a  further  meetiug  of  the  Reward  Fund 
Committee,  held  yesterday,  your  communication,  among' 
others,  was  considered.  The  Committee  desire  me  to  ex- 
press their  gratification  at  the  spirit  in  which  youi'  Society 
has  met  them  and  are  hopeful  that  your  co-operation  wiil 
enable  them  to  secure  a  more  thorough  administration  of 


the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons.  Cases  were  cited 
at  the  meeting  in  which  (as  ailegedj  parties  have  procured 
poison  without  question  from  relations  of  theirs  holding  the 
certificate  of  your  Society.  I  am  requested  to  inquire  if 
you  have  any  power  to  investigate  such  cases  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Society  and  also  what  punishment  your 
Society  inflicts  for  infringements  of  this  nature.  _  The  Com- 
mittee'have  also  received  ample  evidence  of  the  ineffective- 
ness of  the  administration  of  the  various  Poisons  Acts  by 
the  Constabulary,  and  the  ignorance  of  their  provisions  dis- 
played by  those  whose  business  it  is  to  be  acquainted  with 
them.  In  consequence  of  this,  in  order  to  strengthen  the 
hands  of  your  Society  they  request  that  you  will  kindly 
indicate  the  terms  of  a  resolution  to  meet  these  cases  which 
they  intend  forwarding  to  the  Lord-Lieutenant  and  Inspec- 
tor-General of  Constabulary  with,  in  addition,  evidence  to 
show  that  poisoned  food  has  been  laid  on  the  public  streets 
of  this  town  to  the  manifest  danger  of  children  frequenting 
them.  On  receipt  of  your  views  as  regards  this  matter,  a 
resolution  will  be  signed  by  all  the  Magistrates  and  clergy- 
men of  the  district  and  forwarded  to  the  quarters  already 
indicated.  My  own  view  of  the  matter  is  that  no  deadly 
poisons  should  be  obtainable  without  previous  notification 
to  the  Constabulary  or  on  the  certificate  or  prescription  of 
a  doctor  or  veterinary  surgeon.  Such  a  regulation  would 
free  chemists  from  the  unreasonable  pressure  often  brought 
to  bear  on  them  by  relatives  and  customers  for  quantities  of 
poison  intended  to  be  used  in  an  illegal  manner. 

I  am,  etc., 
F.  M.  O'Reilly,  Hon.  Secretary. 
Mr.  Beggs,  Mr.  Johnston,  the  President,  and  Mr. 
Smith  joined  in  a  discussion  on  this,  in  the  course  of  which 
the  President  suggested  that,  in  addition  to  drafting  a 
resolution,  they  should  send  them  a  copy  of  the  corre- 
spondence with  the  Inspector-General  during  the  last  six 
months  as  far  as  it  touches  this  question.  He  also  stated 
that  the  Inspector-General  has  climbed  down  considerably, 
and  suggested  that  the  Council  should  send  a  circular  to 
licentiates  and  to  druggists  drawing  their  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  being  very  careful  about  the  sale  of  poisons. 
Finally,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Beggs,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Johnston,  the  President  and  Vice-President  were  autho- 
rised to  draft  a  resolution,  with  the  advice  of  a  solicitor  if 
necessary. 

Jury-service. 

A  letter  from  the  Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Appren- 
tices' Association,  Dublin,  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  resolution 
which  they  had  passed  in  favour  of  exempting  registered 
druggists  from  service  on  juries.  The  President  said  the 
Council  were  in  full  sympathy  with  the  druggists  in  this 
matter,  and  Mr.  Beggs  said  when  he  occupied  the  chair  a 
similar  resolution  was  brought  before  the  Council,  and  it 
was  found  that  they  could  not  carry  it.  The  President 
said  he  would  give  notice  of  a  motion  that  a  representation 
be  made  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  that  the  exemption  which 
licentiates  enjoy  under  Lord  O'Hagan's  Juries  Act  ought 
to  be  extended  to  chemists  and  druggists. 

Dr.  R.  Watt  was  re-elected  examiner  to  conduct  the 
Registered  Druggist  examination  in  Dublin  and  Belfast, 
and  Mr.  H.  O'Connor  was  re-elected  to  conduct  the  Phar- 
maceutical Assistant  examination. 

The  Council  then  adjourned.

Ol.  Amygd.  Dulc.  and  Ol.  Amygd.  Persic. 

Sir, — We  were  naturally  much  interested  in  your  report 
of  the  case  heard  at  Bow  Street  where  "  ol.  amygd. 
persic."  appears  to  have  been  supplied  to  a  customer  as 
almond  oil,  with  the  word  "persic."  written  on  the  label, 
with  the  intention  of  drawing  attention  to  the  variation, 
as  admitted  by  the  purchaser.  It  is  well  that  all  who 
handle  these  oils  should  realise  that  while  the  oil  obtained 
from  either  peach  or  apricot  kernels  (which  for  ordinary 
trade  purposes  may  be  taken  as  the  same,  though  this  is 
not  scientifically  correct)  is  a  practically  legitimate  article 
of  commerce,  it  is  not  almond  oil,  and  should  never  be 
so  represented.  The  great  disparity  in  price  between  true 
almond  oil  and  these  cheaper  oils  in  itself  presents  a 
temptation,  and  unless  distinction  is  clearly  indicated  to 
a  buyer  the  transaction  will  always  be  open  to  the  appear- 
ance of  evil,  even  where  this  is  not  intended. 

As  the  introducers  of  British-pressed  oil  of  peach  or 
apricot  kernels,  we  have  always  strongly  emphasised  the 
difference  between  it  and  the  official  oif  of  almonds;  and 
it  is  within  our  knowledge  that  the  wholesale  trade  have 
taken  care  in  different  ways  to  keep  the  distinction  before 
their  clients.  We  have,  however,  to  realise  that  there  are 
certain  practical  difficulties  that  have  caused  confusion  of 
thought  in  various  quarters,  which  may  be  usefully  summed 
up  as  follows  : 

1.  Peach-kernel  oil  was  originally  imported  from  abroad, 
and  was  sold  as  almond  oil  without  disclosure  of  the  fact 
that  it  was  not  prepared  from  almonds.  It  competed  in 
price  with  the  true  oil  of  almonds,  and,  consequent  on  its 
cheapness,  it  obtained  a  footing,  and  a  certain  amount  of 
trade  usage  was  established  before  its  real  nature  was 
discovered. 

2.  As  oil-pressers  we  had  to  meet  this  competition,  and 
when  we  began  to  press  the  peach-kernel  oil  we  purposely 
avoided  selling  it  as  almond  oil.  As  the  oil  was  pressed 
from  kernels  bought  in  the  market  as  "peach-kernels,"  it 
was  described  as  "  ol.  amygd.  persic.  dulc."  Amygdahis 
persica  being  given  by  the  authority  consulted  (Gray) 
as  the  botanical  name  of  the  peach'.  This  botanically 
correct  designation  has  given  rise  to  various  misconcep- 
tions, and  apparently  it  has  often  proved  a  stumbling- 
block.  We  have  sometimes  found  it  translated  as  "  Persian 
almond  oil";  at  other  times  the  word  "persic."  is  taken 
as  a  fancy  term  supposed  to  be  added  for  purposes  of  dis- 
tinction. In  fact,  at  one  time  or  another  it  would  appear 
that  every  explanation  except  the  right  one  (viz.,  that  it 
was  the  Latin  equivalent  of  the  article  offered)  has  been 
put  forward. 

3.  Here  another  difficulty  arises.  As  explained  above, 
peach  and  apricot  kernels  are  practically  interchangeable, 
but  by  far  the  larger  number  of  the  kernels  offered  in  our 
markets  belong  to  the  latter  variety,  and  it  now  appears 
that  it  would,  if  a  single  name  be  used,  be  more  in 
accordance  with  accurate  description  to  employ  that  of 
"  ol.  pruni  armeniacas." 

The  word  "dulc."  in  the  title  has  undoubtedly  added 
to  the  difficulty.  Whatever  may  have  been  in  the  minds 
of  those  first  using  it,  it  is  a  fact  that  while  grammatically 
it  might  be  held  to  apply  to  the  almonds  (or  kernels)  from 
which  the  oil  is  expressed,  for  perhaps  two  generations 
past  it  has  been  taken  as  applying  to  the  oil ;  in  other 
words,  we  always  assume  that  we  are  offering  "sweet  oil 
of  almonds,"  not  "oil  of  sweet  almonds,"  in  the  same  way 
that  when  dealing  with  ol.  amygd.  essent.  we  are  offering 
essential  oil  of  almonds  and  not  oil  of  essential  almonds. 
The  term  "sweet  oil"  is  constantly  used  colloquially  to 


distinguish  the  product  from  the  "  bitter"  or  essential  oil 
obtained  at  a  later  stage  of  working.  The  obvious  advan- 
tage of  a  ready  and  marked  distinction  between  two  oils — 
one  bland  and  palatable,  the  other  poisonous — needs  no 
emphasising  to  a  pharmacist.  The  points  which  we  have 
now  attempted  to  summarise  are  dealt  with  at  greater 
length  in  a  paper  read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  in  London  in  1900,  which  concluded  with  the 
following  sentence  : 

While  we  believe  that  almond  oil  will  always  be  facile 
'princeps  among  fixed  oils,  we  see  no  reason  why  the  true 
peach  or  apricot  kernel  oils  should  not  continue  to  find  a 
useful  place  where  they  are  suited  to  any  particular  manu- 
facture ;  but  we  should  certainly  protest  against  any  sub- 
stitution of  the  one  for  the  other  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  purchaser. 

In  these  days  of  keen  competition  (and,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  it  is  barely  possible  at  the  present  time  to  produce 
this  oil  at  a  profit)  it  is  most  desirable  that  no  undue  or 
unreasonable  restrictions  should  be  placed  upon  druggists. 
At  the  same  time,  now  that  the  tests  given  by  the  B.P. 
make  it  so  easy  to  distinguish  between  the  true  almond 
oil  and  its  substitute,  there  should  be  no  difficulty  on  this 
score.  While  oil  of  peach  or  apricot  kernels  is  a  genuine 
article  of  its  kind,  and  may  find  a  legitimate  employment, 
the  public  are  certainly  entitled  to  full  protection  against 
its  substitution  for  almond  oil.       Yours  faithfully,

In  fact,  there  is  only  one  "Polly"  in  the  world,  as 
travellers  understand  it,  and  that  is  "  Apollinaris  "  ;  and  as 
we  have  no  doubt  that  your  correspondent  did  not  wish  to 
detract  from  the  fame  of  apollinaris,  we  ask  the  courtesy  of 
a  place  for  this  letter,  in  fairness  to  a  brand  which  has- 
established  its  reputation  in  every  country  to  which  it  has 
been  sent.

Drug-warranties. 

Sir, — The  demand  for  warranties  with  drugs  and  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  is  no  mere  fad  of  individual  pharma- 
cists, for  since  1875  it  has  been  a  good  defence  for  any  re- 
tailer summoned  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  produce 
a  written  warranty  from  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler 
from  whom  he  bought  the  condemned  goods,  provided,  of 
course,  that  he  can  prove  that  he  sold  them  in  the  same 
condition  as  he  received  them.  The  1879  Act  imposed 
additional  restrictions  and  conditions  upon  the  use  of 
warranties,  for  it  was  enacted,  firstly,  that  a  warranty 
or  invoice  shall  not  be  available  as  a  defence  unless  the 
defendant  has  within  seven  days  from  the  service  of 
the  summons  sent  to  the  purchaser  a  copy  of  such  war- 
ranty or  invoice,  with  a  written  nutice  that  he  intends  to 
rely  on  the  warranty  of  invoice,  and  specifying  the  name  and 
address  of  the  person  from  whom  he  received  it,  and  has 
sent  a  like  notice  of  his  intention  to  such  person  ;  secondly, 
the  person  by  whom  such  warranty  or  invoice  is  alleged  to 
have  been  given  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the  hearing, 
and  to  give  evidence,  and  the  Court  has  it  within  its  power  to 
adjourn  the  hearing  to  enable  him  to  do  so.  If  therefore,  as 
seems  to  be  becoming  more  and  more  the  rule,  responsibility 
is  to  be  thrown  chiefly  on  manufacturers  and  wholesalers, 
it  is  obviously  to  their  advantage  to  give  a  legal  warranty, 
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for  such  entitles  them  to  appear,  and  gives  them  the  oppor- 
tunity, if  they  see  fit,  to  dispute  the  analysis,  or  to  cross- 
examine  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution. 

The  vexed  question  as  to  whether  pharmacists  should 
manufacture  preparations  themselves,  or  buy  them  ready 
made,  is  one  of  economics  rather  than  of  ethics.  _  In  these 
days  of  specialisation,  when  housewives  buy  their  jams,  and 
even  their  puddings,  their  husbands  will  hardly  be  blamed 
if  they  purchase  their  confections  and  maybe  their  pills. 
The  whole  question  is  rather  one  of  cash  than  of  conscience. 
If  pharmacists  find  that  after  allowing  due  amounts  for  their 
skilled  labour,  it  is  more  economical  for  them  to  manu- 
facture galenicals  themselves  than  to  buy,  undoubtedly  they 
should  do  so,  but  whether  bought  or  home-made,  the  re- 
tailer is  still  responsible  for  what  he  sells.  The  manufac- 
turer only  guarantees  his  goods  when  delivered,  the  Act  dis- 
tinctly throwing  the  onus  on  the  retailer  of  proving  that 
he  sold  the  article  under  the  same  conditions  as  he  received 
it,  and  that  he  had  no  reason  to  believe  that  it  was  other- 
wise than  pure.  Seeing  that  the  misunderstandings,  not  to 
say  the  miscarriages,  of  justice  which  so  often  arise  are 
undoubtedly  due,  very  often,  to  want  of  co-operation  among 
different  classes  of  men,  each  of  which  is  anxious  to  do  its 
best  for  the  public  welfare,  it  is  very  desirable  that  the 
various  representative  bodies  concerned  be  brought  into 
closer  contact.  It  should  not  be  impossible  for  representa- 
tives of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Drug  Club,  and  the 
Society  of  Public  Analysts  (of  all  of  which  bodies  I  happen 
to  be  a  member)  to  meet  in  friendly  conclave,  and  to  take 
such  concerted  action  as  will  best  conserve  their  common 
interests,  and  promote  the  public  health  for  the  maintenance 
of  which  they  all  alike  exist.

Metol-Quinol  Troubles. 
Sir, — It  is  just  as  well  that  your  readers  should  know  that 
some  conditions  of  tap-water  rapidly  decompose  this 
developer.  It  becomes  quite  brown  and  unfit  for  use  in  a 
day  or  two,  instead  of  remaining  clear  for  many  weeks, 
as  it  ought  to  do.  I  have  never  observed  a  precipitate,  but 
was  confronted  with  the  above  trouble  some  time  ago,  when 
I  found  that  while  the  stock-solutions  I  worked  from 
seemed  to  require  no  special  precautions  as  to  solvent,  it 
was  absolutely  necessary  that  the  added  water  should  be 
distilled.  The  chemicals  themselves  give  me  no  trouble. 
I  use  metol-Hauff  and  a  commercial  quinol  (Johnson's). 
N.B. — Dissolve  the  metol  first  in  a  little  water  as  pre- 
scribed.

Alkali  in  Cocoa.

I  have  acted  as  expert  in  the  cocoa-trade  for  years,  and  am 
perhaps  in  a  better  position  to  express  an  opinion  in  this 
matter  than  any  other  analyst.

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Letters  in  Brief. 

Bombay  Mace.— Mr.  S.  H.  Pritchard  writes  to  say  that  the 
colouring-matter  of  Bombay  mace  is  not,  as  far  as  his  ex- 
periments show,  the  same  as  that  of  turmeric.  While  not 
regarding  his  work  as  conclusive,  he  has  had  fair  indications 
that  a  small  quantity  of  bixin  is  present. 

Smyth  of  Bond  Street.— Mr.  J.  B.  Eyles  of  Weymouth, 
writing  on  January  27,  says  :  "  I  yesterday  had  an  inquiry 
for  Arquebusade,  and,  strangely,  was  able  to  supply,  having 
in  stock  an  antique  bottle  bearing  the  label  Smyth  s,  Mew 
Bond  St.'  Surely  this  must  be  an  unusual^  demand,  and 
more  unusual  to  stock.    Who  were  Smyth's?  " 

Mr.  W.  James  Leggett,  Secretary  of  the  Patent-medicine 
Vendors'  and  Drug-stores  Association  of  Great  Britain,  calls 
our  attention  to  the  date  given  under  the  Association  s 
letter  reprinted  in  our  issue  of  January  21,  p.  95.  The  date 
should  be  Julv  26,  1894  (not  June  27,  1904).  Mr.  Leggett 
informs  us  that  although  the  letter  bears  his  name  he  never 
prepared  a  syllable  of  it. 

Chemists'  Calendars.— T.  W.  S.  (123/52)  writes:  "  A  little 
matter  I  have  to  acknowledge  and  express  my  thanks  is  for 
accepting  and  noticing  a  copy  of  my  almanac  in  the  columns 
of  your  journal.  It  has  led  to  many  valuable  exchanges  and 
interchanges  of  ideas  from  pharmacists  in  England,  Ireland, 
Scotland,  and  Wales;  and  one  chemist  in  particular,  from 
the  Emerald  Isle,  wrote  and  put  me  up  to  several  good  hints 
from  his  own  experiences.  All  through  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist." 

Medical  Acts  Amendment  Bill.— IF.  L.  B.  (127/10)  is  dis- 
appointed in  not  seeing  letters  in  regard  to  this  measure,  and 
urges  that  there  should  be  organised  opposition  to  it  on  the 
part  of  chemists,  because  they  will  be  greatly  affected  by  it  if 
it  becomes  law.  "  W.  L.  B."  would  gladly  subscribe  to  any 
fund  for  opposing  the  Bill.  [There  is  not  at  present  any 
chance  of  the  Bill  becoming  law.  Anyway,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  is  looking  after  chemists'  interests  in  the  matter.  See 
C.  &D.,  February  4,  p.  192.— Editor.] 

Cheap  Assistants.— Kelt  (121/35)  complains  that  some 
assistants  offer  their  services  for  such  a  low  figure  as  38s.  a 
week,  and  even  as  low  as  35s.  While  not  questioning  in  any 
way  any  individual's  right  to  offer  himself  at  such  price  as 
he  considers  himself  worth,  "Kelt"  feels  that  if  one  man 
values  himself  at  35s.  a  week,  another  to  get  a  berth  might 
offer  himself  at  34s.;  and  if  34s.,  why  not  33s.?  and  so  on 
until  a  bare  pittance  is  reached.  We  think  "Kelt"  is 
wrong ;  the  best  men  always  can  command  their  own  figure, 
and  there  are  never  enough  of  the  best. 

The  Sale  of  Poisons. — Observer  (120/66)  complains  that  in 
certain  establishments  great  laxity  exists  in  selling  poisons. 
Recently  two  of  his  customers  have  objected  to  sign  for 
Easton's  syrup  and  Fellows'  syrup,  as  they  were  not  re- 
quired to  sign  for  them  in  town.  "  If  we  chemists,"  he  adds, 
"  hope  to  gain  further  power  by  making  some  restriction 
upon  the  directors  of  drug  companies,  we  must  obey  our  own 
Act  in  every  particular,  including  the  sale  of  poisons."  He 
further  urges  that  the  public  interests  require  that  poisons 
in  public  institutions  and  doctors'  surgeries  should  be  kept, 
stored,  and  dispensed  under  the  same  regulations  which 
control  the  open  shop  of  the  chemists.  In  regard  to  labelling 
proprietary  preparations  containing  poisons,  he  asks,  Is  the 
"labelling"  of  preparations  as  generally  adopted  sufficient? 
Should  not  the  slip  label  for,  say,  "  Paregoric  Elixir — 
Poison,"  have,  also  "containing  opium"  thereon?  [No; 
"  the  name  of  the  article  "  is  what  has  to  be  put  on  the  label, 
and  the  word  '*  poison."  Our  correspondent  then  proceeds 
to  discuss  the  vermin-killer  and  alkaloids  questions,  and  such 
points  as  "  knowing  a  purchaser,"  on  which  he  will  find 
useful  information  in  "  Pharmacy  and  Poison  Laws." — ■ 
Editor.]

[The  trouble  here  is  the  guaiacol.  The  most  satisfactory 
mass  is  obtained  as  follows :  Mix  the  strychnine  and  extract 
intimately  with  2  grams  of  a  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  fullers' 


earth  and  powdered  liquorice,  add  the  iodoform.  Meanwhile 
melt  the  turpentine  and  balsam  with  20  grams  of  yellow  wax, 
and  have  this  ready  warm.  Now  add  the  guaiacol  to  the 
mortar-contents,  mix,  and  add  the  resin  mixture,  beating 
together  thoroughly  and  adding  sufficient  of  the  fullers'  earth 
and  liquorice  mixture  to  make  a  mass  that  will  roll.  It  is  a 
softish  mass,  but  a  presentable  and  soluble  pill  can  be  made 
in  this  manner.] 

M.  &  S.  (123/9).— Quinine  Mixture.— You  do  not  say 
whether  the  quinine  and  sulphurous-acid  mixture  is  a  domestic 
recipe.  As  it  is  partly  in  English  and  partly  in  Latin,  we 
judge  that  it  is  not  written  by  a  medical  man.  It  is  quite 
possible  that  dilute  sulphuric  acid  is  intended  to  be  used  :  a 
little  judicious  questioning  of  the  customer  would  probably 
give  information  that  would  elucidate  this  point.  A  similar 
mixture  (with  the  quinine  dissolved  by  dilute  sulphuric  acid) 
is  sometimes  used  to  put  on  children's  finger-nails  to  prevent 
nail-biting. 

What  are  the  Crystals  ? 
Dispenser  (115/25)  submits  the  following  for  general  ex- 
pression of  opinion  : 

Syr.  ferri  iodidi, 

Syr.  Eastonii  ...    aa. 

Cap.  3j.  ter  die  ex  aq.  p.c. 
The  patient  brought  back  the  bottle,  which  contained  a  large 
quantity  of  needle-shaped  crystals.  Her  doctor  told  her  the 
mixture  should  be  clear,  and  that  he  had  also  found  it  so  in 
Edinburgh.  Can  any  C.  <£■  D.  readers  report  similarly  or  give 
their  opinion  as  to  what  the  crystals  are  and  the  chemistry 
of  their  production  ?  On  examination,  after  carefully  wash- 
ing, the  crystals  give  colour-reaction  exactly  like  solution  of 
strychnine  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  On  precipitating  the 
quinine  with  potash  and  adding  solution  of  mercuric  chloride 
to  the  filtrate,  the  characteristic  colour-changes  of  mercuric 
iodide  occurred.

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1905,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 
Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  240. 


-T  (114/31). — Prussic  Acid  by  Prescription. — Our  corre- 
spondent writes  as  follows:  "  A  doctor  writes  a  prescription 
in  my  shop  for  acid,  hydrocyanic,  dil.  with  which  to  poison 
his  dog.  Being  a  fully  qualified  medical,  I  supply  poison, 
copying  the  prescription  into  my  prescription-book  and 
further  entering  the  transaction  in  my  poison-register.  I  am 
now  told  (by  the  Crown  officials)  that  that  was  not  sufficient, 
and  that  the  poison-register  should  have  been  signed  by  the 
medical  man.  Which  is  the  correct  course  ?  "  [The  first  pro- 
secution under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  Section  17,  was  in  regard 
to  a  case  such  as  this,  a  mixture  of  Scheele's  acid  and  rose- 
water  being  dispensed  by  a  Worthing  chemist  as  a  lotion  to 
prescription  written  by  a  chemist's  assistant.  The  chemist 
was  convicted  under  the  section  for  selling  a  poison  to  a 
person  unknown  to  him,  but  on  appeal  to  the  Court  of 
Queen's  Bench  the  conviction  was  quashed,  on  the  ground 
that  the  poison  was  an  ingredient  of  a  medicine  dispensed 
by  a  person  registered  under  the  Act.  "  X's  "  case  is  not, 
however,  on  all-fours  with  the  Worthing  one.  The  intention 
of  the  law  undoubtedly  is  that  medicines  containing  poison 
which  are  prescribed  and  dispensed  for  the  cure  of  the  sick 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  labelling  and  registering  condi- 
tions applicable  to  poisons  sold  in  the  ordinary  way  of  busi- 
ness and  for  whatsoever  purpose.  Mr.  Justice  Lush,  in  the 
case  referred  to.  said  the  section  "  puts  upon  the  same  foot- 
ing a  duly  qualified  medical  man  supplying  this  thing  io  his 
'patient  and  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist  dispensing 
such  a  thing."  The  question  in  the  present  instance  should 
be  this  :  Can  the  supply  to  a  medical  man  of  an  ounce  of 
piussic  acid  for  poisoning  his  dog,  he  writing  a  prescription 
for  it,  be  regarded  as  dispensing  within  the  meaninc  of 
Section  17,  or  should  it  be  treated  as  a  sale  ?  We  have  little 
hesitation  in  regarding  the  transaction  as  outside  the  dis- 
pensing provision,  but  it  is  still  within  the  exemption  pro- 
visions of  Section  17,  because  it  is  a  sale  by  wholesale  to  a 
retail  dealer  (a  registered  medical  practitioner  being  so 
regarded  by  Section  16),  consequently  the  provisions  of  the 
section  as  to  entering  in  the  poison-register  do  not  apply. 
Apart  from  that,  it  should  be  noted  that  an  entry  in  the 
poison-register  which  is  not  signed  by  the  purchaser  is  in- 
valid.] 
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/.  D.  J.  (111/10).— The  Brompton  Hospital  cough-lozenges 
formula  is  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  Vol.  I.,  p.  4U8, 
and  if  you  mention  this  fact  on  your  label,  or  on  a  small 
supplementary  label  placed  under  it,  the  lozenges  will  not 
be  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty. 

Subscriber  (112/35).— Generally  speaking,  a  fancy  name 
that  is  not  in  common  use,  and  is  non-descriptive,  but  which 
has  been  used  by  one  firm  in  advertising,  may,  in  common 
law,  be  established  to  be  their  property  although  it  is  nob 
registered  ;  and  the  use  of  it  by  another  firm  in  such  a  way 
as  to  mislead  the  public  that  a  similar  preparation  is  that 
•  made  by  the  original  user  of  the  fancy  name  can  be  stopped 
by  injunction. 

Apprentice  (117/40). — Apprenticeship-indenture  Forms 
may  be  obtained  through  any  law  stationer.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  employ  a  lawyer,  but  it  is  always  wise,  when  entering 
into  a  contract  which  extends  over  a  term  of  years  to  be 
well  advised  on  the  matter. 

Chemist  (119/1). — Fixtures  are  always  debatable  in  regard 
to  income-tax,  but  there  are  decisions  which  uphold  the  view 
that  if  rent  is  paid  for  fixtures  income-tax  is  payable  also 
upon  that  part  of  the  rent. 

Ajax  (117/17). — It  is  one  thing  to  claim  compensation  and 
another  to  get  it.  We  cannot  possibly  say  what  the  chance 
is  in  the  case  you  mention,  for  you  do  not  submit  full  par- 
ticulars of  the  contract  entered  into,  and  the  excuse  made  by 

■  one  party  is  reasonable.  Delay  in  completing  a  contract 
attributable  to  the  act  of  God  (such  as  an  accident)  is 
a  contingency  which  the  law  allows  for. 

Licence  (118/18). — Mixtures  of  Herbs  (unmedicated)  are 
not  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty  although  recommended  for 
ailments. 

J.  B.  (119/12). — Why  should  "Dr.  Jones's  cleansing  sham- 
poo-powder for  washing  the  hair"  be  liable  to  stamp-duty? 
It  is  not  a  medicine,  nor  is  it  held  out  or  recommended  for 
'the  cure  of  ailments. 

Leaseholder  (120/16). — Telephone  Poles. — We  have  now 
the  copy  of  your  lease  before  us,  and  if  you  had  copied  in 
full  the  covenant  as  to  granting  way-leaves  we  might  have 
given  you  a  definite  answer  in  the  first  instance.  The  lessee 
has  broken  his  covenant  in  allowing  the  Telephone  Co.  to 
•erect  a  pole  on  the  land  without  your  written  consent.  He 
should  be  at  once  served  with  notice  to  remedy  the  breach, 
and  to  remove  the  pole.  On  receipt  of  that  notice  he  will 
probably  ask  you  for  your  written  permission  to  allow  it  to 
remain,  and  you  can  then  (if  you  choose)  give  the  permission, 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  you  care  to  impose.  We  should 
advise  you  to  do  this  through  a  local  solicitor,  and  the  lessee 
should  be  made  to  pay  your  solicitor's  costs. 

Hampshire  (123/35). — We  could  answer  your  inquiry  as  to 
repairs  more  definitely  if  you  send  us,  as  you  suggest,  a  copy 
of  your  lease. 

New  Subscriber  (131/17).— Vaseline  Trade-mark.— As  the 
law  stands,  you  can  only  use  the  word  "Vaseline,"  even  on 
vaseline  supplied  by  the  Chesebrough  Co.,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  company.   The  company  was  certainly  not  so 

■  strict  in  this  matter  in  the  first  instance!  but  we  are  not  aware 
■that  it  ever  permitted  the  word  "Vaseline"  to  be  used  to 
-describe  a  product  not  of  its  own  make.    It  is.  of  course, 

perfectly  legal  to  put  up  vaseline  and  sell  it  unlabelled,  or  as 
petroleum  jelly,  or  by  any  other  fancy  name  you  may  coin. 

Alpha  (124/6).— Preparations  of  Chloroform  "are  not 
specified  in  the  Poisons  Schedule,  but  the  case  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  v.  Armsen  decided  the  sale  of  a  preparation 
containing  a  poison  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  sale  of  the  poison. 
In  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Delve  the  principle  de 
minimis  non  curat  lex  was  held  to  apply  to  preparations 
containing  almost  inappreciable  quantities  of  a  poison,  and 
this  would  probably  relieve  aqua  chloroformi,  if  not  spiritus 
cliloroformi.  from  the  conditions  of  the  Schedule 

T.  H.  (128/18).— Income-tax.— Flint's  "Schedule  D,"  pub- 
lished by  Effingham  Wilson  at  Is.,  will  suit  you. 

S.  B.  L.  G.  (123/32).— Window-breaking.— You  can  brin"- 
an  action  for  damages  against  the  small  boys  who  broke 
your  window  by  throwing  stones,  and  you  would  probably 
get  a  verdict,  but  unless  the  young  imps  have  property  of 
their  own  the  verdict  will  be  all  that  vou  will  get,  for  their 
parents  are  not  liable.  You  might  take  police-court  pro- 
ceedings against  the  boys,  but  we  think  you  would  be  well 
advised  not  to  do  so.  If  they  are  the  sons  of  respectable 
parents,  surely  their  parents  will  make  you  some  recompense 
if  you  approach  them  amicably. 

Xybe  (125/45).— The  Bronchial  Mixture  is  not  a  dutiable 
title,  but  your  label  is  made  liable  to  duty  on  account  of  the 
sentence  '  When  the  cough  is  troublesome." 

Lincolnshire  (125/22)  has  not  sent  his  name  and  address, 
but  we  warn  him  that  the  course  he  thinks  of  embarkiu" 
upon  may  render  him  liable  to  criminal  proceedings.

Tyke  (Transvaal)  (114/13). — South  America  for  Minor 
Men. — There  are  a  few  Britishers  engaged  in  South  American 
pharmacy,  chiefly  in  Argentina  and  Brazil.  A  knowledge  of 
Spanish  is  essential,  and  the  pharmaceutical  examinations  of 
the  country  must  be  passed.  That  means  a  long  curriculum, 
but  the  laws  permit  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  out  there  to 
lend  his  name  to  someone  who  is  not.  Stay  where  you.  are ; 
it  is  no  dearer  a  place  to  live  in  than  South  America,  and 
better  for  you  pharmaceutically. 

Craft  (114/19). — Situations  in  America. — The  only  way  for 
chemists'  assistants  to  get  suited  in  Canada  or  the  United 
States  is  to  go  out  there  and  take  their  chances.  In  Canada 
it  may  be  necessary  to  wait  for  some  months  before  a  suitable 
vacancy  arises,  but  much  depends  upon  the  locality  chosen. 
Smart  men  who  go  to  a  large  city  in  the  United  States  do  not 
require  to  wait  long  before  they  get  a  situation.  The  oppor- 
tunities for  first-class  and  thoroughly  trained  men  of  good 
business  capacity  are  on  the  whole  as  good  in  America  as  in 
this  country,  and  for  some  the  opportunities  are  better. 

Jason  (121/50). — Tr.  Antispasmodica. — Thanks  for  yours. 
The  formula  in  P.F.  is  most  representative,  but  not,  of 
course  for  herbalists,  who  must  avoid  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

E.  (£•  Co.  (120/24). — We  do  not  know  and  have  not  published 
any  statement  as  to  the  perfume  used  in  the  dentifrice  which 
you  mention.  We  may  remind  you  that  the  examination  of 
and  reporting  on  proprietary  articles  is  a  thing  we  frequently 
refuse  to  undertake.

— Removing  Oil-stains  from  Toothbrush- 
handles. — Soak  the  handles  for  a  day  or  two  in  benzine,  and 
then  polish  with  prepared  chalk. 

T.  I.  J.  H.  (118/40).— Removing  Films  from  Negatives.— 
Place  the  negative  in  a  bath  of  hydrofluoric  acid  ^  oz..  water 
10  oz.,  for  a  few  minutes,  when  the  film  will  be  detached. 
Wash  the  film  in  several  changes  of  water  by  decantation, 
shrink  it  to  its  normal  size  by  soaking  in  methylated  spirit, 
float  on  to  a  clean  glass  plate,  and  allow  to  dry.  Try  the  ex- 
periment first  with  an  old  negative,  if  the  one  you  wish  to 
detach  is  irreplaceable.
